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ONCE  MORE  INTO  THE  FRAY 

1976  is  gone  (you  hadn't  noticed?),  and  with  the  advent  of  197*^  the  OB  returns 
to  follow  the  wayward  peregrinations  of  SFPL,   somebody's  favorite  library,  with  a 
bemused  eye.     We  will,  gentle  reader,   strive  to  eschew  pleonasm,  and  yet  provide 
responsive,   integrated,  and  functional  communications  of  and  from  the  administration 
and  the  infrastructure.     At  least  that  will  be  our  projected  policy  concept.     Is  that 
clear? 


THE  BUDGET,   THE  LIBRARY  COMMISSION  &  PUBLIC  HEARINGS 

The  budget  request  has  been  the  primary  concern  at  SFPL  for  the  past  several 
weeks.     Mr.  Castagna,   the  Administrative  Budget  Committee,   the  Commission  Budget 
Committee  (under  the  leadership  of  Commissioner  Bransten),  and  Pat  Sullivan  have  all 
been  working  overtime  devising  and  revising  figures.     (Has  anybodyelse  noticed  that 
the  "budget  season"  now  extends  to  about  ten  months  a  year?) 

The  request  going  to  the  Mayor  will  total  approximately  $10.2  million,  almost 
$4  million  more  than  our  current  budget.     Our  request  is  not  based  on  what  is  spent 
for  library  service  in  some  other  city;  it  is  not  based  on  some  quess  about  what  we 
may  actually  be  able  to  obtain;  it  is  based  simply  and  exclusively  on  what  we  NEED 
in  order  to  improve  library  services  in  San  Francisco.     Summaries  of  the  budget 
request  have  been  distributed  so  we  won't  try  to  report  them  here. 

Tuesday  the  first  public  hearing  on  our  budget  request  was  held  in  conjunction 
with  the  Commission  meeting.     Thanks  to  a  telephone  campaign  by  the    Friends,  letters 
to  110  conamunity  groups,   staff  distribution  of  announcement  flyers,   and  notices  in 
the  media,   there  was  a  good  turnout ...  including  many  new  and  unfamiliar  faces. 
Although  one  or  two  people  expressed  doubts  that  we  would  be  able  to  obtain  in 
excess  of  $10  million,   all  of  the  testimony  and  comment  was  affirmative.     The  people 
say  they  want  more  and  better  library  service. 

In  other  business  the  Library  Commission: 

...Voted  to  allow  closing  of  the  Chinatown  Branch  at  5:00  pm  on  Thursday. 
February  17,   in  observance  of  Chinese  New  Years 

.  .  .Approved  a  new  contract  with  Cojiico  which  will  provide  the  Main  Library 
with  new  (and  better)  coin  operated  copy  machines,   a  newspaper  reader- 
printer,   and  a  microJTische  reader-printer. 

...Voted  to  go  ahead  with  the  News-Call-Bulletin  morgue  project. 


.Commissioner  Yung  announced  that  the  Library  Resources  and  Public 

Relations  Committee  has  adopted  a  list  of  priority  projects:

♦Adopt  procedures  for  acquirln'^  private  collections,

♦Develop  more  visibility  and  enthusiasm  for  the  Library 
in  the  media,

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COMMISSION  ADOPTS  BUDGET  REQUEST 

On  Tuesday  the  Library  Commission  adopted  a  1977-73  budget 
request  for  $10.2  million.     The  actual  budget  documents, 
justifications  and  work  programs  vrill  be  submitted  to  the  Mayor 
before  the  end  of  the  month. 

At  the  Commission  m.eeting  Mr.  Castagna  reported  on  the  three 
public  hearings  that  v/ere  held  on  the  budget  request.     He  concluded 
that  the  request  prepared  by  the  adm.inistrative  budget  committee 
was  an  accurate  reflection  of  the  desires  for  improved  library 
services  of  the  citizens  who  attended  the  hearings. 

Comm.issioner  Richardson  pointed  out  that  the  budget  request 
does  not  ask  for  a  replacement  for  the  defunct  bookmobile  and  that 
SFPL  has  not  provided  adequate  service  to  the  Hunters  Point 
district  since  the  demise  of  the  bookmobile.     She  moved  to  add 
$85,000  to  the  budget  request  to  obtain  a  replacement  vehicle, 
staff  and  book  collection.     Following  a  wide-ranging  discussion  the 
Commission  voted  to  instruct  the  staff  (and  Commission  committees) 
to  study  the  problems  of  providing  library  service  at  Hunters  Point 
and  to  report  back  with  a  plan  and  budget  before  the  end  of  I Tarch . 
(It  is  expected  that  the  Commission  will  adopt  a  plan  and  submit 
a  supplementary  budget  request  before  the  April  deadline  for  such 
requests . ) 


OUR  FIRST  IN  1977^  -  CORRECTION  /^l-77

NEW SMOKING  POLICY  ADOPTED 


The  follov/ing  policy  on  smoking  has  been  adopted  by  the 
Advisory  Council,  and  appropriate  signs  installed  where 
necessary . 


To  protect  the  rights  3   comfort   and  health  of  the 
■public  and  staff  and  to  protect  Library  buildings 
and  their  inflammable  materials ,   the  following  rules 
on  smoking  are  announce d: 

1.  Smoking  iyi  public  areas  of  the  Main  Library  is 
permitted  ONLY  in  the  second  floor  rotunda^ 
between  General  Reference  and  the  History 
Department . 

2.  Smoking  is  permitted  in  office  and  work  areas  where 
a  majority  of  the   staff  are  agreed^   except  where 
fire  hazards  exist.      (No  smoking  signs  will  be 
posted  in  such  areas,) 

2.     In  branches 3   no  sm.oking  is  parmitted  in  public 
areas.     Smoking  is  permitted  by  branch  staff  in 
offices  and  work  areas  whp-z  the  majority  of  the 
branch  staff  agrees,   except  where  fire  hazards  exist. 

These  rules  vjere  adopted  by  the  Advisory  Council  after 
receipt  of  a  petition  signed  by  120  staff  members  requesting 
elimination  of  smoking  in  the  Ilain  Library.     With  mutual 
consideration  and  thought  fulness  and  tactful  rem.inders  to  the 
put) lie  and  staff  as  required,  v/e  shall  all  be  m.ore  comfortable 
and  safe. 

The  Public  Information  Office  has  been  declared  a 
Mandatory  Smoking  Area.

For  f-ose  of 
you  who  were  not  paying  attention  the  first  tim.e,  v:e'll  sur^marize 
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...When  a  legal  holiday  fov  City  employees  falls  on  a 
Saturday  J   the  preceding  Friday  shall  be  observed  as  a 
holiday:  provided,   however ^   that  except  where  the 
Governor  declares  that  such  preceding  Friday  shall  be 
a  legal  holiday,   each  department  head  shall  make  provision 
for  the  staffing  of  public  offices  under  his  jurisdiction 
on  such  preceding  Friday  so  that  said  public  offices  may 
serve  the  public  as  provided  in  Section  7.702  of  the 
Charter.     Those  employees  who  work  on  a  Friday  which  is 
observed  as  a  holiday  in  lieu  of  a  holiday  falling  on  a 
Saturday  shall  be  allowed  a  day  off  in  lieu  thereof  as 
scheduled  by  the  appointing  officer  in  the  current  fiscal 
year.

...A  skeleton  staff  v/ill  be  scheduled  to  work  on  Friday, 
February  11.     Only  those  em.ployees  who  are  necessary  to 
provide  public  services  -Till  work  this  day,  everybody 
else  will  be  off  celebrating  Lincoln's  Brithday. 

...Those  employees  who  have  to  work  on  Friday,  February  11, 
V7ill  be  allov/ed  some  other  day  off  to  celebrate  Lincoln's 
Birthday.     This  has  to  be  scheduled  with  your  supervisor. 

A  reminder.     Many  SFPL  em.ployees  v/orked  on  Friday,  December  24, 
and/or  Friday,  December  31,  days  that  should  have  been  observed  as 
"in  lieu"  holidays  for  Christm.as  and  Nevj  Year's  Day.     If  you  worked 
one  or  both  of  those  days,  you  are  entitled  to  an  "in  lieu"  holiday. 
Schedule  it  vjith  your  supervisor. 

How  many  SFPL  employees  have  taken  their  "floating"  holiday???

You  can  take  it  when  you 
want  to,  if  your  supervisor  approves. 

"In  lieu"  holidays,  and  "riv>at-. -i  ng"  holidays  must  be  taken 
befui-e  Lhe  end  of  hh<^  ficcal  year,  June  30. 

Future  shock:     in  1978  Veteran's  Day  vrhich  is  celebrated  in 
California  on  Armistice  Day  will  fall  on  a  Satui'day.     Think  about 
that  \

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SALARY  SURVEY 


Monday  evening  the  Civil  Service  staff  reported  the 
1977-78  salary  standardization  survey  to  the  Civil  Service 
Commission,  and  it  vjas  adopted.     Newspaper  reports  concen- 
trated on  the  raises  suggested  for  a  number  of  department 
heads  and  provided  very  little  information  about  what  v;e 
"little"  people  might  expect  to  find  in  our  paychecks  next 
July.     The  OB  has  finally  obtained  a  copy  of  the  report 
(that  is  why  your  OB  is  a  little  late  this  week)  and  this 
is  what  we  learned: 

As  the  newspapers  have  reported,  more  than  half  of 
all  City  em.ployees  v/ill  not  receive  raises  in  July.  In 
the  Library  that  includes  all  staff  members  in  the  following 
classes;     1220,  12^0,  l402,  1^04,  1^08,  I63O,  I76O,  5322, 
7334,  7335,  7355,  7^26,  8202,  and  8207. 

While  many  department  heads  may  receive  major  raises, 
the  City  Librarian's  position  apparently  v;ill  receive  a 
raise  of  only  1.5  per  cent. 

While  most  Librarian  classes  are  in  the  report  for 
eight  per  cent  raises,  there  are  two  major  exceptions. 
Librarian  II 's  would  receive  10  per  cent,  and  Librarian 
Ill's  would  receive  13  per  cent. 


So  that  everybody  can  figure  out  their  ovm  situation 
we'll  list  the  raises  suggested  for  all  classes  viho  work 
at  the  Library.

Class  1650  would  receive  8.82  per  cent;  class  3632 
would  receive  10.26  per  cent;  and  class  363^  would  receive 
13.05  per  cent. 

Beyond  the  above  facts  it  is  difficult  to  predict 
what  is  going  to  happen  in  the  next  fev;  weeks.     This  year 
the  salary  standardization  process  is  governed  by  Proposition 
D  which  the  electorate  passed  last  November.     It  nov;  appears 
that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  have  no  right  to  change  any 
of  the  proposed  salary  adjustments  that  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  adopted  Monday  evening.     However,  the  proposal 
is  based  on  salary  data  collected  in  October,  1976,  and  much 
of  that  data  is  already  out  of  date.     Mr.  Orsi  has  suggested, 
and  Local  400  is  demanding,  that  nev;,  more  up-to-date  data 
be  gathered  before  the  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee 
must  report  a  salary  ordinance  to  the  full  Board  of 
Supervisors,  on  March  1.     That  would  undoubtedly  mean 
raises  for  classes  not  now  proposed  to  receive  raises,  and 
larger  raises  for  some  classes. 
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The  Legislative  and  Personnel  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  will  meet  at  7:30  p.m.,  on  T'onday,  January  31 » 
to  receive  the  recoTimendations  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 
Local  400  and  the  Librarians'  Guild  are  encouraging  a  large 
turn-out  of  City  employees  to  demand  the  gathering  of  more 
up-to-date  salary  data.

(William  III  previously  served  as  City  Librarian  from 
August  1,  through  August  4,  1976.) 

His  Excellency  has  asked  that  all  SFPL  staff  members 
attend  a  special  staff  meeting  at  8:00  a.m.,  Sunday, 
January  30.     Staff  members  should  arrive  sufficiently 
early  so  that  they  may  take  their  places  on  the  Grand 
Staircase  according  to  civil  service  classification  and 
length  of  service  prior  to  the  trumpet  fanfare  (performed 
by  William  Loughrey)  at  8:00  a.m.  sharp. 

His  Excellency  will  be  introduced  by  Vivian  I,  13th 
City  Librarian,  and  will  promulgate  his  long-avraited 
manifesto  "Celestis  Bibliotheca  in  Terra". 

We  understand  that  the  manifesto  calls  for  a  complete 
reorganization  of  the  Library  and  reassignment  of  all 
current  staff  members.

Our  new  City  Librarian  reported  for  work  on  Tuesday, 
February  1.     On  that  day  he  participated  in  meetings  cf 
the  Advisory  Council,  and  the  Library  Commission ...  and 
was  still  able  to  be  at  his  desk  on  VJednesday,  February  2. 


LIBRARY  COMMISSION  MEETING 

The  Library  Commission  met  Tuesday  evening  at 
Chinatown  Branch  and  some,  if  not  all,  of  the  following 
took  place: 

...Mr.  Frantz  expressed  his  pleasure  at  being  in 
San  Francisco  and  declined  the  opportunity  to 
present  a  formal  inaugural  address. 

...Mrs.  Scannell  reported  on  plans  of  the  Potrero 
Boosters  and  Merchants  to  commission  a  Potrero 
Hill  artist   (for  $2,000)  to  do  a  painting  or 
sculpture  v/hich  would  be  displayed  at  the  Potrero 
Branch.     The  Commission  approved  these  plans. 
It  will  be  necessary  for  the  Art  Commission  to 
approve  the  final  work  of  art  that  is  selected. 

...Mrs.  Scannell  also  reported  on  efforts  by  Nob 
Hill  Neighbors  to  have  property  Including  the 
site  of  the  Chinatc^'Ti  Branch  dovmzoned.  The 
current  height  limit  on  that  site  is  now  105 
feet,  the  Nob  Hill  Neighbors  V7ould  reduce  that 
to  ^0  feet.     This  is  of  concern  because  of  the 
long-discussed  plan  to  replace  the  current 
Chinatown  Branch  v/ith  a  Joint  Library-Community 
College  facility  which  could  vrell  exceed  ^40  feet 
in  height.     The  issue  v:as  referred  to  the  Library 
Extension  Committee. 

. . .The  Commission  voted  support  of  two  resolutions 
which  are  currently  before  the  CLA.     The  first 
opposed  the  charging  of  fees  to  individuals  by 
tax-supported  libraries  for  providing  information 
and  reference  services.     The  second  orders  a 
study  of  such  charges  now  being  made  and  suggested 
alternatives . 
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.  .  .  Cornmissioner  Englander  and  Bransten  reported  on 
the  meeting  of  the  Urban  Libraries  Coalition  which 
met  in  V'ashington  last  v/eekend.     They  are  develop- 
ing a  Title  V,  of  the  LSCA  which  would  provide 
money  to  urban  libr.':ries  for  the  purchase  of  books. 
If  adopted  and  fuiv'^d.  Title  V  would  provide  $60 
million  for  this  purpose  the  first  year,  $70 
million  the  second  year,  and  $80  in  the  third  and 
fourth  years.     (It  has  been  estimated  that  SFPL 
might  receive  as  much  as  $700,000  in  the  first 
year.)     Englander  and  Bransten  met  with  Senator 
Cranston  and  the  staff  of  Congressman  Burton  and 
report  they  were  syrapathetically  received. 

...The  next  meeting  of  the  Library  Commission  will 
be  at  7:00  p.m.,  Tuesday,  March  1,  at  the 
Ingleside  Branch. 

...The  Com.mission  held  an  Executive  Session 
following  adjournment  of  the  public  part  of 
their  meeting.

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ZONING 

As  we  reported  last  week,  there  is  a  proposal 
before  the  Planning  Commission  that  would  reduce  the 
height  limitation  at  our  Chinatown  Branch  from  105  to 
40  feet.     This  is  of  concern  since  there  are  informal 
plans  for  the  Library  and  the  Community  College  to 
construct  a  joint  facility  on  that  site  which  would 
necessarily  be  more  than  40  feet  high. 

The  Library  Commission  held  a  special  meeting 
Tuesday  evening  to  review  the  proposed  amendment  to 
the  zoning  ordinance  and  to  hear  from  both  proponents 
and  opponents.     The  Comm.ission  decided  to  seek  to  have 
the  Chinatown  Branch  site  excluded  from  the  height 
reduction  amendment,  and  the  proponents  of  the  amendment 
(Nob  Hill  Neighbors)  agreed  to  support  the  Commission 
request . 

The  Planning  Commission  held  a  public  hearing  on 
the  proposed  zoning  amendment  VJednesday  evening  and  it 
appears  that  all  agree  that  our  property  v:ill  be 
excluded  from  any  changes  that  may  be  made. 


So,  it  appears  that  the  Library  and  the  Cornrnunity 
College  still  have  the  option  of  building  a  Joint 
facility  on  the  1135  Powell  Street  site.     K'ov;  all  that 
is  needed  is  a  lot  of  mcney  and  a  great  deal  of  planning. 
That  should  take  at  least  a  week. 


MOTES  ON  IRS  CASSETTE  PROGRAM 


The  IRS  cassettes  and  materials  should  be  in  all 
branches  by  this  Friday.     Additional  evaluation  forms 
and  instruction  booklets  should  be  arriving  before  long 
and  v/ill  be  sent  out  as  soon  as  ve  get  them.  Other 
points:     instruction  booklets  anc;  forms  are  available 
only  in  English,  not  in  Chinese  or  Spanish;     they  are 
essentially  the  same  as  those  sent  to  people  through  the 
mail,  but  the  1040  booklet  is  more  comprehensive  in  that 
it  covers  all  schedules  (the  cassettes  cover  only  schedules 
A  and  B).     Here  in  Documents  we  have  decided  to  loan  the 
cassettes  for  one  week,  to  coincide  with  questions  on  the 
evaluation  questionnaire.     We  find  ourselves  with  one  extra 
Spanish  language  cassette  after  all  the  packing  of  branch 
boxes  has  been  completed.     If  any  branch  is  missing  same 
from  its  box,  please  call  me  or  send  a  note.     Each  branch 
should  have  one  Spanish  cassette;     Mission  Branch  should 
have  five,  and  Excelsior  Branch  three.     Apologies  to 
whomever  got  shorted. 

I  hope  this  v/hole  project  goes  all  right  for 
everyone  and  isn't  too  disrupting;     theoretically  it 
should  be  very  helpful.

.Arthur  Ashe,  a  world-class  tennis  player  for 
more  than  a  decade,  also  has  books  and  education 
very  much  on  his  mind.     V/ritino-  an  open  letter  to 
black  parents  in  the  Few  York  Times  of  February  6, 
Ashe  says  that  too  many  role  models  for  black 
youngsters  are  found  in  professional  sports  and 
entertainment  v/here  the  odds  against  success  are 
on  the  order  of  1,000  to  one. 

"While  v;e  are  60  per  cent  of  the  National  Basketball 
Association,  we  are  less  than  4  per  cent  of  the 
doctors  and  lawyers.     While  we  are  about  35  per*  cent 
of  major  league  baseball,  vre  are  less  than  11  per 
cent  of  construction  workers  such  as  carpenters 
and  bricklayers,"  Ashe  v;rites. 

Ashe  suggests  that,  "We  have  been  on  the  same 
roads  -  sports  and  entertainment  -  too  long. 
VJe  need  to  pull  over,  fill  up  at  the  library, 
and  speed  away  to  Congress  and  the  Suprem.e  Court, 
the  unions  and  the  business  world."

HOW  CHILDREN  LEARN:     READING  vs.  VIEWING 

Dr.  Herbert  Krugman,  a  marketing  expert  for  General 
Electric,  has  developed  a  thesis  that  TV  is  causing  a 
greater  rift  between  fam.ilies  which  encourage  their 
children  to  read  and  those  which  non't.     His  thesis  also 
claims  that  children  whose  first  learning  experiences 
com.e  from  TV  are  not  as  able  to  use  the  full  range  of 
their  intellectual  abilities  as  are  those  who  also  begin 
to  use  books  early  in  life. 

Dr.  Krugman  believes  the  key  factor  to  learning  and 
retention  may  be  the  gross  eye  movement  required  by  the 
use  of  different  media.     Preliminary  research  on  brain 
wave  reaction  indicates  the  left  hemisphere  of  the  brain 
handles  reading  and  abstract  thought  while  the  right 
handles  images  and  pictures.     Thus  reading,  which  requires 
more  eye  movement  than  simply  focusing  on  an  image, 
appears  to  be  the  superior  instructional  medium.

BUDGET  REVIEW  BEGI NS 


Mr.  Frantz,  Mrs.  Scannell,  and  Mrs.  Sullivan  met 
Tuesday,  February  22,  v/ith  the  Mayor's  budget  analysts 
for  the  first  administrative  review  of  the  library's 
budget  request  for  Fiscal  Year  1977-78.  Representing 
Mayor  Moscone  vras  Raymond  Sullivan,  Senior  Program 
Manager.     Also  present  were:     George  Millburn,  Program 
Manager;  William  Bault ,  Admdnistrative  Analyst;  and 
Betty  Buimaraes,  Administrative  Assistant  to  the  Mayor. 

The  discussions  were  £;eneral  rather  than  detailed. 
Major  categories  of  expenditures  which  the  library 
group  was  asked  to  explain  included  public  services  in 


the  branches  and  main,  support  and  technical  services, 
and  departmental  administration.     Illustrative  requests 
which  got  more  specific  attention  were  the  automated 
circulation  system,  BALLOTS,  the-  Assistant  City 
Librarian  position,  and  contractual  services.  The 
public  hearing  on  the  Mayor's  budget  request  for  the 
library  is  scheduled  for  7^00  p.m.  on  Thursday,  March  3 
at  the  Edison  School,  3531     22nd  Street. 


SERVICE  TO  HUNTERS  POINT 


The  Extension  Committee  of  the  Library  Commission 
met  Tuesday  and  reviewed  a  report  by  Mrs.  Scannell  on 
the  history  of  the  now  defunct  bookmobile  and  service 
to  the  Hunters  Point  neighborhood.     Although  all  of 
Hunters  Point  is  v/ithin  a  mile  of  the  V/aden  Branch, 
access  is  difficult  for  some  people  because  of  the  steep 
hill.     About  8,000  people  live  in  the  area.  Children 
and  others  without  transportation  to  Third  Street  have 
not  received  library  service  since  the  bookmobile  passed 
to  its  reward. 

The  report  suggested  that  the  only  effective  way 
to  restore  service  to  the  Hunters  Point  neighborhood 
would  be  through  purchase  of  a  new  bookmobile,  v/ith 
appropriate  staff  and  resources.     The  Extension 
Committee  adopted  this  proposal  and  will  ask  the 
Commission,  at  their  m^eeting  at  Ingleslde  Branch  on 
March  1,  to  seek  a  supplemental  budget  for  this  purpose. 


COMMUNITY  DEVELOPMENT  PROGRAM 


In  August,  1975,  the  OB  reported  that  SFPL  would 
receive  in  excess  of  $500,000  to  provide  multi-purpose 
community  space  at  four  SFPL  branches.     A  long  silence 
has  ensued.     Time  for  an  update. 

Preliminary  Plans  for  the  comm.unlty  room  at  Bemal 
Branch  have  been  approved.     Actual  construction  on  this 
$171jOOO  project  should  begin  before  July.  Preliminary 
plans  for  the  modification  of  Park  Branch,  which  will 
cost  about  $146,000,  have  been  approved  and  construction 
should  begin  before  the  end  of  this  year.     The  smaller, 
$15,000  project,  at  Noe  Valley  Branch,  has  also  passed 
the  preliminary  plans  stage  and  construction  should  also 
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begin  prior  to  the  end  of  the  year.     The  larger  project 
at  Chinatovm  Branch  ($19^,000)  has  not  proceeded  so  far 
yet.     Merrill  Jev/  has  been  selected  as  the  architect. 
A  structural  feasibility  study  has  been  done  and  prelimin- 
ary drawlnp-s  have  been  completed  by  his  office.     It  is  not 
yet  possible  to  predict  when  construction  v;ill  r;ct  urider- 
vray .

Children's  Book  Award  book,  P?ul  Robeson,  was  presented  to 
the  San  Francisco  Public  Library'  on  February  18,  1977. 
Ms.  Bertha  Jenkinson  representing  r.3 .  Vivian  Hallinan,  chair- 
person of  the  San  Francisco  branch  of  the  Women's  International 
League  for  Peace  and  Freedom  presented  one  copy  for  each  of 
the  27  children's  rooms  in  the  library  system  to  Ms.  Effie 
Lee  Morris,  Co-ordinator  of  Children's  Services,  at  the 
Children's  Librarians'  meeting. 

Since  1953,  the  Jane  Addams  Peace  Association  has  given 
the  Jane  Addams  Children's  Book  Award  to  the  children's  book 
of  the  year  that  best  combines  literary  merit  and  themes 
that  stress  peace,  social  justice  and  the  dignity  and 
equality  of  all  people. 

The  1976  Jane  Addam.s  Children's  Book  Award  was  given  to 
Eloise  Greenfield  at  a  ceremony  in  the  Gold  Room  of  the 
Rayburn  House  Office  Building  in  Washington,  D.C.  on 
October  28,  1976.     Paul  Robeson  is  a  significant  introductory 
biobraphy  of  a  great  man  of  universal  stature.     The  book 
documents  his  struggle  against  v;ar  and  the  oppression  of 
Black  and  poor  people.     It  tells  hcv;  Robeson  used  his  great 
singing  talent  to  tell  audiences  around  the  world  about  the 
rich  heritage  of  Black  people  and  hcvr  his  courage  and  strength 
of  conviction  led  him  to  political  activism,  and  of  the 
persecution  he  suffered.     The  book  is  illustrated  by  George 
Ford  and  is  directed  to  ages  6  to  10. 

Ms.  Greenfield,  formerly  head  of  the  Children's 
Literature  Division;  D.C.  Black  V/riters '  V/orkshop ,  is  also 
the  author  of  Rosa  Parks. 

Mercer  Mayer,  author  and  illustrator  of  children's  books 
will  give  chalk  talks  for  pre-schoolers  ages  3-5  In  the 
Children's  Room,  Main  Library  at  10  a.m.  and  11  a.m.,

.Mr.  Ramirez  reported  that  the  Main  Library  Tour  project 
is  off  the  ground.     The  staff  has  completed  the  tour 
syllabus,  and  training  of  the  volunteers  will  begin  on 
March  9.     Tom  Fowler,  Art      Music,  will  serve  as  staff 
coordinator  for  the  project. 

.The  Commission  re-adopted  the  conflict-of-interest 
code  for  the  Library.     The  new  document  differs  from 
the  code  adopted  last  July  only  in  a  fev;  changes  in 
wording. 

.Mrs.  Macduff,  President  of  the  Friends, 


-  Introduced  Doug  Engmann  who  described  plans  for  a 
survey  to  determine  librai-y  service  needs  in  San 


Francisco.     The  Friends  have  provided  $500  to  get 
the  survey  started  and  are  seeking  over  $11,000 
more  to  complete  it.     The  survey  is  intended  as  the 
first  step  in  preparation  of  a  Library  Master  Plan. 

-  Announced  plans  for  a  reception  honoring  Mr.  Frantz/ 
working  session  of  the  Friends'  Board  of  Directors 
and  Advisory  Council  to  begin  their  efforts  to 
expand  membership  in  the  business  community. 

-  Announced  that  the  Friends  have  decided  to  provide 
$2,500  and  co-sponsor  an  oral  history  project  with 
the  African  American  Historical  and  Cultural  Society. 

.Mr.  Cerasi  reported  that  negotiations  are  underway  to 
renew  the  lease  on  the  Business  Library. 

.Mrs.  Scannell  reported  on  the  review  of  service  to 
the  Hunters  Point  neighborhood.     (OB,  2/25)     After  a 
wide  ranging  debate  the  Commission  voted  to  submit  a 
supplemental  budget  request  for  approximately  $91jOOO. 
This  would  purchase  and  equip  a  new  bookmobile,  provide 
three  staff  members,  and  an  original  stock  of  library 
materials.     It  is  planned  that  the  new  vehicle  will 
serve  several  neighborhoods  in  addition  to  Hunters 
Point. 

.Mr.  Ramirez  reported  on  the  progress  of  the  Newspaper 
Files  project.     The  Friends  have  voted  to  provide 
$650  of  the  requested  $778,  to  cover  expenses  for  the 
first  six  months  of  the  project.     It  is  hoped  that 
volunteers  will  be  able  to  begin  organization  of  these 
files  within  the  next  month.     It  is  expected  that  v;e 
will  seek  grant  funding  for  this  project  as  soon  as 
we  have  enough  information  upon  which  to  base  such  a 
request . 

.The  Commission  adopted  a  number  of  resolutions  dealing 
with  preparation  of  a  Master  Plan  for  the  Library. 
The  City  Librarian  and  an  ad  hoc  Master  Plan  Committee 
of  the  Commission  v/ill  coordinate  the  preparation  of 
the  Master  Plan.     Commission  members  will  rotate  as 
members  of  the  ad  hoc  comm.ittee.     The  Friends  have 
prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Commission  a  report  on 
formulation  of  a  Master  Plan.     The  Commission  will 
seek  broadly-based  community  support  for  the  Master 
Plan,  once  developed  and  adopted. 


Florence  Mitchell  suggested  and  the  Cominisslon  voted 
to  approve  an  amnesty  period  for  overdue  books,  possibly 
during  National  Library  V.eek  (April  17-23)  if  prepara- 
tions can  be  completed  by  then.

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BUDGET  SCHEDULE 


I  8  197/ 


The  Library's  1977-78  budget  request  is  currently  under 
consideration  in  the  Mayor's  office.     There  have  been  a 
number  of  discussions,  formal  and  informal,  about  various 
items,  but  at  this  point  v/e  don't  know  vjhat  they  will  do  with 
our  request.     It  is  quite  possible  that  we  will  not  have  any 
hard  information  until  April  15  v:hen  the  I'ayor  transmits  his 
budget  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

On  April  15  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  will 
start  holding  "departmental"'  hearings  on  the  budget.  They 
have  scheduled  such  a  hearing  on  our  budget  request  for 
Thursday,  April  21.     Mr.  Frantz,  his  vassels  and  retainers, 
will  defend  our  budget  request  at  this  hearing. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  scheduled  only  one  "public" 
budget  hearing.     That  will  be  held  at  7:30  p.m.,  Monday, 
April  25.     They  will  cover  the  v/hole  City  budget  that  evening. 
This  will  be  the  only  opportunity  that  the  public,  the  Friends, 
or  KLA  will  have  to  express  support  for  our  budget  request  to 
the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

It  is  probable  that  v/e  will  not  know  v/hat  action  the 
Supervisors  will  take  on  our  budget  until  the  Finance  Committee 
reports  to  the  full  Board  on  Monday,  Hay  9-     The  full  Board 
usually  accepts  the  budget  recommendations  of  the  Finance 
Committee  without  change. 

It  should  be  rem,embered  that  except  for  the  book  budget, 
(which  is  considered  a  capital  item)  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
can  not  increase  the  budget  submitted  by  the  Mayor.  The 
Finance  Comm.ittee  has  never  (to  our  knowledge)  adopted  a 
library  budget  as  recommended  by  the  Mayor  without  making 
cut s .. .however  on  one  or  two  occasions  they  have  increased  the 
book  budget.

EMPLOYEE  REFERRAL  PROGRAM 


The  Departm.ent  of  Public  Health  has  been  operating 
for  over  a  year  an  Employee  Referral  Program  to  assist 
City  employees  who  face  problem.s  caused  by  drugs  or 
alcohol,  fam.ily  and/or  marital  problems,  or  emotional 
stress.     Carolyn  Dobson,  Director  of  the  program,  outlined 
their  services  to  the  Advisory  Council  this  week. 

Should  any  Library  em.ployee  be  facing  this  type  of 
problem,  or  wish  to  find  out  more  about  the  service,  they 
may  call  558-2236.     The  service  is  entirely  voluntary  and 
confidential.     In  at  least  the  initial  stages,  there  is 
no  charge  to  the  employee. 

All  supervisors  should  be  aware  of  the  availability 
of  this  service.     Vlhen  it  appears  that  an  employee's  work 
performance  is  suffering  as  a  result  of  personal  problems, 
the  supervisor  may  remind  the  employee  that  assistance 
with  such  problems  is  available  from  the  Employee  Referral 
Program.     (Note:     It  is  not  the  place  of  the  supervisor  to 
diagnose  an  employee's  personal  problems,  the  focus  should 
be  only  on  job  performance.)     Again,  it  should  be  stressed 
that  this  service  is  voluntary  and  confidential. 
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Reports  from  other  d^ta^tments  Indicate  that  the 

project  has  provided  some  very  real  help  to  City  employees 
dealing  vilth  personal  problems. 

Plans  are  underv/ay  to  provide  SFPL  personnel  more 
information  about  this  valuable  service.

to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  April  15* 

.After  several  years  of  development,  legislation 
providing  state  financial  support  for  public 
libraries  has  been  introduced  in  Sacramento  by 
Senator  Dunlap .     The  bill,  SB  792,  has  not  yet 
been  printed  so  details  are  not  available,  but  it 
appears  that  the  bill  vjill  be  quite  similar  to  the 
proposals  developed  by  the  State  Library  and  CLA. 
This  "California"  Library  Services  Act"   (CLSA)  would 
replace  the  current  PLSA.     It  is  expected  that  a 
major  lobbying  effort  v/ill  be  necessary  to  obtain 
passage  and  funding  of  this  legislation. 

.Federal  library  legislation,  the  LSCA,  has  been 
extended  until  I98I  by  an  overvjhelming  vote  in  the 
House.     The  Commission  voted,  on  Com.m.issioner 
Richardson's  motion,  to  urga  Senate  adoption. 
Mr,  Frantz  vjj  1 1  cuntact  California's  Senators. 


The  Commission  voted  to  reaffirm  its  action  of  May, 
1973,  and  forward  a  request  to  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  that  tv/o  of  the  three  members  of  the 
Orals  Boards  to  examine  candidates  for  363O 
Librarian  I  be  minority  persons. 


.They  will  also  request  that  the  members  cf  these 
Orals  Boards  be  Instructed  to  evaluate  the  candidates 
in  the  context  of  the  Affirmative  Action  policies 
adopted  by  the  City  and  by  the  Library. 

.The  Commission  reviev/ed  and  adopted  th<=  SFPL 
Affirmative  Action  Policy  v/hich  v.'as  prepared  in 
197^.     (This  policy  statem.ent  v;ill  be  found  below.) 

.The  Commission  voted  to  request  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  to  include  "Black  English"  (rather  than 
"Black  Argot")  in  the  list  of  sample  languaces 
listed  in  the  Language  Proficiency  section  of 
Librarian  class  specifications.     They  also  asked 
that  these  examples  be  listed  in  future  examination 
announcements . 

.Mr.  Cerasi  reported  that  the  rent  for  the  Glen  Park 
Branch  will  be  raised  from  $400  a  month  to  $650  a 
month  effective  May  1.     He  v/as  instructed  to  seek 
approval  of  the  increased  rent  from  the  Finance 
Committee  for  the  balance  of  this  fiscal  year  and 
to  begin  seeking  alternate  quarters. 

.Commissioner  Stern,  Main  Library  Committee,  reported 
that  she  and  Mr.  Frantz  had  an  informal  meeting 
with  Philip  Johnson,  Architect  of  the  recently 
completed  addition  to  the  Boston  Public  Library. 
The  problems  faced  in  Boston  were  very  simillar  to 
those  we  face. 

.The  joint  Commission-Friends  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  a 
Master  Plan  for  SFPL  held  a  preliminary  meeting  in 
March.     Their  next  meeting  will  be  at  Noon,  Tuesday, 
April  19.     All  interested  parties  are  invited. 

.Commissioner  Yung  reported  that  the  Library  Resources 
Committee  had  reviewed  the  proposal  that  non-resident 
fees  be  eliminated  and  had  decided  not  to  take  action 
at  this  time.     SB  792,   (see  above)  would  provide  for 
state-wide  reciprocal  borrowing  privileges. 

.Commissioner  Bransten  introduced  a  vride -ranging 
discussion  of  the  prospects  for  our  1977-78  budget 
request.     Speculative  reports  on  what  item.s  the  T^ayor 
may  or  may  not  approve  v/ere  reviewed.     The  appropri- 
ateness of  a  special  appeal  to  the  Mayor  by  the 
Commission  for  specific  budget  items  v.'as  discussed, 
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as  was  preparation  of  a  list  of  priorities.  The 
Commission  authorized  Comniissioners  Enprlander  and 
Bransten  to  continu-^  reviev;  of  the  progress  of  our 
budget  and  to  assist  the  City  Librarian  in  whatever 
manner  Mr.  Frantz  deterniines  would  be  most  appropriate. 

...The  Commission  adopted  a  resolution  praising  the 

accomplishments  of  Bernard  Orsl  vzho  has  resigned  as 
General  Manager  of  the  Personnel  Department. 

...The  Commission  adjourned  in  honor  of  Rita  Fanucchi 

who  has  retired  from  our  Personnel  Office. 

.  .  . Followinp:  adjournment  of  the  regular  meeting,  the 
Commission  held  an  Executive  Session  to  discuss 
personnel  matters. 

...The  next  meeting  of  the  Commission  will  be  at  7:00  p.m., 

Tuesday,  May  3,  at  the  Excelsior  Branch. 


AFFIRMATIVE  ACTION 


The  Library  Commission  adopted  the  follov/ing  policy 
statement  on  April  5,  1977- 

"As  racial  dlr^crir.lnat ion  is  one  of  the  m.ost 
pernicious  evils  affecting  our  world  and  as  the  public 
library  is  a  highly  visible  and  symbolic  institution  in 
the  cultural  and  educational  life  of  the  com.munity,  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Library  must  take  a  leadership 
position  in  combatting  racism  in  all  areas,  especially 
within  its  own  system. 

Particular  emphasis  must  be  placed  on  employment  as 
the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  196^1  expressly  forbids  employment 
discrimination  based  on  race,  cr^lor,  sex,  religion  or 
national  origin.     Thus  our  policy  is  to  implement 
affirmative  action  as  quickly  as  possible  by  achieving 
a  workforce  which  reflects — at  all  levels — the  racial 
and  ethnic  makeup  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Specifically,  this  r.eans  that: 

-    Groups  underrepresented  in  the  workforce  v;ill  receive 
special  and  preferred  l vc alment  vlth  i-e^pcct  to  active 
recruitment  for  hir:'.r.~  a:id  prumotlon  and  special 
training  for  hiring  and  promotion; 
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Minimum  standards  and  timetables  for  affirmative 
action  will  be  developed  so  as  to  measure  the 
effectiveness  of  this  effort; 

Any  obstacles  to  the  hiring  and  promotion  of 
minorities  either  within  the  Library  system  or 
Civil  Service  be  renoved  imm.ediately . 

Although  actual  hiring  and  promotion  will  b^.  done  on 
the  basis  of  individual  merit,  it  will  alv;ays  be  within 
the  context  of  affirmative  action. 

In  addition,  the  spirit  of  affirmative  action  will 
be  reflected  in  all  San  Francisco  Public  Library  program.s 
and  services  directed  to  the  comm.unity. 

If  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  is  to  remain 
relevant  to  its  ideals  and  responsive  to  the  needs  of 
the  communities  it  serves,  affirm.ative  action  must  be 
achieved  and  employees  must  consider  themselves  agents 
of  this  policy . "

Next  week's  OB  will  report  on  what  the  Mayor  is 
recommending  for  the  Library. 

.On  March  21,  the  Civil  Service  Commission  adopted  an 
amended  Affirmative  Action  Plan  v/hich  requires  that 
all  departm.ents  maintain  records  of  its  work  force 
composition  by  race,  sex,  ethnicity  and  classifi- 
cation.

The  use  of  gummed  tape  to  seal  them  defaces  the  envelopes, 
leaves  a  sticky  residue,  and  often  causes  tearing  of  the 
envelope  when  opened.     If  your  correspondence  must  be 
"confidential"  use  a  regular  envelope.     There  is  no 
reason  to  seal  the  vast  majority  of  inter-office  mail. 


POSTSCRIPT 

With  a  certain  casual  sophistication,  San  Francisco 
Public  Library  v;ill  celebrate  National  Library  Week  next 
week,  April  17-23.     The  history  of  this  annual  event  is 
shrouded  in  a  miasma  of  confusion,  but  this  much  is  clear. 
National  Library  V/eek  was  the  creation  of  Stuart  M.  Boland, 
a  fondly  remembered  m.ember  of  the  SFPL  staff.     Just  when 
this  great  event  began  is  the  subject  of  disputation  and 
controversy,  but  almost  all  agree  that  it  was  in  the 
early  fifties.     VJhat  started  as  a  local  celebration  grew 
to  state,  regional  and  then  national  significance.  At 
one  time  or  another  the  event  has  been  sponsored  by  the 
National  Book  Committee  and  the  American  Library  Associa- 
tion.    Locally  the  Friends  of  the  Library  have  kept  the 
spirit  alive. 

The  NLW  theme  in  1977  is  "You  are  v;hat  you  read: 
use  your  Library."    Mayor  Moscone  has  issued  the  following 
proclamation : 

PROCLAMATIOIJ 

The  Public  Library  is  a  vital  component  of  our 
free  society ^  providing  all  of  us  the 
opportunity  to  improve  our  knowledge  ^ 
participate  in  the  fullness  of  our  culture, 
and  offering  us  the  means  of  enjoying  a 
richer  more  satisfying  and  more  productive 
life. 
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No  other  public  institution  has  deronstrated 
greater  dedication  to  the  preservation  of 
our  freedoms  and  strengthening  our 
democratic  form  of  government  through 
the  testing  of  competing  or  controversial 
ideasj   the  free  dissemination  of  informa- 
tion,   and  the  promotion  of  greater  under- 
standing . 

Therefore  3   it  is  my  pleasure  to  officially 

recognize  April  17-22,    1977,   as  NATIONAL 
LIBRARY  WEEK  and  to  urge  all  citizens  of 
San  Francisco  to  visit  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Library,  both  during  this  celebra- 
tion and  at  any  tim.e  tc  make  use  of  the 
materials  that  are  available ,    to  participate 
in  the  programs  sponsored  by   the  Public 
Library,   and  to  take  advantage  of  the 
services  offered.

"How  California  was  made,"  a  tale  of  the  Gabrielino 
Indians,  told  by  Linda  Geistlinger. 
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It  has  been  a  fascinating  week  on  tlie  budget  scene. 
Last  Friday  the  Mayor  announced  that  he  would  recoininend 
a  1977-78  budget  for  the  Library  of  $8,242,238,  a  whop- 
ping increase  of  27.6%. 

But,  before  the  celebration  could  ,pet  well  underway, 
the  Mayor's  budget  was  published  as  part  of  the  Tuesday 
Examiner ,  and  the  numbers  were  slightly  different.  Now 
the  Library's  1977-78  budget  was  listed  as  $7,380,443, 
which  would  be  an  increase  of  14.21  over  our  current 
budget . 

Even  these  figures  came  into  question  Vvedncsday 
when  it  w^as  discovered  that  addition  and  subtraction 
errors  had  crept  into  the  published  figures.     As  the  0B_ 
goes  to  bed  nobody  knoxvs  anything  for  sure,  and  the 
Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  getting 
ready  to  take  their  first  look  at  our  budget  at  the 
Departmental  hearing  on  Thursday  afternoon.     So,  by  the 
time  you  read  this,  an  entirely  nev/  set  of  numbers  will 
be  under  consideration. 

One  thing  has  become  clear  in  the  past  few  days, 
SFPL  will  need  a  budget  increase  of  no  less  than  S% 
just  to  stay  even.     Salary  standardization  alone  will 
add  just  over  7%  to  our  new  budget.     Any  1977-78  budget 
of  less  than  $6,975,000  will  require  cutbacks  in  the 
current  level  of  services. 


As  far  as  v;e  can  deter  i  ine ,  the  f!ayor  has  recoininended 
a  budget  that  would  allow  an  increase  of  about  12.6°^. 
That  would  include  funds  for  t  e  first  step  toward  a 
nev7  automated  circulation  s>:i  five  new  positions, 

a  $75,000  increase  in  the  book    ^udpet,  a  book  security 
system  for  the  Business  Library;  some  equipment,  and 
some  maintainance  and  repair  funds.     (The  new  positions 
are:  an  Assistant  City  Librarian ,   a  Personnel  Analyst, 
an  Operations  Analyst,  a  Principal  Accountant,  and  a 
Librarian  I  for  the  Talkinr  Books  project.     These  five 
positions  would  bring  our  permanent  staff  to  281,  still 
18  less  than  the  299  which  were  budgeted  in  1975-76.) 

The  improvements  sugjrested  by  the  Mayor  would  be  of 
major  significance  to  the  Library  should  they  survive 
the  scrutiny  of  the  Finar.co  Committee.

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WITHEREST  THE  BUDGET 

Tentative  is  the  only  word  to  describe  the  situation, 
but  there  is  reason  to  be  cautiously  optimistic.  The 
Finance  Committee  held  their  "Departmental  Hearinp"  on  our 
budget  last  Thursday  afternoon.     At  these  hearings  the 
Budget  Analyst,  Harvey  Rose,  goes  through  each  department 
budget  as  submitted  by  the  Mayor.     He  points  out  to  the 
Finance  Committee  all  of  the  significant  aspects  of  the 
request:     what  is  the  increase  over  the  current  budget;  are 
there  any  new  employments  planned;  significant  increases  or 
new  programs.     Then  he  submits  suggested  cuts.  Following 
this  presentation  the  department  head  has  an  opportunity  to 
make  a  statement  or  answer  any  questions  that  the  Supervisors. 
might  have. 


After  outlining  the  Library  budget  request  as  approved 
by  the  Mayor,  Rose  suggested  that  a  number  of  small  cuts, 
totaling     $21,395  be  made.     Mr.  Frantz  briefly  outlined  the 
major  items  in  our  budget  and  answered  a  few  questions  from 
the  Supervisors.     The  meeting  ended. 

Now  that  the  Finance  Committee  has  completed  their 
"Departmental  Hearings"  they  will  go  through  the  budget 
again  in  "Executive  Session"  and  vote  on  the  specific  details 
of  the  budget  they  will  recommend  to  the  full  Board.  Depart- 
mental representatives  may  attend  the  "Executive  Sessions" 
to  see  what  action  the  Finance  Committee  takes  on  their 
budget  request  but  they  are  not  allowed  to  testify.  The 
Finance  Committee  has  until  May  9,  to  report  their  budget 
to  the  full  Board. 

As  this  OB  goes  to  press  the  Finance  Committee  has  yet 
to  consider  the  Library  budget  request  in  "Executive 

Session",  but  the  temptation  to  speculate  is  too  strong 
to  resist.     It  would  be  passing  strange  if  the  Finance 


Committee  made  any  cuts  in  the  Library  bud,qct  that  had  not 
been  previously  discussed,   i.e.,  the  $21,395  in  cuts  that 
the  Budget  Analyst  suggested.     But ... s trance r  thinps  have 
happened . 

Specifically,  the  Budget  Analyst  suggested  minor  cuts 
in  the  Travel,  Maintenance       Repair  of  Office  Equipment, 
Telephone,  Postage,  Office  Supplies,  and  Other  Materials  and 
Supplies  accounts,  totaling  $6,948.     They  recommended  elimin- 
ation of  three  items  from  the  Equipment  account  (postage 
machine,  paperback  racks,   and  mechanical  filing  units)  and 
reductions  in  the  amounts  allowed  for  several  other  equipment 
items   (book  trucks,  microfilm  readers,   and  chairs),  tlnis 
reducing  the  account  by  $14,447. 

The  point  of  this  whole  story  is  being  buryed  way  down 
here  at  the  end  because  we  don't  want  to  get  anybody  excited, 
but,   it  really  does  look  like  SFPL  will  get  a  $75,000  increase 
in  our  book  budget,  five  new  positions,  a  new  automated  cir- 
culation system,  and  the  other  items  that  we  reported  last 
week  that  the  Mayor  had  allowed  us.     Try  to     live  in  virtue 
until  May  9. 


CALIFORNIA  LIBRARY  SERVICES  ACT 

On  April  1,  State  Senator  John  F.   Dunlap  and  30  co- 
sponsors  introduced  Senate  Bill  792,  the  California  Library 
Services  Act.     This  bill  is  designed  to  provide  for:  a 
statewide  bibliographic  network,  extended  library  services 
to  persons  with  exceptional  needs,  improved  service  to  the 
under  served,  reimbursement  for  libraries  serving  beyond 
their  jurisdictions,  and  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  state 
financial  assistance  to  local  libraries  to  approximately 
$10  million. 

The  amount  of  state  support  for  local  libraries  currently 
available  is  about  $1  million.     On  a  per  capita  basis  this  is 
equivalent  to  4.7(jr.     The  present  amount  compares  to  97<t  in 
Illinois  and  39i  in  Arkansas.     SB  792  would  raise  California's 
ranking  among  the  states  from  35th  to  15th  in  support  of 
public  library  services. 

The  anticipated  chronology  for  the  California  Library 
Services  Act  is  as  follows: 

May  11:       Hearings  on  the  bill  by  the  Senate  Education 
Committee 

May  19:       Deadline  for  Senate  Finance  Committee  to 
report  the  Bill 

June  24:     Last  day  on  which  the  Senate  can  act  on  SB  792 
for  referral  to  the  Assembly. 
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The  passage  and  funding  of  SB  792  would  permit  California 
public  libraries  to  take  a  giant  step  forward  in  the  improve- 
ment and  extension  of  services  to  all  citizens,  wherever  they 
live  and  whatever  their  condition.     All  those  wishing  to 
support  this  significant  effort  can  do  three  things: 

1.  Obtain  a  copy  of  SB  792  from  the  District  office 
of  your  State  Senator  or  Assemblyman  and  becone 
familiar  v/ith  its  provisions. 

2.  Visit,  call,  or  write  your  representatives  and  ask 
for  their  support  of  SB  792. 

3.  Urge  your  friends,  colleagues,  and  the  organizations 
to  which  you  belong  to  do  likewise. 

If  convenient,  copies  of  correspondence  would  be  useful 
to  Gil  McNamee ,  the  library's  legislative  liaison. 


SURVEY  QUESTIONNAIRE  READY 

The  Ad  Hoc  Master  Plan  Committee  is  planning  a  major 

public  opinion  survey  to  determine  library  needs  in  San 

Francisco.     The  results  of  this  survey  will  be  used  to  shape 
the  proposed  Master  Plan. 

The  questionnaire  for  the  survey  has  been  completed  and 
the  committee  is  seeking  staff  comment  and  suggestions.  There 
are  two  questionnaires:     one  for  library  users;  and  another 
for  the  general  public.     As  these  ti^'o  questionnaires  total 
five  pages,  we  don't  have  space  to  reprint  them  in  the  OR, 
however,  any  staff  member  may  request  a  copy  from  the  Public 
Information  Office.     Comments  and  suggestions  should  be 
submitted  to  Mr.  Frantz.

We  hasten  to  register 
our  support  for  this  measure^   SB  702^   the  California 
Library  Services  Act,   introduced  by  Senator  John  F.  Dunlap 
with  30  co-sponsors . 

The  passage  and  funding  of  SB  792  would  permit  all  the 
public  libraries  of  California  to  take  a  "giant  step 
forward  in  the  improvement  and  extension  of  services  to 
all  citizens,"  says  John  C.   FrantZj   San  Francisco's  city 
librarian.     In  a  time  when  people  complain  that  the  young, 
their  young ,   don't  knew  how  to  read  and  write  English  as 
well  as  they  ought ,   this  is  a  good  argument  for  extending , 
consolidating  J   computerizing  and  doing  all  manner  of  other 
things  to  spread  the  printed  word  around  more  effectively . 

THE  STATE  OF  CALIFORNIA,  with  a  $14  billion  budget, 
currently  makes  a  million  dollars  available  to  public 
libraries y   about  4.  7  cents  per  capita. 


"By  comparison y  "  notes  Librarian  Frantz,  "Illinoie 
state  grants  now  amount  to  $11.1  million  or  $1  per 
capita.     The  per  capita  amount  available  to  Minnesota 
is   70  cents  and  in  Arkansas  it  is  39  cents.     SB  792 
would  increase  state  aid  to  $10  million  and  would  raise 
California's  ranking  am.ong  the  states  from  25th  to  ISth." 

Let's  at  least  get  out  in  front  of  Arkansas. 

Efforts  are  underv;ay  to  obtain  similar  editorial  support 
from  other  local  newspapers,  television  and  radio  stations.

BOOK  SALE  SETS  NEW  RECORD 

The  Friends'    (Lucky)  13th  Annual  Book  Sale  realized  a 
profit  of  $27,522  last  weekend  -  the  best  they've  ever  done. 

While  the  drama  and  publicity  for  tliis  traditional  event 
is  concentrated  during  the  week  of  the  sale,  the  reason  for 
its  success  is  to  be  found  in  the  hundreds  of  hours  of  prepa- 
ration that  115  volunteers  spend  under  the  leadership  of  Elaine 
Mundy  and  Erma  Kuta  during  the  51  1/2  weeks  that  they've  been 
working . 

The  Friends  sold  about  45,000  books  and  2,000  records 
during  the  four-day  sale,  but  that  doesn't  begin  to  tell  the 
tale  of  picking-up,  sorting,  pricing,   and  setting-up  the  sale. 
86-year-old  Nancy  Bray  is  a  volunteer  at  the  Arboretum  in  her 
spare  tim.e,  but  for  the  past  year  she's  been  at  Presidio  Branch 
on  a  regular  basis  and  probably  processed  half  of  the  books 
sold  last  weekend  herself. 

Everybody 
has  earned  at  least  three  days  off,  before  they  start  planning 
the  bigger  and  better  14th  Annual  Book  Sale.

CETA,  TITLE  VI 

CETA,  Title  VI,  has  not  been  passed  by  Congress  yet,  but 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Employment  and  Training  (MOET)  is  already 
making  plans  for  if  and  when.     It  is  speculated  that  Title  VI 
might  enable  San  Francisco  to  create  up  to  1,884  new  CETA 
positions  for  new  projects  that  would  self-destruct  within  12 
months . 

MOET  has  received  895  proposals  from  364  different  public 
and  non-profit  groups  seeking  a  total  of  5,114.5  positions. 
Obviously,  lots  of  these  projects  won't  be  funded. 

SFPL  submitted  13  proposals.     The  Friends  submitted  three 
proposals.     MOET  has  reviewed  all  proposals  and  given  them 
priority  ranking  on  a  complicated  set  of  criteria.     Of  the  701 
projects  that  MOET  determined  were  eligible  for  Title  VI  funding 
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the  Library's  request  for  a  CETA  employee  to  prepare  special 
displays  for  the  Children's  section  of  SFPL  v;as  ranked  #49, 
and  is  therefore  very  likely  to  be  funded.     On  the  other  hand, 
our  proposal  to  hire  a  CETA  worker  to  conduct  a  staff  develop- 
ment and  training  program  was  ranked  #664,  and  is  hence  very 
unlikely  to  be  funded. 

It  appears  possible  that  we  may  receive  five  CETA,  Title 
VI  positions  to  assist  in  conversion  to  the  new  circulation 
system,  if  that  is  funded  in  our  1977-  78  budget.  V.'e  may  nlr.o 
obtain  two  such  positions  to  work  with  Talking  Books.  Prospects 
don't  look  good  for  the  other  Library  proposals.  The  Friends 
probably  will  get  two  positions  for  tiieir  Oral  History  project 
and  one  position  to  assist  with  the  needs  survey. 


LABOR  LAV-f 

On  November  2,   3  976,  the  voters  of  San  Francisco  decided 
that   (if  you  will  pardon  an  informal  paraphrase)  City  Employees 
are  too  important  to  allow  them  to  go  on  strike  and  that  hence- 
forth if  any  City  employe?^  should  go  on  strike,  or  honor  the 
strike  of  other  City  erployees,  that  person  will  be  separated 
from  his  means  of  livelihood,  to  wit  and  ipso  facto  would  no 
longer  be  an  employee  of  the  City.     Further,  absolution  is  not 
available  to  those  who  sin  against  the  City  in  this  manner. 

If  the  above  explanation  of  Proposition  B  is  not  exact 
or  complete,  have  no  fear,  you're  going  to  get  an  opportunity 
to  study  it  for  yourself.     All  City  employees  subject  to  the 
requirements  of  Proposition  B  must  be  provided  with  a  copy 
of  this  law  and  will  be  required  to  sign  a  statement  acknowledg- 
ing receipt  thereof.     These  signed  receipts  v;ill  then  be  filed 
with  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and  kept  there  as  long  as 
you  work  for  the  City. 

All  employees  of  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  will 
receive,  with  their  pay  check  next  Wednesday,  May  11,  a  copy 
of  Proposition  B,  Charter  Section  8.346,  and  a  receipt  form. 
The  receipt  form.s  are  to  be  filled-out,  signed,  and  returned 
to  the  Personnel  Office  who  will  forward  them  to  the  Civil 
Service  Commission.     Fail  not,  on  pain  of  something  or  other.

THE  BUDGET 

Eschew  hysteria.     Sit  calmly  for  a  moment,  exhale. 

The  Finance  Committee  reported  their  1977-78  budget 
recommendations  to  the  full  Board  on  Monday.     The  big  news  is 
that  there  is  no  big  news.     Our  budget  appears  to  be  almost 
exactly  as  reported  here  two  v/eeks  ago.     The  money  for  the 
circulation  system,  the  security  system  at  the  Business  Library, 
the  book  budget  increase  of  $75,000,  the  five  new  positions... 
these  are  still  in  our  budget. 


The  SFPL  budget  for  1977-78,  should  there  be  no  further 
changes  before  adoption  by  the  Supervisors  next  Monday,  will 
be  about  $7,057,500.     That  is  an  increase  of  9.21  over  the 
current  budget.     The  Finance  Committee  made  a  number  of  techni- 
cal changes  in  our  budget  but  the  net  effect  of  their  actions 
was  to  reduce  by  about  $56,000  the  amount  which  had  been  allowed 
by  Mayor  Moscone. 

The  only  wrinkle  on  which  we  have  not  yet  reported  is  the 
Mandatory  Salary  Savings  Program  (MSSP)  which  will  stay  in 
effect  in  the  coming  year.     Veteran  OB  followers  may  remember 
that  the  MSSP  was  devised  by  the  Mayor's  Office  last  year  in 
order  to  bring  to  an  end  the  fla^-itious  "hiring  freeze"  which 
had  been  in  effect  for  the  previous  two  years. 


(The  MSSP  in  a  nutshell:     Molly  Malone  works  for  the 
Library  at  an  annual  salary  of  $43,000.     (This  is  just  an 
example.)     That  $43,000  must  be  in  our  budget  to  pay  Molly. 
But,  if  Molly  should  go  on  leave -without -pay  for  three  weeks; 
or  if  Molly  resigned  and  we  were  unable  to  hire  a  replacement 
for  three  weeks;  we  would  not  spend  all  of  the  $43,000  that 
had  been  budgeted  for  this  position.     The  unspent  money  would 
go  back  into  the  City's  general  fund.     This  is  tlie  reason  that 
most  City  Departments  return  to  the  City  each  year  a  certain 
proportion  of  the  funds  budgeted  for  Permanent  Salaries.  Under 
MSSP  the  City  establishes  a  dollar  figure  which  each  department 
must  sai'e  in  this  fashion  each  year.     As  long  as  the  figure  is 
close  to  what  is  saved  through  normal  changes  in  staffing  MSSP 
creates  few  administrative  problems  and  even  when  the  amount  of 
mandatory  savings  groxvs ,  this  system  is  easier  to  administer 
than -an  inflexible  freeze.) 

In  any  event,  the  Finance  CoTnmittee  decided  that  the 
Library  must  save  $243,048  ,  or  6.5^5  cf  our  total  Permanent 
Salaries  budget  in  1977-78.     (In  1976-77  we  were  required  to 
save  6.1?;) 

It  looks  like  we  might  dust  off  that  ancient  and  cobwebby 
bottle  and  begin  to  chill  it.  But,  don't  pull  the  cork  yet... 
wait  until  we  get  the  final  word,  next  week. 


FEDERAL  LIBRARY  LEGISLATION 

Later  this  month,  the  Senate  will  take  floor  action  on 
S.602  which  will  extend  the  Library  Services  and  Construction 
Act  for  five  years.     The  Senate  version  of  the  bill  combines 
the  ideas  of  the  amendments  offered  by  Senators  Javits  and  Pell 
to  give  special  help  to  urban  libraries. 

In  its  present  form,  the  amendment  provides  that  half  of 
the  funds  in  Title  I  over  $60  million  would  be  allocated  to 
the  states  on  a  per  capita  basis  and  half  would  be  distributed 
on  the  proportion  of  the  state's  population  in  cities  of  100,000 
or  more  compared  to  the  total  U.S.  population  in  such  cities. 

Within  the  state,  two-thirds  of  the  funds  over  $60  million 
must  go  to  major  urban  resource  libraries  and  one-third  may  be 
used  for  any  Title  I  purpose.     No  per  capita  allocation  within 
the  state  will  be  m.andated.     Urban  libraries  receiving  funds 
under  this  amendment  would  be  required  to  serve  "users  through- 
out the  regional  area  in  which  such  library  is  located." 

The  LSCA  title  I  appropriation  for  Fiscal  Year  1977  is 
$56.9  million  of  which  California  is  allocated  $4.7  million. 
President  Carter's  budget  for  Title  I  in  Fiscal  Year  1979  is 
$59.6  million.     ALA  is  trying  to  get  at  least  $75  million. 
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Assuming  an  appropriation  of  $70  million  for  Title  I  in 
its  present  form,  the  California  allotment  v.ould  be  $6,068 
million.     If  the  proposed  urban  library  amendment  is  enacted, 
our  allotment  would  be  $6,192  million,  an  increase  in  "urban" 
funds  of  $124,000. 

Those  wishing  to  express  their  views  on  LSCA  should 
promptly  communicate  with  Senator  Cransten  and  Hyakawa. 


THE  STRAIGHT  SCOOP  OU  BALLOTS 

"What  are  BALLOTS?"     People  keep  askinp  us  that  question. 
It's  a  free  country,  people  are  allowed  to  ask  questions  1  But, 
until  this  time  the  answer  has  eluded  us.     Not  anymore,  Carol 
Zajchowski  just  sent  us  a  copy  of  BALLOTS  Newsletter,  Volume  5, 
Number  2,  April  1977,   ISSN:  0  360-1579,  wherein  we  found  the 
following,  which  may  or  may  not  answer  the  Question  that  has 
been  bothering  us  all: 

"San  Francisco  Public  Library  provides  library  services 
to  27  branch  libraries  as  v/ell  as  a  main  facility,   in  a  city 
noted  for  its  ethnic  and  cultural  diversity.     VJith  a  total 
collection  of  1,500,000  titles,  SFPL  circulates  over  3,000,000 
volumes  per  year.     SFPL  became  a  BALLOTS  user  in  June  1975, 
using  the  SEARCH  function  to  search  for  titles  in  the  BALLOTS 
on-line  data  base  and  to  establish  standing  search  requests  for 
books  expected  to  appear  in  future  MARC  tapes.     In  September 
1976,  the  Library  began  cataloging  through  BALLOTS  using  the 
NETWORK  function,  in  order  to  produce  catalog  cards.  Vvhen 
shared  cataloging  v/as  implemented  in  November,  SFPL  became  one 
of  the  first  libraries  using  this  service  to  add  its  records 
through  the  CATALOG  function  to  the  on-line  Catalog  Data  File-- 
where  other  libraries  could  access  them  and  where  SFPL  could 
update  and  maintain  them  using  the  MAINTENANCE  function. 

Before  SFPL  began  producing  its  catalog  cards  through 
BALLOTS,  cards  were  printed  on  multilith  masters,  headings 
typed  in,  and  the  cards  then  presorted  for  filing,  all  by  hand. 
Books  were  often  held  for  several  months  during  the  card  pro- 
duction period  before  being  sent  to  the  branches  and  placed  on 
the  shelves.     Now,  with  cataloging  being  done  on-line  in  line-by- 
line mode  on  a  Zentec  9002  terminal  in  SFPL's  catalog  department, 
cards  are  printed  presorted  and  delivered  to  the  Library  weekly. 
From  September  1976  through  mid->'arch  1977,  the  Center  printed 
more  than  100,000  cards  for  SFPL.     Since  the  beginning  of 
November,  the  Library  has  added  over  9,000  titles  to  the  Catalog 
Data  File.     Joan  Dillon,  Head  of  the  Catalog  Department,  has 
commented,   'BALLOTS  has  made  our  card  production  current  with 
our  cataloging.     Our  three-  to  six-month  backlog  in  card  pro- 
duction (?)  has  been  reduced  to  a  few  days.     The  quality  of 
cataloging  provided  to  our  branches  has  greatly  improved,  since 
full  tracings  are  provided  on  card  sets  and  MARC  and  contributed 
cataloging  are  available  on-line  at  the  terminal.' 
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SFPL  has  also  found  the  correction  of  errors   in  cataloging 
to  be  simpler  through  BALLOTS.     If  an  error  is   found  in  a  card, 
a  staff  member  in  the  MAINTENANCE  function  locates  the  on-line 
record  for  that  title,  corrects  the  problem,  and  orders  tl\c 
necessary  replacement  cards.     Joy  Raffaelli,  a  regular  user 
of  the  term.inal,  stated:    'BALLOTS  is  very  simple  to  use,  and 
it  has  completely  changed  our  department.     We  no  longer  type 
headings  on  cards  or  presort  them  for  filing.     Cards  arrive 
within  days  of  input,  ready  to  be  m.atclied  with  the  books  and 
distributed  to  the  branches.' 

BALLOTS  has  influenced  SFPL's  procedures  in  other  areas 
besides  the  catalog  department.     Now,  before  books  are  ordered 
by  the  Library  they  are  first  searched  in  the  BALLOTS  data  base, 
to  establish  the  form  of  entry  for  orderin.f^ .     About   80  percent 
of  the  desired  titles  are  found  this  way  in  the  BALLOTS  MRC  Pile. 
SFPL  has  found  that  this  procedure  reduces  the  number  of  unwanted 
duplicate  orders  caused  by  varying  form.s  of  entry. 

San  Francisco  Public  Library  feels  that  it  has  successfully 
adopted  BALLOTS  in  order  to  increase  efficiency,   reduce  waste, 
and  provide  faster  service." 


S.B.   792,  SECTION  B,  SUBSECTION  917,   LINE  13  THROUGH  15.5 

We  were  pleased  to  see  that  the  San  Francisco  Examiner  has 
come  out  in  favor  of  S.B.   792.     They  published  the  following 
editorial  last  Saturday,  May  7,  1977. 

"A  NEEDED  BILL  FOR  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARIES 

A  proposed  California  Library  Services  Act  deserves 
nonpartisan  support  and  quick  passage  by  the  Legislature. 
It  would  improve  and  extend  services  to  all  citizens. 

California,  a  leader  in  so  many  fields,   is  far  behind 
most  states  in  helping  its  public  libraries.     State  funds 
now  available  to  the  libraries  total  about  $1  million. 
S.B.   792  would  increase  that  to  $10  million,  bringing 
it  to  15th  in  ranking  among  the  states.     It  is  now  35th. 

The  measure  would  encourage  all  libraries  to  share 
resources  and  services,  specify  the  programs  to  be 
funded  by  the  state,  and  strengthen  the  public  library 
system  structure. 

A  California  Library  Services  Board  would  be  established. 
The  governor  v/ould  appoint  the  m.ajority  of  its  13  members. 
The  board  would  set  policy  and  approve  rules,  regulations 
and  budgets. 

Only  the  people  stand  to  benefit  under  this  legislation.''

S.B.   792  was  passed  by  the  Education  Committee  of  the  State 
Senate  Tuesday  afternoon.     It  nov;  goes  to  the  Senate  Finance 
Committee  which  must  act  within  the  next  couple  weeks.     If  you 
know  somebody  on  the  Finance  Committee,  drop  tliem  a  line.

Monday  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  the  budget  for 
1977-78.     Tuesday,   the  Library  learned  that  thines  v;eren't 
exactly  as  we  had  thought.     Discussions  with  the  City  Control- 
ler's Office  brought  the  information  that  two  of  the  five  posi- 
tions allowed  us  by  the  N'ayor  had  been  eliminated.     There  will 
be  no  funding  for  an  Assistant  City  Librarian  or  for  a  Principal 
Accountant  in  1977-78.     Exactly  how  and  when  these  two  positions 
were  eliminated,  nobody  can  say  at  this  time. 

Apparently,  these  were  the  only  changes  made  since  our  last 
report  on  the  budget.     There  v/ill  be  money  for  the  new  circulation 
system,  the  book  security  system  at  the  Business  Library,  the 
$75  ,000  increase  in  the  t50ok  budget,  money  for  BALLOTS,  money  to 
rewire  a  branch  for  the  Comm.unications/?^edia  project,  and  three 
positions:   Operations  Analyst,  Personnel  Analyst,   and  librarian  I 
for  the  Talking  Books  project. 


CRIME  WAVE  TO  END?

Coin-operated  copy  machines  have 
been  broken  into;  keys.  Muni  Fast  Passes,  book  bag,  fine  and  Fast 
Pass  money  taken. 

Wednesday  evening  a  thief  broke  into  Park  Branch  and  found 
himself  facing  two  "staked  out"  San  Francisco  policemen.     "I  guess 
you've  caught  me." 

Ralph  Paige,  a  part-time  Library  employee  was  arrested.  He 
has  reportedly  admitted  almost  all  of  the  beeak-ins.

The  State  Library  has  given  SFPL  $129,400  of  Library  Service 
and  Construction  Act  funds  to  establish  a  "Communications  Center 
and  Media  Literacy"  Project,  but  few  staff  members  have  heard 
the  details  of  the  grant. 

The  grant  will  be  used  to  revitalize  one  under-used  branch 
and  transform  it  into  a  popular  media  library.     One  obvious 
benefit  will  be  development  of  systemwide  audio-visual  services , 
long  overdue  at  SFPL.     Initially,  the  traditional  print  collec- 
tion will  be  upgraded  into  a  popular  browsing  library,  the  adult 
and  children  film  collections  will  be  combined  and  centrally 
maintained;  the  CVRP '  s  videotape  collection  will  becom.e  availa- 
ble to  the  public;  and  the  Talking  Book  materials  will  be  placed 
in  the  Communication  Center  where  they  can  be  directly  available 
to  visiting  patrons. 

For  the  first  time,  patrons  will  be  able  to  view  films  or 
videotapes  and  listen  to  talking  books  and  audiocassettes  upon 
request.     After  the  Center  has  been  established,  equipment  and 
m.aterials  will  be  made  available  to  other  branches  on  an  as- 
needed  basis.     Although  talking  books  and  audiocassette  players 
can  be  made  available  to  every  branch,  project  funding  provides 
for  only  five  video  installations.     V.'e  will  circulate  the  video 
equipment  as  we  do  film  equipment  to  most  branches,  but  we  may 
be  able  to  select  one  or  two  "media  sub -stations"  to  house  a 
permanent  video  installation. 

The  expansion  of  media  services  to  the  public  should  help 
the  Communication  Center  staff  experiment  with  new  library 
services  including  "media  literacy".     Media  literacy  is  the 
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understanding  of  how  a  medium  communicates  and  utilizes  tint 
medium  for  information  transfer.     V/e  expect  the  library  will 
be  able  to  have  captioned  films  to  use  with  the  deaf  and 
develop  special  media  collections  for  use  with  less  print- 
oriented  patrons.     One  important  component  of  the  grant  is  the 
establishment  of  a  video  and  sound  production  studio  to  produce 
local  -  interest  audiotapes  for  the  blind  and  sipned  videotapes 
for  the  deaf.     These  productions  will  be  produced  with  volunteers 
and  v/ill  be  coordinated  with  other  local  agencies  serving  the 
handicapped  community.     An  advisory  council  of  potential  users 
including  deaf  and  blind  patrons  has  already  begun  meeting  and 
making  recommendations  on  new  kinds  of  library  programs  and 
services . 

There  are  several  other  elements  to  the  grant;   for  example, 
the  start  of  cooperative  municipal  media  services  among  city 
agencies,  an  investigation  of  film  to  video  transfer  for  branch 
and  individual  use,  and  an  in-service  training  program  to  teach 
SFPL  staff  media  use  and  simple  sign  language  directions.  It 
will  be  a  hard-working,  but  exciting  year  for  the  staff  of  the 
Communication  Center.     An  upcoming  Personnel  Motes  will  list  the 
classifications  and  job  descriptions  of  the  various  positions 
becoming  available  to  operate  the  Communication  Center.  Stay 
tuned  for  more  inf orm.aticn .

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THE  LIBRARY  COMMISS I ON 


The  Commission  met  for  four  hours  Tuesday  evering  at 
Marina  Branch.     It  is  alleged    that  the  following  took  place: 

...Mr.  Frantz  and  Gil  McNamee  reported  on  the  progress  of 

S.B.   792   (See  below  for  details.).     ?fr.   Frantz  reporte'l 
on  the  gifts  received  from  the  exhibitors  at  the  A.B.A., 
and  on  the  local  Right  to  Read  program.     (See  belo^^/.) 

...Mr.  Cerasi  reported  that  the  landlord  of  the  Clen  Park  Brar.c 
has  suggested  he  will  return  the  rent  to  the  former  level 
of  $400,  instead  of  the  earlier  reported  increase  to  $650. 
However,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Real  Estate  Department, 
the  Library  continues  to  review  other  possible  locations 
for  this  branch. 

...Mr.  Cerasi  also  reported  that  SFPL  has  suffered  no  further 
break-ins  since  the  arrest  of  a  burglar  at  Park  Branch 
three  v/eeks  ago. 

...The  Commission  discussed  a  draft 'gift  policy' submitted  by 
Commissioner  Yung  and  Mr.  Frantz.     This  will  be  reviewed 
by  the  City  Attorney  and  come  before  the  Commission  again 
at  their  next  meeting. 

...The  questionnaires  for  use  in  the  library  service  needs 

survey  were  discussed  and  approved.     The   'Library  User' 
questionnaire  will  be  printed  in  the  July  edition  of  FREE, 
and  additional  copies  will  be  printed  and  distributed  at 
Main  and  the  branches.     The  'General  Public'  questionnaire 
is  also  being  duplicated  and  distribution  is  expected  to 
start  before  the  end  of  the  month.     It  is  planned  that 
these  will  be  returned  by  July  15.     The  responses  will  be 
analyzed  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  results  can  be  reported 
to  the  Commission  in  September. 


...The  Commission  authorized  the  Library  to  seek  fundinr  from 
the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  for  development  of 
a  regional  media  center.     Mr.   Frantz  and  Roberto  listeves 
are  preparing  a  proposal. 

.-..The  Commission  adopted  a  resolution  of  appreciation  to 
Greg  Forsyth  who  has  loaned  constructions  and  mobiles 
for  exhibit  at  Bernal,  Excelsior,  Mission  and  North  Beach 
branches . 

...The  Commission  discussed  and  tentatively  approved  employment 
of  an  appraiser  to  survey  and  evaluate  the  property  which 
makes  up  the  Fuhrman  bequest.     The  total  cost  of  the 
appraisal  will  not  exceed  $3,500  and  will  be  ppid  half 
by  the  Library  and  half  by  Recreation  and  Park  -  which 
shares  in  the  Fuhrman  bequest. 

...The  Commission  debated  and  postponed  action  on  an  addition 

to  the  bylaws,   (required  by  ordinance)  which  would  require 
all  Commissioners  present  to  vote  for  or  against  all 
questions  that  come  before  the  Commission  unless  excused 
from  voting  by  a  motion  adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
present . 

...There  was  discussion,  but  no  action  taken,  on  the  question 
of  members  of  the  Commission  participating  in  political 
campaigns  where  they  would  be  identified  as  Library 
Commissioners  and  where  the  possibility  exists  that 
animosities  thus  created  might  later  damage  the  Library 
politically . 

...The  next  meeting  of  the  Library  Commission  will  be  at  4:00  pm, 
Tuesday,  July  5,   in  the  Commission  Room,  Main  Library. 


S.B.  792 


The  Finance  Committee  of  the  State  Senate  acted  favorably 
on  S.B.   792  Monday  evening  by  a  vote  of  8  to  3.     One  of  the 
three  voting  "No"  was  Senator  Holmdahl  of  Alameda  County.  (The 
other  t\^o  were  from  Southern  California.)     There  must  be  some 
members  of  our  staff  who  live  in  Alameda  County... we  hope  they 
will  write  to  Senator  Holmdahl  and  ask  him  to  stop  being  beastly 
to  libraries.     S.B.   792  will  be  up  for  final  passage  by  the 
State  Senate  sometime  before  June  24.     This  is  the  time  to 
write  to  your  State  Senator!     Senator  >farks   (San  Francisco)  has 
already  endorsed  the  bill.     At  this  time  we  don't  know  how 
Senator  Foran  will  vote.     Write  him  today. 

KRON-TV  filmed  an  editorial  supporting  passage  of  S.B.  792 
in  General  Reference  last  week.     (They  blew  out  the  electrical 
circuits  nine  times  before  they  got  it  filmed.)     The  results 
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will  be  broadcast  this  Friday  (June  10)  at  11:30  p.m.,  on 
Saturday  at  5:30  p.m.,  on  Sunday  at  5:30  and  11:30  p.ni.,  and 
on  Monday  at  12:30  p.m.     We  understand  that  KGO-TV  has  already 
broadcast  an  editorial  in  favor  of  S.B.   792,  but  haven't  seen 
it  yet.     KNBR  has  also  given  editorial  support. 

Ken  Greene  in  the  June  edition  of  The  Bystander  urt^es 
support  of  S.B.   792  ,  and  suggests  a  most  unusual  r.iethod  of 
taxation  to  assist  SFPL.     He  wants  the  Supervisors  to  impose 
a  lOi  tax  for  every  time  that  the  12  letter  expletive  that  got 
Lenny  Bruce  in  so  much  trouble  is  used  during  daylight  hours. 
Green  proposes  that  this  tax  would  allov^  us  to  buiid  a  14 -story 
library  at  the  corner  of  Haight  and  Fillmore  within  three  months  - 
which  he  suggests  be  called  the  "Hank's  500  Memorial  Branch"! 
Only  in  San  Francisco. 


RIGHT  TO  READ 

The  national  Right  to  Read  prograir,  operated  as  part  of 
the  U.S.  Office  of  Education,  attempts  to  reach  the  out -of - school 
population  which  is  illiterate,  functionally  illiterate,  or 
which  has  English  as  a  second  language  and  reads  English  with 
difficulty. 

To  implem.ent  the  program,  nearly  100  Reading  Academies 
have  been  established  around  the  country  under  such  auspices 
as:     colleges  and  universities,  public  libraries,  YWCAs , 
churches,  and  various  private  literacy  organizations. 

The  San  Francisco  Reading  Academy,  established  in  October, 
1976,  is  operated  by  the  University  of  San  Francisco  under  the 
direction  of  Professor  Don  Delay.     Five  satellite  academies 
have  been  established  in  such  areas  as  Hunters  Point,  the  Mission, 
downtown,  and  in  the  county  jail. 

Working  on  a  tutorial  basis,  the  goal  of  the  academy  is 
to  reach  approximately  150  persons  per  year  for  the  three -year 
program  and  to  effect  "marked  improvement"  in  the  reading  skills 
of  at  least  75%  of  the  participants.     The  target  is  to  achieve 
at  least  10th  grade  level  proficiency. 

Points  of  active  cooperation  betv/een  the  Reading  Acader.y 
and  the  Library  are  being  discussed.     At  present  any  adult 
library  users  who  express  an  interest  in  improving  their  ability 
to  read  may  be  referred  to  the  program  officer,  Peter  Oppenheimer 
at  the  University  (666-6551).

You  will  be 
best  off  with  a  half -thoroughbred  or  the  "racing"  type  quarter 
horse.

Look  for  a  horse  with  a  short  back, 
short  cannons,  good  bone,  and  a  fairly  wide  chest.     A  polo  pony 
m.ust  be  quiet  and  handy.     However ,  soundnes  s  is  not  absolutely 
necessary.     The  horse  may  have  a  splint,  curb,  spavin,  or  bow, 
as  long  as  they  do  not  interfere  with  his  work.

CRIME  WAVE  REVIVED 


Sunset  Branch  was  broken  into  on  June  13.  Eureka 
Valley  Branch  was  broken  into  on  June  17.     North  Beach 
Branch  was  broken  into  on  June  20.     V/est  Portal  Branch  was 
broken  into  on  June  21. 

SFPL  has  suffered  almost  60  such  break-ins  since  last 
September.     However,  after  the  May  18  arrest  of  Ralph  Paige, 
a  former  part-time  library  em.ployee ,  there  was  a  pause.

TRAFFIC  REFERENCE  SURVEY 

Jim  Reilly  forwards  the  following  report  on  the  survey 
taken  at  Main  Library  during  April: 

Although  the  method  of  statistics -taking  has  never  been 
perfect  (some  forget,  some  overmark  for  those  that  forget, 
some  mark  the  wrong  category)  now  that  there  are  successive 
years  to  compare,  the  upward  trend  in  the  number  of  reference 
questions  is  clear.     The  most  reliable  statistic  would  seem 
to  be  the  overall  totals  which  show  the  per  day  use  to  be: 

1975  3  ,177  ciuestions 

1976  3,361  questions 

1977  3,800  questions 

Though  there  may  be  variations  in  time  of  year  and  other 
circumstances  \s-hich  affect  how  the  statistics  were  taken,  the 
increase  from  1975  to  1977  is  about  19%.     Vvhile  having  the 
CETA  librarians  has  helped  in  ansv;ering  the  questions,  the 
added  desk  coverage  has  tended  to  generate  more  usage.  This 
demand  has  become  normal  even  though  less  staff  is  nov;  avail- 
able.    Hopefully,  these  statistics  v/ill  help  in  getting  support 
for  more  staff  to  answer  this  grov/ing  number  of  questions. 
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The  other  overall  statistic  which  shows  hov,'  the  library 
is  used  was  the  count  taken  each  hour  on  the  half-hour  of  the 
number  of  persons  usinp  the  library.     From  this  it  is  seen 
that  the  largest  number  of  persons  in  the  library  is  around 
2:30  on  Saturdays  with  about  450  at  that  time.     The  distribu- 
tion throughout  the  building  at  that  time  indicates  that  the 
Evacuation  plan  being  proposed  distributes  the  number  of 
persons  to  each  exit  in  an  equitable  manner. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  GENERAL  INCOMPETENCE 

Earlier  this  week  the  Public  Information  Department 
printed  and  distributed  a  flyer  advertising  the  Potrero  Hill 
Photographers'   Show  at  Potrero  Branch.     It  is  a  very  nice 
flyer,  on  white  paper  stock,  featuring  a  photograph  of  down- 
town taken  from  Potrero  Hill.     There  is  only  one  problem,  the 
damn  thing  lists  the  address  as  1616     30th  Street.  However, 
Potrero  Branch  is  actually  located  at  1616     20th  Street.  Some 
people  are  not  loath  to  quibble  about  little  details  like  this, 
so  the  blasted  flyer  has  been  completely  reprinted  and  a  new 
supply  is  now  being  distributed.     Please  exam.ine  carefully 
all  copies  of  this  flyer  that  you  see.     If  it  says  30th  Street, 
throw  it  away.     If  it  says  20th  Street,  display  it  proudly. 


SALARY  SURVEY  PLANNED 

There  is  a  group  forming  to  study  salaries,  education 
requirements  and  job  descriptions  of  San  Francisco  city  workers 
for  the  purpose  of  determining  v/hether  or  not  jobs  held  pri- 
marily by  men  in  San  Francisco  Civil  Service  pay  more  (while 
requiring  less  education  and  fewer  responsibilities)   than  jobs 
held  primarily  by  women.     Anyone  on  the  library  staff  interested 
in  participating  in  this  study,  which  will  require  some  morning 
work  with  City  Hall  records  and  sorre  evening  meetings,  please 
contact  Bonnie  Jo  Dopp,  BARC  (558-2941). 


BLOOD 


David  Murphy  has  been  a  A^olunteer  worker  for  the  Irwin 
Memorial  Blood  Bank  for  a  number  of  years.     He  and  Joy  Melvin 
have  obtained  donations  and  seen  that  the  Library  has  credits 
should  any  member  of  the  staff  or  their  families  need  blood. 
Murphy  prepared  the  following  statement  that  will  be  of  interest 
to  all  who  are  concerned  over  the  current  controversy: 

"The  current  controversy  and  lawsuit  against  Irwin 
Memorial  Blood  Bank  has  caused  certain  people  to  stop  support- 
ing and  donating  blood  to  Irwin  Memorial.     During  the  past  36 
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years,  Irv^^in  has  been  providing  all  of  the  blood  needed  by 
patients  in  every  hospital  that  they  serve  on  a  365  day  a 
year  basis.     During  that  time  tl^ey  have  collected  and  proces- 
sed three  million  units  of  blood.     This  was  accomplished  with 
the  support  of  blood  donations  and  the  patients  served,  not 
by  tax  dollars  or  United  Crusade  funds. 

Their  policy  of  charging  patients  a  ^30. 00  fee  for  blood 
not  replaced  has  allowed  people  to  reduce  their  own  medical 
expenses  by  replacing  blood.     In  addition  to  this,  there  is 
a  processing  charge  which  at  this  time  is  $20.     Other  blood 
banks,  including  most  Red  Cross  banks,  charge  $35.     In  either 
case,  the  processing  fee  must  be  paid. 

In  Northern  California  counties  served  by  Irwin  there 
has  been  no  blood  emergency  such  as  has  existed  in  Los  Angeles 
and  all  patients  have  received  volunteer  blood  -  not  blood 
from  paid  doners. 

On  Sunday,  May  22nd,  the  Los  Angeles  Times  reported  that 
the  Red  Cross,  supplier  of  most  blood  in  that  area,  has  never 
been  able  to  meet  blood  needs  in  Los  Angeles -Orange  Counties 
area. 

On  May  18th  the  Hospital  Council  of  Southern  California 
notified  all  area  hospitals  that    '...in  addition  to  the  normal 
sumner  shortage  we  face  an  anticipated  short-fall  of  60,000 
units  over  the  next  12  months,'  warning  that  'a  short-fall 
could  mean  blood  rationing  and  the  costly  postponement  of 
elective  procedures.' 

I  hope  those  employees  who  have  supported  Irwin  ^!emorial 
in  the  past  will  continue  to  do  so  and  particularly  during 
the  summer  months.     During  the  surjner  months  more  blood  is 
needed  and  usually  less  is  donated  because  people  are  out  of 
town  on  vacation,  etc. 

If  you  wish  to  donate,  please  contact  Joy  Melvin  in 
Literature  or  the  Personnel  office,  or  call  the  blood  bank 
directly  at  564-6400  for  an  appointment.     There  are  two 
locations,  one  at  2  70  Masonic  Avenue  and  the  other  the 
Phelan  Bldg.  on  Market  Street."

POLO    POLO  POLO 

Watching  the  SFPL  polo  team  at  play  one  may  well  forget 
the  hours  of  practice  that  go  into  perfecting  a  good  polo 
stroke.     An  outline  of  the  techniques  involved  may  help  you 
enjoy  the  matches. 

1.  The  wrist  must  be  turned  so  the  arc  of  the  stroke 
is  parallel  to  the  mount. 

2.  Hesitate  briefly  at  the  top  of  the  stroke  to  assure 
correct  timing. 

3.  Keep  your  eye  on  the  ball! 

4.  Hit  the  ball  as  it  lies  a  little  ahead  of  your  stirrup. 

5.  Follow- through  with  force. 

6.  Move  your  left   (rein)  hand  forward  as  you  stroke  so 
as  not  to  pull  on  your  horse's  mouth  as  you  hit. 

7.  Start  your  strokes  xvith  your  shoulders  parallel  to 
your  horse's  spine. 

These  are  basic  guidelines  to  any  of  the  eight  standard 
polo  strokes  which  we  will  discuss  at  another  time.

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MOON  CHARTS  77-78  COURSE  FOR  ALA 

In  his  inaugural  address,  new  President  of  the  ALA,  Eric 
Moon,  called  upon  that  organization  to  spend  the  next  year 
preparing  for  the  V/hite  House  Conference  on  Libraries  scheduled 
for  19  79.     Moon  is  convinced  that  ALA  must  take  a  major  respon- 
sibility in  preparation  of  a  national  information  policy  which 
addresses  and  respects  the  needs  of  all  the  people  of  our 
society . 

A  few  excerpts  frop  his  address: 

"i'/e  must  argue  and  establish  the  position,   I  believe,  that 
we  and  our  institutions  and  services  should  be  the  citizenry's 
protectors  in  the  information  arena,  ensuring  that  this  vital 
energy  source  is  not,  as  others  have  been,  drained  off  into 
private  storage  tanks  to  which  the  only  key  is  money.     V/e  must 
fight  not  only  for  the  production  of  information  geared  to  the 
needs  of  individuals  at  all  levels  of  society,  but  for  their 
right  of  unlimited  access  to  it.     And  we  can  make  a  stronr 
argument,  if  we  get  our  principles  in  order,  for  being  the  best 
agency  in  society  to  accomplish  that  role." 

"Other  broad  rights  than  can  be  put  in  jeopardy  by  tlie 
' information-as -product '  mentality  and  by  the  increasing  ability 
to  control  information  production  and  flow  include  the  right  of 
dissent  and  the  rights  of  creators --writers  and  artists  and 
others  who  deal  with  thought  and  consider  questions  rather  than 
answers.     I  think  it's  at  least  debatable  whether  factual 
information  is  or  ever  has  been  as  important  as  what  is  produced 
by  the  imagination  of  creative  talents.     Think  back  over  the 
v/ritten  record  and  rem.ember  those  who  have  left  you  with  indeli- 
ble images  of  other  times  and  places,  of  other  societies  and 
life-styles,  even  of  historical  events.     I'll  wager  that  many, 
if  not  most,  of  the  names  that  come  floating  to  the  surface  out 
of  the  wells  of  memory  are  of  poets  and  novelists  and  dramatists. 
As  V.S.  Naipaul  said  recently:    'The  novel  is  a  form  of  social 
inquiry. ' 


"What  does  all  this  have  to  do  with  information  policy? 
Only  the  need  to  stress  that  this  kind  of  information  is  as 
vital  to  the  intellectual  and  ir.apinative  health  of  our  nation, 
of  the  world,  as  any  data-type  information  that  may  further 
contribute  to  the  ruin  of  our  lunps ,  our  cities,  our  rivers, 
fields  and  forests  in  the  name  of  progress.     Yet  v/e  librarians 
have  not  waged  any  very  convincinf[  campaign  for  massive  support 
of  the  arts- -as  they  have  not  for  us." 

"...one  other  area  of  information  riphts  we  need  to  take  a 
hard  look  at  is  the  rights  of  the  young  to  access  to  information. 
It  is  an  issue  we  have  avoided  for  far  too  long.     And  what  seems 
to  have  becone  our  traditional  stance--that  it  is  up  to  parents 
to  control  the  reading  and  viewing  of  their  of f spring  - -may  be 
politically  expedient  but  it  isn't  particularly  principled." 

"Nevertheless,  anything  that  pretends  to  be  a  national 
information  policy  must  address  the  needs  and  rights  and  problems 
of  all  people--and  all  people  includes  the  young." 

"...the  most  serious  and  fundamental  issue  xve  must  deal  with 
in  forging  any  national  information  policy.     That  issue--one  which 
gnaws  at  tihe  philosophical  foundations  of  library  service--is 
nowhere  more  clearly  posed  for  us  than  in  the  title  of  an  October 
1975  article  by  Eugene  Jackson  in  Sci-Tech  Mews :    'The  End  of  Free 
Library  Service  Is  at  Hand.'     That  title,  for  me  at  least,  has 
the  ring  of  Doomsday  about  it.     'I  do  see  the  time  coming,'  says 
Mr.  Jackson,  more  honest  than  some  equivocators  in  our  midst, 
'when  all  library  service  will  be  for  a  charge  levied  on  the 
user.'     Unless  we  shake  loose  from  our  laissez-faire  attitudes 
towards  the  fee-brokers'  encroachments  upon  our  services,  I  am 
afraid  that  Jackson  may  indeed  be  right." 

"If  we  sit  back  and  allow  present  trends  to  gather  momentum, 
we  shall  be  silently  acquiescing  in  their  inevitable  conclusion: 
that  information  will,  in  the  end,  as  Jackson  predicts,  only  be 
available  to  those  who  can  pay  for  it.     That  seems  to  me  a  total 
renunciation  of  all  the  things  we  have  ever  said  we  believed  in: 
social  responsibility,  public  access,  a  professional  concern  for 
the  public"  interest ,  and  all  of  our  perennial  holiness  about 
intellectual  freedom  and  the  rights  of  the  individual. 

"It  is  also  specious,  I  think,  to  claim  that  we  can  for  long 
operate,  side  by  side  in  public  institutions,   fee-based  and 
'free'  services.     How  long  do  you  think  that  can  last?     V/hen  any 
fiscal  crunch  com.es  along,  vihere  will  governing  bodies  press  for 
cuts--in  services  that  produce  a  return  they  can  see,  or  in  those 
whose  return,  while  perhaps  of  equal  value,  is  nothing  so  obvious 
or  concrete?     In  the  end  of  this  process,  shall  we  not  then  be 
pressed,  as  Jackson  forecasts,  to  produce  a  hard-cash  return  for 
all  our  services?" 

"Libraries,  we  must  tell  all  those  who  have  not  been  con- 
vinced, have  more  real  wealth  than  Fort  Knox.     'Give  us,'   as  old 
Winston  said  in  the  darker  hours  of  World  War  II,   'the  tools  to 
do  the  job,'  and  we'll  spread  that  \>^ealth  around."

WELCOME  DESK  SURVEY 

The  Friends  recently  surveyed  the  activities  of  the  V/elcome 
Desk  that  they  operate  in  the  lobby  of  ^tain  Library.     The  desk 
was  staffed  46  hours  a  week  during  the  period  surveyed  and  the 
volunteers  answered  a  total  of  1,515  questions  in  that  week,  an 
average  of  33  per  hour.     S7%  of  the  questions  were  directly  re- 
lated to  primary  library  services,  37%  dealt  with  ancillary 
library  services,  and  6%  didn't  deal  v/ith  library  services  at 
all.     There  is  very  little  variation  in  the  level  of  traffic 
between  9:00  a.m.  and  5:00  p.m..,  but  there  were  far  fe^^^er 
questions  asked  in  the  5:00  to  7:00  p.m.  period.

'Stephanie  is  the  result,  dear  friends,  of  a  modern 
education . * '

Thus  he  was  especic'lly  pleased  to  be  reading  it  in 
the  library.

THE  LIBRARY  COI^^ISSIQN  MET  TUESDAY 

...Mr.  Frantz  reported  that  the  Assembly  Education  Committee 
will  consider  S.B.   792  on  Thursday,  August  4.  The 
extension  of  LSCA  is  tied  up  in  a  House-Senate  Confer- 
ence Committee.     The  Senate  v;ants  the  extension  to  be 
for  five  years  and  special  assistance  for  urban 
libraries.     The  House  doesn't.     Nothing  earth- 
shattering  happened  at  the  ALA  conference  in  Detroit. 

...The  Commission  agreed  to  pay  half  ($1,750)  of  the  fee  for 
an  appraisal  of  the  properties  in  the  Fuhrman  bequest. 
The  Recreation  and  Park  Department  v;ill  pay  the  other 
half.     (They  get  half  the  income  from  this  bequest.) 

...Florence  Mitchell,  on  behalf  of  the  Librarians  Guild, 
asked  that  the  Library  immediately  institute  reduced 
work  week  and  permanent  part-time  schedules  under 
legislation  recently  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
There  was  some  confusion  as  to  exactly  what  is  possible 
and  the  Comjnission  instructed  the  Personnel  and  Staff 
Relation  Committee  to  review  this  situation  and  report 
by  the  Septem.be r  Commission  meeting. 

...The  Library  Extension  Committee  proposed  that  the  Glen 

Park  Branch  be  moved  to  653  Chenery  Street.     The  build- 
ing will  require  considerable  rem.odeling  to  meet  the 
library's  needs,  ^vhich  the  landlord  has  agreed  to  do. 
The  Library  will  have  an  option  to  rent  the  property 
for  three  years  at  $400  a  month.     The  Commission  voted 
to  adopt  this  proposal.     The  branch  will  not  be  able  to 
m.ove  until  the  new  location  has  been  remodeled,  which 
will  take  several  months.     Several  representatives  of 
the  Glen  Park  neighborhood  expressed  pleasure  v;ith  the 
plans. 


...The  next  meetinp  of  the  Commission  will  be  at  7:50  p.m., 
Tuesday,  September  6,  at  the  Presidio  Pranch.  The 
Comm.ission  plans  to  arrive  at  7:00  p.m.   to  inspect  the 
premises .

C0?4MUNICATI0NS  CENTER  RECEIVES  GIFT 

The  Teletypev/riters  for  the  Deaf  have  donated  a  tele- 
typev/riter- telephone  to  SFPL's  Communications  Center  project. 
Very  similar  to  a  teletype  macliine,  this  equipment  will  allow 
deaf  persons  to  contact  the  library  by  telephone.  Several 
hundred  deaf  persons  in  the  Bay  Area  have  such  machines  in 
their  homes. 

The  Communications  Center  will  use  the  equipment  to 
provide  reference  and  other  library  services  to  the  deaf, 
and  will  handle  communications  with  any  other  City  agency. 
For  instance,  if  a  deaf  person  wanted  to  obtain  information 
about  his  water  allocation.     He  could  use  the  teletypewriter- 
telephone  (TTY  for  short)   to  contact  the  Communications 
Center.     The  Communications  Center  staff  would  obtain  the 
desired  information  from  the  I/ater  Department  and  send  a 
report  to  the  patron  by  TTY.     It  \vill  also  be  possible  to 
send  a  message  prepared  on  punch  tape  to  all  individuals  who 
have  TTY  equipment  in  their  hones.     The  Communication  Center 
installation  will  also  include  a  24  hour  answering  feature 
that  v/ill  allow  patrons  to  leave  a  message  at  the  Center  at 
any  time. 
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The  equipment  donated  to  the  Communications  Center  is 
used,  but  has  recently  been  completely  renovated  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chapter  of  the  Telephone  Pioneers  of  America.

IVe  feel  the 
Official  Bulletin  should  present  an  unbiased 
reportage  of  the  facts.

I  am  sorry  that  you  are  upset  over  the  Official  Bulletin 
article  of  June  24  regarding  the  recent  break-ins  at  SFPL 
branches.     I  feel  that  the  story  in  question  was  fair  comment. 
Neither  would  I  agree  that  the  OB  should  present  only  "unbiased 
reportage  of  the  facts."    Ninety  percent  of  what  we  report  in 
the  OB  is  certainly  biased  and  I  v;ould  expect  that  will 
continue  to  be  true. 

I  do  object  to  the  statement  in  your  letter,  'A  person 
is  innocent  until  proven  guilty."      If  you  would  rephrase  the 
statem.ent  to  read  that,  "in  the  eyes  of  t)ie  law  a  person  is 
presumed  innocent  until  proven  guilty,"  I  i\/ould  agree  with 
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you  completely.     Ilov/ever  vital  to  our  judicial  systcn  the 
'■presumption  of  innocence",  it  does  not  apply  to  ncv.s 
reporting . 

The  "unbiased"  facts  are  these: 

...Ralph  Paige  was  arrested  on  F^ay  18,  during  tho 
commission  of  a  crime. 

. . .While  in  custody  Ralph  Paipe  confessed  to  the 
crime  for  which  he  w'as  arrested,  an'^^  severpl 
other  break-ins  at  branch  libraries.     He  offered 
to  plead  guilty  to  five  charges  in  return  for 
leniency. 

...When  taken  before  a  judge  Paige  changed  his  mind, 
pleaded  innocent  and  asked  for  a  trial.     He  was 
released  pending  trial. 

...During  the  period  of  May  18  througli  June  6  ,  1977  , 
while  Paige  was  in  custody,  no  branch  of  SFPL  was 
broken  into.     Since  his  release  there  have  been 
nine  break -ins.     He  has  not  been  charged  with 
involvement  with  these. 

As  v/as  stated  in  last  week's  OB,  'There  m.ay  be  absolutely 
no  connection  between  these  events,  ho^'-ever,  one  may  perhaps 
be  excused  for  jumping  to  conclusions.' 

It  now  appears  that  Paige  will  not  f70  to  trial  before 
July  12.     Since  Paige  has  no  previous  criminal  record;  since 
his  alleged  crimes  have  not  involved  violence;  since  the 
amounts  of  money  involved  have  been  minor;  and  since  the 
victim  of  these  crimes   (SFPL)  is  of  little  importance;  even 
if  he  should  be  found  guilty,  it  is  extremely  doubtful  that 
he  would  be  given  a  prison  sentence. 

I  am  concerned  that  it  appears  that  Paige  will  receive 
neither  punishment,  nor  assistance  in  dealing  with  his 
problems.     I  am  also  concerned  that  our  criminal  justice 
system  is  apparently  unable  to  protect  the  Library  from  a 
continuing  series  of  break-ins  such  as  we  have  suffered  in 
the  past  eight  or  nine  months.

The  Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  has  given  the 
Library  the  collection  of  telephone  directories  whicli  it  former- 
ly maintained  at  its  4^4  Bush  Street  location.

BOOK  DETECTION  AND  CIRCULATION 

Funds  for  a  book  detection  system  for  the  Business  Branch 
and  a  new  circulation  control  system  for  the  Main  Library  are 
in  the  Library's  budget  for  1977-1978.     The  planning  h?s  been 
moving  right  along  and,  since  both  requests  m.ust  go  through 
the  bid  process,  it  is  not  now  certain  wliich  of  the  systems 
available  on  the  market  the  Library  will  actually  purchase. 

The  book  detection  system,  specifications  and  requisitions 
were  sent  to  the  City's  Purchasing"  Department  this  week.  V.'e 
expect  that  by  Septem.ber  the  Business  Branch  will  be  installing 
the  required  equipment.     Some  minor  changes  v-ill  need  to  be 
made  at  the  Branch,  and  some  tine  will  be  required  to  install 
sensitized  strips  in  books.     I^owever,  the  effort  should  prove 
worthwhile  and  we  hope  to  see  som>e  reduction  in  our  book  losses, 
perhaps  as  early  as  Novem.be r. 

The  circulation  systemi  is  much  more  corpl icated ;  the 
specifications  alone  are  over  20  pages.     Purcliasing  Department 
is  reviewing  these  specifications  for  proper  format  and  wording. 
As  soon  as  the  final  draft  is  typed,  the  bid  process  will  be 
underway.     Since  there  are  quite  a  few  companies  now  in  the 
business  of  selling  autom.ated  circulation  systems  besides  CLSI 
(e.g.,  Systems  Control,  3H,  Gaylord)  the  decision  may  take 
awhile.     IVe  are  hopeful  that  we  will  have  a  contract  in 
September.

'In  the  eyes  of  the  law  a  person  is  presumed  innocent  until 
proven  guilty"*  in  AmeriKKKa  has  little  or  no  meaning  for  Black 
people.     As  our  OB  Editor  so  clearly  illustrates  we  as  Black 
people  are  tried,  tied  and  delivered  as  guilty  before  trial, 
whether  in  the  Official  Bulletin,  the  V/estern  Press,  or  in 
conversation.     That  the  OB  Editor  would  be  judge,  jury  and 
Public  Defender  is  not  unusual.     V/hat  is  unusual  is  that  the 
OB  is  his  platform.     We  all  have  to  read  the  OB  and  it's 
editor's  remarks  are  racist  in  nature  and  an  insult  to  all 
Black  staff  members.     For  Ralph  Paige  is  a  Black  man  and  had 
he  not  been,  he  would  not  have  been  paraded  throughout  the  OB 
with  remarks  that  insult  the  intelligence  of  the  SFPL  staff. 
No  doubt  others,  including  staff  members  and  the  OB  Editor 
had  the  opportunity  to  take  advantage  of  the  "v;ave  of  crime" 
burglaries,  to  execute  a  few  of  their  own. 

I  ask  that  the  City  Librarian  restrain  the  Editor  from 
comments  that  are  racially,  religiously  or  culturally 
insulting  in  nature.

After  reading  your  articles  on  June  24th  and  July  8th 
regarding  Ralph  Paige  a  couple  of  points  appear  in  order. 
Presentation  of  verified  facts  concerning  Mr.  Paige  are 
appropriate  for  the  Official  Bulletin  because  of  the  library's 
direct  involvement  in  the  affair.     Your  statement  that  "one 
may  perhaps  be  excused  for  jumping  to  conclusions"  is  ill 
advised  and  disturbing  for  two  ineluctable  reasons.  First: 
the  rights  of  those  accused  of  crirr^s  can  be  compromised  by 
pretrial  prejudicial  writing  and  pu'^licity.     V.'hether  your 
articles  may  be  deem.ed  as  such  m.ight  arise  in  '-r.  Paige's 
trial.     In  the  event  of  such  a  finding  no  one's  sense  of 
justice  will  be  served.     At  the  very  least  written  statements 
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about  "jumping  to  conclusions"  are  distractinp  and  might 
becloud  the  more  essential  concerns  of  those  who  will  pass 
judgment  on  Mr.  Paige's  guilt  or  innocence.     Second:     if  in 
fact  Mr.  Paige's  release  from  custody  proves  unrelated  to  the 
library  break-ins  which  occurred  after  June  6th,  his  ability 
to  defend  himself  may  be  damaged.     In  any  event  his  role,  if 
any  in  these  break-ins  must  be  supported  by  evidence  and  not 
speculation . 

Intelligent  and  sensitive  reporting  of  this  affair  requires 
considerable  effort  on  everyone's  part  to  remain  as  unbiased 
as  possible.     The  Official  Bulletin  is  not  exempt  from  this 
responsibility.

THE  EDUCATIONAL  OPPORTUNITIES  COiITIITTEE  PEPORTS 

During  1976-77  54  persons  were  aided  in  attending  24 
workshops,  conferences  and  institutes.     Among  them  were  librarians, 
trustees,  and  library  technical  assistants.     The  1976-77  fiscal 
year  was  extraordinary  in  that  it  encompassed  three  American 
Library  Association  conferences  and  one  California  Library 


Association  meeting,  the  latter  held  in  Los  Anpelcs.     A  larj^cr 
allotment  was  made  from  State  PLSA  (Public  Library  Services  Act) 
funds  to  permit  greater  attendance  at  these. 

The  amounts  available  in  1977-7C  will  be  $1,200  (City  funds) 
and  $3,100  (State  funds).     iVe  hope  to  cover  registration  expenses 
for  more  one-day  institutes  or  v;orI<shops  and  therefore  v/ill  be 
able  to  offer  only  partial  assistance  for  major  conference 
attendance.     V/e  shall  be  lookinp  to  oth.er  sources  of  funding 
whenever  possible,  also. 

All  staff  are  eligible  to  mpkc  such  requests  for  assistance, 
and  we  would  like  to  hear  fror  some  of  you  who  have  not  applied 
before  to  attend  workshops  or  meetings  that  relate  to  your  work.

ALA  AIvINUAL  CONFERENCE  IIJ  DETROIT,  JU.JE  17-2.3,  1977 

The  American  Library  Association  Annual  Conference  in 
Detroit,  June  17-23,  1977  was  a  very  busy  and  inspiring  experience. 
My  primary  responsibility  was  to  attend  the  m.eetings  of  the  Toys, 
Games  and  Realia  Committee  of  which  I  am  a  member,  but  I  also 
was  able  to  attend  many  programs  and  gather  information  pertinent 
to  my  job  as  Book  Reviewing  Assistant  in  the  Office  of  Children's 
Services . 

General  Membership  m.eetinps  I  ^  II. 

The  major  event  of  both  membership  meetings  was  the  showing, 
discussion  of  and  resolutions  relating  to  the  film  ''The  Speaker," 
produced  by  Vision  Associates  under  the  direction  of  ALA's 
Intellectual  Freedom  Office  v.'hich  explores  the  issue  of  First 
Amendment  Rights.     Resolutions  presented  by  SFPL's  Nancy  Kellum- 
Rose  and  the  Black  Caucus  both  asked  that  ALA  remove  its  nam'^ 
from  the  film.     The  film  generated  great  debate,  and  the  outcome 
was  that  a  brief  segment  v;ill  be  inserted  at  the  film's  beginning 
which  will  express  some  of  the  concerns  about  the  film. 

CSD  Board      Membership  Meetings 

As  a  mvomber  of  the  Children's  Services  Division  (to  be 
knovrn  henceforth  as  the  Association  for  Library  Services  to 
Children) j   I  attended  the  general  membership  meeting  and  several 
of  this  division's  Board  Meetings.     Much  discussion  centered 
around  the  interim  report  of  the  snecial  Media  Evaluation  Reviev; 
Committee  set  up  to  review  and  reassess  CSD's  role  in  evaluation 
of  media. 

Committee  Meetings      Open  ''eetirgs 

A,     CSD  Toys ,  Gajnes  and  Realia  Comimittee:     I  am  a  member  of 
this  comm.i ttee and  v/e  are  presently  worYing  on  a  list  of 
recommended  toys,  etc.  for  children  ages  8-12  to  be  published 
in  Booklist .     As  many  libraries  including  SFPL  cannot  afford  to 
purchase  and/or  circulate  toys  and  games,  I  felt  it  would  be  an 
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important  committee  contribution  to  vrite  an  article  suppesting 
that  libraries  establish  and  maintain  toy  information  files. 
I  drafted  an  outline  prior  to  our  cor.mittee  meetinp,  received 
sugpestions  by  committee  members  and  vrill  nov;  vrite  a  more 
detailed  article  for  committee  discussions. 

E .     CSD  Selection  of  Foreipn  Chil^^rer's  Tooks  Committee  : 
As  children's  Boole  Pevievvinp  AssTstPnt   for  F^PL  and  v/itn  tlie 
delegated  responsibility  of  initial  selection  of  children's  boolis 
in  languages  other  than  En-lish,   I  attended  the  two  meetings  of 
this  committee.     A  dealer  (Andre  A.  Fetoya  of  Ideal  Foreign 
Boolcs,  Inc.)  spoke  extensively  witli  the  cormittee  about  the  pro- 
cesses and  problem.s  involved  in  obtaining  books  from  oth.er 
countries  and  in  particular  how  these  relate  to  the  lists  of 
children's  books  which  this  committee  initiates  and  v/'iich  arc 
published  regularly  in  The  Booklist.     His  comments  vere  very 
enlightening  and  showed  the  need  for  this  type  of  information  to 
be  m.ade  generally  available  to  librarians.     In  addition,  lib- 
rarians on  the  committee  and  some  other  observers  were  most 
willing  to  share  information  ?l:or.t  sources  of  foreif^n  language 
books  and  to  listen  to  what  our  narticular  needs  are  in  San 
Francisco . 

In  connection  with  selecting  books  in  languages  other  than 
English,  I  visited  the  Cellar  Book  Shop  in  Detroit,  worldwide 
distributor  of  books  from.  Southeast  Asia,  to  examine  their 
stock  of  children's  books  in  Tapalog.     Uhile  th^ir  selection 
was  small  I  was  able  to  find  about  six  titles  that  we  will  order 
on  our  July  iJev/  Book  Order  List.     I  also  learned  about  a  child- 
ren's m.agazine  For  Children,  in  Tagalog  and  English  which  I  have 
brought  to  the  attention  of  our  criildren's  Periodical  Committee. 

C.  Booklist  Open  Forum,  on  Children's  Books:     This  stimulat- 
ing program  featured  Zena  Suterlard  (Bulletin  of  the  Center  for 
Children ' s  Books) ,  Ethel  Heins   (Horn  Book)  ,  Pctsy  Hearne  (rod'  - 
list)   and  Lillian  Gerhardt   (School  Library  Journal)  discussing 
"Pleasures  and  Peeves  in  Bool^  Selection,'     Subjects  covered: 
books  about  children  with  handicaps;  death;  child  abuse;  neo- 
gothic  romances;  poetry;  science  fiction;  books  for  the  youngest 
children.     This  v/as  an  excellent  program  for  all  involved  in 
reviewing  books,  especially  to  learn  ho^  professional  reviewers 
view  current  genres  as  v;ell  as  individual  titles. 

D.  Library  Service  to  the  ^eaf:     In  light  of  SFPL's  new 
Communications  Center  project  and  its  emphasis  on  v/orkin'^  with 
the  deaf,  I  attended  tJie  I-ealth  and  Rehabilitation  Library 
Services  Division's  pro^^ram  discussion  groun  on  Service  to  Deaf 
Children.     The  speaker  was  from  Santa  Tonica  Public  Library  and 
has  been  active  with  a  State  gra^^t  dem.onst rat i  on  program  to  work 
v/ith  the  deaf  community.     He  discussed  tho  various  sign  languages, 
the  imiportance  of  knov/ing  whether  a  child  is  learninr  to  sign  or 
involved  in  oral  communication,  pro'^rammir ,  and  problem.s  to 
anticipate.     He  feels  that  it  is  most  imnortant  to  contact  the 
deaf  community  to  assess  their  needs. 

E.  CSD  Parent -Support  Program  Sampler:     I  snent  a  half  day 
as  a  ''trouble-shooter'    for  this  program  as  the  Toys,  Games  and 
Realia  Committee  was  one  of  the  program's  sponsors.     The  program 
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was  a  media-mall,  hands-on  presentation  of  tv/elve  onpoinj^ 
library  programs  providing  services  to  parents  of  young  children 
special  children,  disadvar tagec3  c^iildren  anc'  children  with  read- 
ing difficulties.     As  I  v;as  to  be  available  in  case  of  emergency, 
I  also  had  the  opportunity  to  viev  the  exhibits.     Most  impressive 
was  the  Orlando  iPublic  Library's  'Sharin"  Literature  with  child- 
ren," a  film,  vjhich  should  be  required  viewin^^  for  all  new  parents 

F .  SP.RT  Ethnic  iviterials  Inf  or-n.? t  ion  Exchange  Task  Force  : 
The  Task  Force  and  tlie  Office  for  Library  Service  to  the  Dis- 
advantaged presented  a  program  on  "Ethnic  Pluralism:   the  Merging 
American  identity,  from  fragmentation  to  the  new  pluralism." 
Speakers  included  Andreiv  M.  Greeley,  Anna  Arnold  Ilec^reman, 
Geraldo  Rivera,  Yuri  Suhl  and  John  Toland.     They  all  agreed  that 
while  ethnic  groups  m_ust  maintain  their  identity,  they  must  also 
contribute  their  strengths  to  the  wholeness  of  mankind. 

G.  CSD  Film  Evaluation  Cor^mit tee :     I  attended  the  commit- 
tee's preview  of  seven  films  t  lat  v-ere  selected  as  1976  iiotable 
Films  for  Children.     Each  film  v^as  introduced  by  a  committee 
member  who  explained  why  it  x^ias  a  notable  film.,  ant'  group  dis- 
cussion followed  the  showings  where  librarians  shared  v;ays  in 
which  they  have  used  some  of  the  films  in  their  library  programs. 
Having  this  viewing  opportunity  was  valuable  for  SFPL  as  we  are 
rarely  able  to  preview  children's  films  before  vie  purchase  them. 

Contacts  with  Librarians  and  Publishers 

Of  equal  value  to  committee  and  program  meetings  is  the 
opportunity  to  meet  and  exchange  ideas  v/ith  other  librarians 
and  to  meet  publishers  representatives.     I  s^^ent  several  hours 
in  the  exhibit  area,  especially  examining  foreign  language 
materials  for  children  and  talkinr  to  publishers  about  book 
trends  and  needs.     Most  exciting  is  the  chance  to  meet  and  tallc 
to  children's  book  authors  and  illustrators.     This  v;as  even  more 
possible  as  Hiss  Morris  shared  sore  of  her  publishers'  breakfast, 
cocktail  party  and  dinner  invitations  with  me.     Sitting  next  to 
Tomie  de  Paola  at  breakfast  and  Leo  Dillon  at  dinner  on  one  day 
was  a  most  enjoyable  experience!

Every  urban  public  library  experiences  the  difficult 
and  often  delicate  problems  v/'iich  ?re  associ'-^ted  v;ith 
disruptive,  disturbed  or  hostile  patrons.     Libraries  hpve 
traditionally  been  attractive  places  for  voyeurs  and 
exhibitionists  to  do  their  tliinps.     Peviant  or  bizarre 
behavior,  even  thoufrh  it  may  not  technically  be  illepal, 
is  a  distractinp  nuisance  for  both  staff  members  rnd  normal 
patrons . 

Complainincf  natrons  vill  alv/ays  be  vitb  us,  but  stpff 
members  are  not  expected  to  submit  to  physical  abi'sc  or 
undue  verbal  harassm.ent  by  members  of  the  public.  Super- 
visors and  co-v/orlcers  should  rally  to  the  support  of  the 
affected  staff  meruber  and  attempt  to  de-fuse  the  situation 
as  quietly  and  informally  as  possible.

I'm.  very  prateful  to  all  those  ivho  responded  to  mv 
memo  of  July  16  askin^^  for  experiences  with  ?nd  opinions 
on  dealinc^  with  the  problem  patron.     Many  of  you  are  obviously 
highly  skilled  in  handling  problem  patrons  but  tlie  importance 
of  the  nroblem. ,  and  of  getting  expert  guidance,  v;as  unani- 
m.ously  agreed  to  by  the  respondents. 

Copies  of  your  responses  have  been  given  to  *'r.  Jack 
r^^cICenzie  from  tlie  Civil  Service  College.     He  v/ill  use  them 
to  develoD  a  tentative  course  outline  vfbic^,  will  tlien  be 
discussed  with  all  interested  staff  prior  to  final  course 
preparation. 


The  course  v/ill  consist  of  ten  clock  hours:  four 
hours  on  each  of  the  first  two  days  end  a  concludin." 
two-hour  session  on  the  tiiird  day.     The  course  will  be 
£iven  ten  tiriies  with  tlie  poal  of  traininf^  approxiniately 
200  staff  nepbers.     The  first  course  will  be  Aurust  25, 
26  and  30. 

It  is  expected  that  the  course  will  aid  staff  in 
increasing  their  confidence  and  their  ability  to  effectively 
deal  with  problem-caus inf.  patrons,  to  rapidly  return  the 
library  to  its  noriaal  functionin<;  status  and  to  rore  easily 
deternine  which  patrons  require  special  attention  due  to 
their  behavior,  and  v/hich  do  not.

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NOT  EXACTLY  A  HISTORY  OF  BARC  LITtRAlU»iL  DhPAlKiMhNI^ 


As  we  mentioned  sone  v/eeks  a^o ,  the  Bay  Area 
Reference  Center  is  now  ten  years  old.     Discussinp  this 
fact  with  Gil  McNamee  brouf^ht  back  memories  of  BARC 
people  and  events  that  had  not  come  to  mind  in  years  and 
Gil  agreed  to  undertake  preparation  of  a  brief  history 
of  the  project.     But,  as  often  happens  in  cases  like 
this,  it  has  been  determined  that  tliere  is  enough  material 
to  fill  a  fat  book.     So,  the  publicatin  of  the  history 
of  the  first  ten  years  of  the  BAPC  project  has  been 
postponed  until  BARC's  20th  birthday  in  1987. 

However,  to  avoid  a  larfe  blank  space  in  this  aupust 
journal,  Gil  and  his  cohorts  have  preoared  a  list  of  BARC 
contributions  to  SFPL  and  to  other  libraries  in  the  past 
ten  years.     (They  declined  to  submit  a  list  of  failures, 
indicating  that  these  are  still  a  matter  of  introspection 
and  prayer.) 

"How  We  Done  It  Good" 

Following  are  some  of  BARC's  major  accomplishments 
and   'firsts",  by  no  means  in  priority  of  chronological 
order. 

1.  BARC's  newsletters  -  Synergy  won  tv;o  H.W.  V.'ilson 
periodical  awards  and  nov;  has  a  v/orthy  successor: 
BARC  NOTr:S. 

2.  The  workshop  program  has  presented  51  maior  workshops, 
and  if  you  count  repeats--65! 

3.  Field  or  Mini -workshops  have  been  held  from  Monterey 
to  the  north  end  of  the  state  and  the  Bay  Area  to  the 
east  end  of  the  state--on  such  subiects  as  Government 
Documents,  Agriculture,  and  Reference  Interview, 
Using  a  Small  Reference  Collection,  and  How  to  use 
BARC . 


4.  The  Continuing  Education  Exchanf^e  (CEX)  column 
featured  in  BARC  Notes  presents  the  most  up-to-date 
listing  of  library  related  c.e.  opportunities  in 
Northern  California, 

5.  Update ;     the  first  publication  of  its  type  in 
California ,  is  financed  and  distributed  by  BARC. 

6.  Our  special  publications  - -Autonobi  le  Pepair  l^nion 
Lists,  the  Costume  Bibliography,  the  Business 
Services  list,  the  SFPL  holdings  of  G.K.  Hall 
catalogs,  etc.,  etc.,  etc.,  have  been  popular  with 
librarians . 

7.  We  played  a  vital  part   (<;$)  when  SFPL  began  its  EDP 
Periodicals  project. 

8.  We  have  spent  $414,64  7  to  purchase  reference  library 
materials  for  the  San  Francisco  T'ublic  Library. 

9.  l\fe  introduced  teletype  to  S^PL  both  for  reference 
referrals  and  also  interlibrary  loan.     And  we  also 
(for  a  tipe)  experimented  v;ith  T1'7X  in  the  branches. 

10.  We  had  one  of  the  first  experiments  with  facsimile 
transmission  in  public  libraries. 

11.  Our  in-depth  tours  of  SFPL  have  made  Bay  Area 
librarians  more  av/are  of  the  collection. 

12.  We  established  quid  nro  quo  arrangements  with  special 
and  academic  librarians  in  the  Bay  Area. 

13.  Although  v/e  v/ere  able  to  have  it  but  one  year,  our 
contract  with  the  library  at  UC  Berkeley  was  a  valuable 
and  worthv;hile  experience. 

14.  We  were  very  rroud  to  be  asked  to  narticipate  in  the 
Library  of  Congress  telephone  reference  referral 
project. 

15.  The  BARC  staff  brought  video  to  SFPL. 

16.  We  have  been  asked  by  EPIC  to  send  all  of  our  material 
to  them  for  publishing  in  Resources  in  Education. 

17.  VJe  started  SFPL's  Information  Desk,  now  being  ably 
run  by  the  friends. 

18.  And,  best  of  all,  BARC's  April  1977  survey  indicated 

a  patron  satisfaction  response  of  92.8%  and  a  librarian 
satisfaction  response  of  98.9%.

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SB  792,  AS  AMENDED,  THE  CALIFORNIA  LIBRARY  SEPVICES  ACT 

On  Wednesday,  August  24,  the  Asseipbly  Ways  and 
Means  Committee  passed  SB  792  to  the  suspense  file. 
This  file  is  a  collection  of  money  bills  in  excess  of 
approximately  $200,000.     The  large  comnetitors  this  year 
are  the  Property  Tax  Reform  Bill  and  The  Serrano  Bill  on 
public  school  funding.     Nevertheless,  the  outlook  for 
the  library  aid  bill  can  be  described  as  cautiously 
optimistic  if  its  supporters  are  ^yilling  to  accept 
something  less  than  full  funding.     During  the  next  few 
days  Senator  John  Dunlap,  author  of  SB  792,  will  be 
negotiating  with  the  budget  analysts  to  try  to  develop 
a  mutually  satisfactory  conpromise  on  the  cost  of  the 
bill.     September  first  is  the  deadline  for  reporting 
out  a  bill  for  Assembly  action. 

Anyone  wishing  to  express  support  for  SB  792  should 
write  immediately  to  his  or  her  Assemblyman  and  to 
Governor  Broi/n.

SEMINAR  ON  THE  CONSERVATION  OF  LIBRARY  AjND  ARCHIVAL  ftATERIALS 


The  Library  of  Congress  sent  Peter  V/aters  and  Don 
Etherington  of  the  LC  Preservation  Office  to  the  West  Coast 
again  this  summer  for  the  7th  Annual  Library  Institute  at 
U.C.   Santa  Cruz.     The  3  day  SEMINAR  ON  THE  CONSERVATION  OF 
LIBRARY  AND  ARCHIVAL  MTERIALS  was  attended  by  librarians, 
book  and  paper  conservators,  and  archivists  from  the  Western 
Region.     This  course  v/as  the  continuation  of  the  earlier 
Preservation  course  and  although  sore  tire  was  spent  on 
the  historical  aspects  and  the  present  National  Preservation 
Program  the  more  detailed  portion  of  the  7>  days  involved 
very  practical  application  of  the  conservation  and  preserva- 
tion methods  and  techniques  of  the  Library  of  Congress 
Preservation  Office. 

Some  of  the  specifics  follow. 
Rare  book  box  designs:     LC  recommends  protective  boxing 
as  the  first  step  in  a  preservation  program.     With  the  cost 
for  repair  and  restoration  so  hipli  and  in  the  light  of  the 
changing  technology  in  the  conservation  field,  protective 
boxing  is  a  practical  solution  at  this  point.     CPO  will  be 
publishing  the  designs  and  specifications  for  the  LC  boxes. 

Deacidif ication  Processes:     Since  papers  v/ith  hif^h  acid 
content  disintegrate  faster  several  processes  have  been 
developed  to  deacidify  or  neutralize  the  paper  leaving  an 
alkaline  reserve  to  retard  further  deterioration. 

Lamination  and  de-lamination:     Once  the  panacea  for  all 
fragile  documents,  lamination  is  now  known  to  promote 
deterioration  in  many  cases.     The  problem  now  is  to  remove 
the  lamination  without  destroying  the  documents. 
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Mylar  encapsulation:     The  recormended  alternative  is  to 
encase  the  document  between  sheets  of  chemically  inert 
polyester  film.     Directions  for  Polyester  film  encapsulation 
will  also  be  published  by  GPO. 

Pressure  sensitive  Tapes:     The  removal  of  tape  and  tape 
stains  involves  the  use  of  potentially  dangerous  solvents. 
A  Preservation  Leaflet  will  appear  on  this  topic.  Also 
discussed  were  Paper  ^'ending  by  the  Japanese  paper  lonp 
fiber  method  and  the  research  and  development  of  Heat 
Set  tissue  for  mending. 

Many  other  aspects  of  the  field,  problems  and  philosophy 
were  discussed  during  the  3  days.     Recently  several  stories 
have  appeared  in  the  general  media  about  the  plight  of  the 
Library  of  Congress'  deteriorating  collection.     Interest  is 
growing  in  this  very  important  aspect  of  Libraries. 
Dr.  Boorstin,  Librarian  of  Congress,  is  very  interested  in 
the  preservation  aspect  in  his  charge  and  this  is  reflected 
in  his  support  of  the  Preservation  Office.

At  the  August  19th  Children's  Librarians'  Meetinp, 
Joyce  Dixon  (Parkside  Branch)  reported  on  the  successful 
series  of  programs  entitled,  "You,  your  new  baby,  and  the 
Library"  that  she  and  Helen  Cannon  (Park  Branch) ,  had 
conducted  jointly  during  July.     The  two  had  desif^ned  the 
four  programs   (held  weekly  in  both  branches)   to  introduce 
new  parents  and  their  babies  (up  to  18  months)   to:  Mother 
Goose,  fingerplays,  poetry,  music,  picture-stories,  films 
and  parenting  books.     Ms.  Dixon  outlined  the  weeks  of  work 
involved  in  developing  the  talks  and  in  gathering  the 
materials  to  be  introduced  to  the  parents.     She  then 
narrated  a  slide  show  of  patrons  and  babies  attending 
some  of  the  Parkside  programs  and  related  their  enthusiastic 
responses . 

At  both  branches,  Ms.  Dixon  reported  that  more  parents 
had  singed  up  than  could  be  accommodated  in  this  series 
and  that  the  v/aiting  list  for  the  next  program  v;as  still 
grov;ing.     Ms.  Dixon  described  generally  the  points  she 
and  Ms.  Cannon  had  included  in  their  programs  and  mentioned 
the  bibliographies  of  boc^:s  prepared  by  them,  which  had 
subsequently  been  sent  to  all  children's  librarians.  She 
encouraged  others  to  attem.pt  such  programming  for  new 
parents,  even  if  it  consisted  of  just  one  program,  instead 
of  a  series. 

At  Park  Branch  the  grand  total  of  attendance  for  the 
four  programs  v;as  125;  at  Parkside  50        adults  and  children.

COMMISSION  MEETING  u \ itu.i wHt.  UtrA.vl wltill 

Tuesday  evening  the  Commission  met,  for  four  hours  and 
twelve  minutes,  at  the  Presidio  Branch.     Two  major  items  of 
business  were  acted  upon,  and  a  lot  of  other  things  were 
discussed. 

The  Presidio  Branch  was  officially  designated  as  the 
site  for  the  Communication  Center  and  Media  Literacy  Project, 
a  project  for  which  SFPL  received  approximately  $130,000  in 
LSCA  funds. 

Prior  to  calling  the  meeting  to  order,  the  Commission, 
staff,  and  public  were  given  a  tour  of  the  Presidio  Branch, 
including  the  areas  used  by  the  Archives  for  the  Performing 
Arts,  and  the  Friends'  Book  Sale.     Once  the  meeting  got  under- 
way Roberto  Esteves  used  slides  and  an  opaque  projector  to 
outline  plans  for  the  project  and  the  changes  that  will  be 
necessary  in  the  branch.     There  is  $10,000  available  in  SFPL's 
annual  budget  to  completely  rewire  the  facility  and  the  local 
cable  com.pany  has  agreed  to  wire  it  for  cable-television. 
Federal  funds  allocated  to  the  elimination  of  architectural 
barriers  to  use  of  public  facilities  by  the  handicapped  will 
be  used  to  provide  a  ramp,  a  ground  level  entrance,  and  an 
elevator . 

Following  a  wide-ranging  discussion  that  revolved  around 
two  problems  (the  difficulty  in  providing  parking  in  the  area, 
and  the  necessity  of  finding  a  new  location  for  the  Friends' 
Book  Sale  project)  Presidio  Branch  was  officially  designated 
the  home  of  the  CC/MLP.     ?4uch  of  the  equipment  for  the  project 


is  already  on  order  and  renovation  of  the  branch  will  bcfin 
soon.     We'll  have  more  detailed  reports  as  thinps  evolve. 

The  Commission  tlien  adopted  a  resolution  instructinf^ 
the  Library  to  provide  a  suitable,  reasonably  permanent, 
home  for  the  Friends'   Book  Sale.     This  m.ove  will  apparently 
take  place  next  Spring  when  the  elevator  will  be  installed 
St  Presidio. 

The  second  major  item  of  business  involved  adjustments 
in  the  hours  of  service  of  eight  branches.     Briefly:  Mission 
and  Merced  will  be  open  six  rather  than  five  days;  Ocean  View 
and  Ingleside  v/ill  be  open  four  days   (Tue-Fri)   rather  than 
five  days;  Eureka  Valley  and  Portola  will  be  closed  on 
Saturdays,  rather  than  Mondays;  and  Anza  and  Visitacion 
Valley  will  be  closed  on  Mondays,  rather  than  Saturdays. 
The  Commission  approved  these  changes  and  they  will  go  into 
effect  on  October  3.     The  Library  Extension  Com.mittee  has 
other  possible  changes  under  consideration  and  these  will  be 
before  the  Commission  in  October. 

Other  items  from  the  Commission  meeting  as  tine,  space, 
and  patience  permit: 

...Mr.  Frantz  reported  that  the  Assembly  V/ays  and  Means 

Committee  had  that  afternoon  (9/6)  approved  S .B .  792 
but  had  reduced  the  funding  from  the  original  $12  million 
to  only  $3.3  million.     An  effort  is  underway  to  obtain 
reconsideration  (and  an  increase  in  funding)  by  the 
Committee.     S.B.   792  mandates  a  number  of  new  services 
and  it  is  believed  in  library  circles  that  the  new  pro- 
grams cannot  be  undertaken  without  a  minimum  of  approxi- 
mately $6  m.illion.     Many  people  believe  that  it  v/ould  be 
better  to  return  to  the  current  (PLSA)  program  (current 
funding:  $1  million  a  year)   than  attempt  the  new  programs 
without  proper  funding.     First,  the  effort  is  being  made 
to  have  the  V/ays  and  Means  Committee  reconsider  their 
action.     It  would  also  be  possible  to  seek  changes  when 
the  bill  goes  to  the  Senate-Assembly  conference  committee. 
This  drama  is  getting  a  little  meller. 

...Commissioner  Bransten  and  Mr.  Frantz  have  been  to  Sacramento 
to  seek  support  for  S.B.   792  from  Assemblymen  McCarthy 
and  Brown,  Senators  Marks  and  Foran  and  report  that  they 
were  well  received.     The  Commission  took  no  official 
action  on  S.B.   792  Tuesday  evening  but  continues  to 
support  full  ($12  million)   funding  for  the  program. 
Comments  indicated  that  the  Commission  v/ill  support  the 
strategy  leadership  being  provided  in  this  battle  by 
State  Librarian  Ethel  Crockett. 
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...Early  in  the  Commission  meeting  Commission  President 
Englander  pointed  out  that  James  Chaffee  was  tape 
recording  the  proceedings.     Commissioner  '.Veisberg  moved, 
and  Commissioner  Richardson  seconded  a  motion  th^t  he 
be  asked  to  desist.     Mr.  Cerasi  reported  that  he  had 
been  informed  of  Chaffee's  intentions  and  had  been 
advised  by  the  City  Attorney  that  there  was  no  reason 
such  taping  could  not  be  done.     The  motion  was  withdrawn 
and  Englander  indicated  that  he  will  seek  an  opinion  from 
the  City  Attorney  if  it  would  be  proper  for  the  Commission 
to  adopt  a  rule  forbidding  the  public  to  tape  their  meetings. 

...Both  Mr.  Frantz  and  James  Chaffee  reported  on  a  law  suit 

that  Chaffee  filed  against  the  Commission  during  August. 
The  suit  alleged  that  proper  legal  notice  (Brown  Act) 
had  not  been  given  of  the  pre-meeting  Conuussion  tour  of 
the  Presidio  Branch.     V/hen  the  suit  reached  court  the 
judge  found  it  moot,  but  admonished  the  Library  that  the 
outline  of  the  requirements  of  the  Brown  Act  as  they 
appe. red  in  Chaffee's  petition  were  substant in lly  correct 
and  that  whenever  two  or  more    members  of  the  Commission 
meet  to  discuss  Library  business,  notice  must  be  given 
of  such  meeting. 

(V/e're  now  told  that  the  judge  said  "more  than  two" 
rather  than  "two  or  more''  members  of  the  Commission... 
Our  deadline  is  past  and  we  have  no  way  to  get  confir- 
mation one  way  or  the  other.     Wait  for  it.  Editor) 

...Russell  Hartley  and  Judith  Solomon  reported  on  the  impressive 
growth  and  vigor  of  the  Archives  for  the  Performing  Arts 
which  has  been  associated  with  SFPL  nov^  for  20  months. 
They  expressed  hope  that  this  relationship  will  be  a 
permanent  one. 

...Mr.  Frantz  reported  that  the  Librarians'  Guild  has  filed 
an  unfair  labor  practices  complaint  against  the  Library 
for  delay  in  implementing  the  reduced  work  week  program. 
Frantz  and  Commissioner  Callanan  reported  that  the 
necessary  transfer  of  funds  has  been  approved  by  the 
Mayor's  office,  is  now  in  the  Controller's  office,  and 
must  still  be  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee  and  the 
entire  Board  of  Supervisors.     The  Guild  expressed  con- 
tinuing disgust  v;ith  the  whole  situation. 

...SFPL's  new,  slightly  amended,  LSCA  plan  of  service  has  been 
completed  and  submitted. 

...Mrs.  Macduff,  President  of  the  Friends  reported  that  over 

3,500  replies  to  the  user  survey  have  been  received.  The 
children's  survey  is  completed.     The  general  public  survey 
is  well  underway.     V/hen  the  replies  have  all  been  recorded 
and  analyzed  the  Commission  will  hold  a  special  meeting  to 
hear  the  results. 
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...Mrs.  Macduff  also  reminded  everybody  of  the  special 
Friends'  Book  Sale  on  September  24  P.  25  at  Pier  2, 
Fort  Mason.     If  this  sale  is  as  successful  as  they  hope 
it  will  be,   it  is  possible  that  the  main  sale  next  Sprinp: 
will  also  be  held  in  that  location. 

...Commissioner  Bransten's  committee  will  look  into  the 
progress  of  the  supplemental  budget  request  for 
additional  Page  hours  and  report  at  the  next  meeting. 

...Department  of  flinor  f'ysteries:     SFPL  recently  received  a 

letter  fror.  the  Bank  of  Ar.erica,  executors  of  the  estate 
of  Angelo  Caldart .     The  Library  is  to  receive  a  bequest 
of  $300  from  his  estate. 

That's  great,  but  to  date  we've  been  unable  to  discover 
who  Mr.  Caldart  was.     He's  not  listed  in  any  local 
telephone  or  city  directories.     The  San  Francisco 
History  Room  finds  no  record  of  him,  nor  does  the 
library  of  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle.     So  far  all  we 
know  is  that  he  died  in  Italy  on  January  19,  1977.  Can 
anybody  out  there  help  us?

In  keepinj^  with  the  there  '  Discover  Majjic  -  Read  and  View" 
San  Francisco  Public  Library's  1977  Summer  Reading  Program 
came  to  an  appropriate  and  successful  end  with  a  mapic  show, 
Thursday  evening,  September  I,  1977,  at  t^:e  San  Franciscan  Hotel. 

Ms.  Patricia  Smith,  Children's  Librarian,  Kaden  Branch, 
and  this  year's  Summer  Reading  chairman,  introduced  Ms.  Dorothy 
Hult ,  Assistant  Co -ordinator ,  Office  of  Children's  Services,  who 
in  turn  introduced  the  children's  librarians.     Ms.  Hult  praised 
the  children  for  discovering  magic  in  books  all  summer  and 
encouraged  them  to  continue  to  discover  magic  in  reading. 

During  the  summer,  v/hile  N's .  Effie  Lee  Morris  was  on  leave, 
the  children's  librarians  building  on  an  idea  of  Ms.  Jacqueline 
Smeeth,  Children's  Librarian,  Ortega  Branch,  formed  a  Secret 
Committee  to  undertake  a  secret  project--the  creation  of  a  wall 
hanging  which  would  express  our  appreciation  of  her  leadership. 
Each  of  the  twenty-six  branch  children's  librarians,  the  Main 
Children's  Room's  librarians,  and  the  staff  of  the  Office  of 
Children's  Services,  produced  a  muslin  square  with  a  design  and 
nam.e.     The  variety  was  exciting.     Representational  and  abstract 
designs  were  developed  using  many  media  -  crayon  batik,  fabric 
paint,  embroidery,  alplique,  dyes,  and  just  plain  crayon, 
sewing  bee  afternoon,  and  two  extra  evenings  brought  to  com- 
pletion a  summer  project  which  the  ciiildren's  librarians  felt 
pleased  to  present  to  Ms.  Morris  on  the  evening  of  the  Summer 
Reading  Finale.     Ms.  Jacqueline  G.  Smeeth  made  the  presentation 
in  these  words: 

"I  like  words.     I'm.  sure  many  librarians  do. 
V/ords  convey  our  thoughts,     fiany  thousands  of 
thoughts  in  print  become  books  and  spreading  the 
word  to  children  about  the  joy  of  books  is  our 
business.     I  want  to  share  a  few  words  with  you 
tonight.     Three  specific  words  came  to  my  mind  as 
I  thought  of  this  presentation  tonight:  synergism, 
secret,  and  appreciation.     IVords  can  be  understood 
by  definitions  and  v;ords  can  be  understood  by  how 
they  are  used.     According  to  Webster's  Third  Xew 
International  Dictionary: 

Synergism :     Cooperative  action  of  discrete 
agencies,  such  that  the  total 
effect  is  greater  than  the  sum 
of  the  two  or  more  effects  taken 
independently. , . . 

AS  IN:     CHILDP^N'S  SERVICES,

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CHILL  THE  BUBBLY 

When  last  we  heard  The  Perils  of  S.B.   792  had  entered 
yet  another  period  of  crisis.     The  Assembly  V.'ays  and  Means 
Committee  had  passed  the  legislation,  but  had  reduced  the 
funding  to  $3.3  million,  an  amount  considered  insufficient 
in  library  circles.     An  effort  was  beinp  mounted  to  have 
the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  reconsider  their  action  and 
raise  the  level  of  funding  to  approximately  $6  million. 

As  we  join  the  story  this  week,  we  discover  that  the 
attempt  to  win  reconsideration  was  dropped.     The  $3.3  million 
version  of  the  bill  was  then  adopted  by  the  full  Assembly, 
71  to  zip.     But,  S.B.   792's  author,  Senator  Dunlap,  and  the 
Senate  rejected  the  Assembly  version  and  the  bill  was 
delivered  unto  the  mercies  of  a  joint  Assembly/Senate 
Conference  Committee,  charged  with  reconciling  the 
Senate  passed  bill  which  provided  $12+  million,  and  the 
Assembly  passed  version  at  $3.3  million.     This  is  what  you 
might  term  the  last  legislative  ditch. 

Wednesday  the  word  came  from  Sacramento.  The 
Conference  Committee  had  met  and  voted  to  recommend 
funding  of  S.B.   792  at  $6.6  million! 

Both  houses  must  vote  on  S.B.   792  once  more,  however, 
it  would  be  extremely  surprising  if  they  didn't  adopt  the 
Conference  Comm.ittee  report.     (In  fact  the  Assembly  and 
Senate  may  have  both  voted  on  S.B.   792  even  before  you  read 


this.     The  Legislature  will  adjourn  this  Friday.)  Then 
it  only  requires  the  Governor's  signature  for  S.B.  792  to 
become  la\^.     It  is  possible  that  the  Governor  could  veto 
the  bill,  but  at  this  point  everythin;^  we  hear  fron^ 
Sacramento  sounds  very  optimistic. 

(Our  sources  in  Sacramento  indicate  that  SFPL  Commission 
member  Edward  Bransten  and  S.F.  State  Senator  Milton  Marks 
both  played  vital  roles  in  obtaining  the  Conference  Committee 
approval  of  funding  at  $6.6  million.   -  Editor) 

Once  the  Governor  signs  S.B.   792  it  will  be  knov.-n  as 
the  California  Library  Services  Act  (CLSA)   and  local  libraries 
throughout  the  state  will  face  a  new  era  with  the  state 
finally  accepting  the  responsibility  for  trying  to  provide 
proper  library  services  to  all  citizens.     There  will  be 
greater  efforts  towards  providing  inter-library  cooperation; 
universal  borrowing  will  come  soon;  and  local  libraries  can 
expect  some  state  financing  for  special  projects. 

Exactly  what  this  v;ill  mean  for  SFPL  is  not  yet  clear. 
I'/e  think  that  BARC  will  receive  CLSA  funding  in  the  future. 
We  expect  that  we  will  be  lending  books  to  people  who  hold 
library  cards  from  other  libraries.     We  expect  that  state 
funds  will  compensate  us  for  our  inter-library  loan  program. 
We'll  report  on  these  changes  as  the  details  evolve. 

VJe  do  need  to  make  one  last  request  -  anyone  interested 
in  the  passage  of  this  very  important  legislation  should  let 
the  Governor  know  of  their  interest  NOW.     His  Address  is:

GLOBAL  LITERACY 

Although  the  percentage  of  illiterates  among  the  world's 
total  population  continues  to  decline,  the  population  growth 
means  that  in  sheer  numbers  more  people  are  illiterate  now 
than  in  19  70. 

UNESCO  estimates  that  at  least  758  million  of  the  world's 
4  billion  people  cannot  read  or  write.     This  is  an  increase 
of  26  million  over  1974.     However,  the  percentage  of 
illiteracy  declined  from  341  in  1970  to  18. 5t^  in  1977. 
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To  dramatize  the  need  for  increased  efforts  to  eliminate 
illiteracy,  UNESCO  has  withheld  for  1977  tv;o  annual  prizes 
customari  ly  given  to  the  nation  making  the  best  progress  in 
this  area.     These  prizes  are  eiidcH'ed  by  the  Shah  of  Iran  nnd 
the  Soviet  Union,

THE  FURTHER  PERILS  OF  S.B.  792 

S.B.   792  is  on  the  Governor's  desk,  funded  in  1978-79 
for  $6.6  million.     It  has  been  learned  thnt  he  will  act  on 
the  bill  on  Friday,  September  30.     He  has  three  courses  of 
action  available:  he  could  sign  the  bill;  he  could  reduce 
the  funding  and  sign  the  bill;  or  he  can  veto  it.  (Actually 
he  could  also  let  the  bill  become  law  without  his  signature, 
but  he  has  indicated  that  he  will  not  do  that.) 

Last  week  library  people  were  optimistic,  but  this  week 
a  cold  wind  blows,  chilling  their  hearts.     The  Governor 
has  recently  repeated  an  earlier  threat  -  he  intends  to  veto 
all  bills  calling  for  new  expenditures. 

The  fate  of  the  California  Library  Services  Act  will  be 
known  a  week  from  today.

On  August  29  ,  1977  ,  the  teley^Iionc  in  a  ?lain  Library 
department  was  placed  on  "Hold"  so  that  no  inconinp  calls 
could  get  through  between  12:30  ar.d  ]:00  p.m.     (Dept.  name 
withheld  to  protect  the  guilty.) 

The  telephone  conpany  can  apparently  doterininc  when 
this  is  done,  and  is  checking,  since  SFPL  has  received  a 
memorandum  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works  ordering 
that  this  practice  cease.     When  you  place  a  line  on  "Hold" 
and  leave  it  there,  it  causes  an  overload  on  the  system  and 
burns  out  dial-tone  generators  v/hich  cost  $500  to  replace. 
This  happened  three  times  last  month  and  DPW  is  displeased 
with  SFPL  and  other  departments  who  commit  the  same  sin. 
Should  this  happen  again  they  will  trace  the  offending 
telephone  line  and  the  guilty  department  will  be  billed  for 
the  replacement  cost.

REPORT  FROM  BEHIND  THE  IRON  CURTAIN 

The  first  international  book  fair  to  be  held  in  the 
Soviet  Union  closed  last  Thursday  to  mixed  reviews.  More 
than  80,000  books  on  exhibit  in  Moscow  from  65  countries 
attracted  approximately  130, '^'^0  visitors.     Several  U.S. 
publishers  boycotted  the  event  because  of  censorship  of  the 
exhibits  and  because  of  political  repression  of  dissident 
writers  within  the  USSR. 

Soviet  customs  officials  impounded  16  American  titles 
but  later  released  ten.     The  seized  titles  included  Animal 
Farm  and  1984  .     American  exhibitors  sold  translation  rights 
to  75  titles  and  bought  39  Russian  titles.     About  450  U.S. 
titles  were  stolen  from  the  displays. 

A  second  Moscow  fair  is  scheduled  for  1979.

4,000  or  5,000  booksellers  but  apparently  not  through  libraries. 
The  criteria  will  be  simple:  "The  Book  I  Liked  the  Most". 

Other  book    awards  have  lonq  been  criticized  for  being 
elitist,  now  the  Irving  writers  of  the  world  will  have  their 
chance.     However,  if  the  project  is  a  success,  there  is  no 
doubt  that  it  will  bring  greater  attention  to  books  and  reading. 

The  nominations  are  to  be  announced  in  November.  Balloting 
by  the  public  is  planned  for  the  first  four  weeks  of  January, 
1978.     The  televised  awards  program  is  planned  between  March 
and  early  May  of  next  year.

Last  Friday  v^as  a  long  day.     The  Governor  had  promised 
to  act  on  S.B.   792.     As  the  day  grew  lonper  th*^  silence 
grew  louder.     No  news ,  no  rumors,  nothing.     Everyone  went 
home  Friday  evening  with  unresolved  tensions. 

The  word  came  Monday  morning.     Late  Saturday  nirht 
Governor  Brown  deleted  $1.3  million  from  the  bill... and 
signed  it.     The  California  Library  Services  Act  will  become 
law  on  July  1  ,  1978  .     It  will  be  funded  for  "^5.3  million 
for  the  first  year. 

According  to  State  Librarian  Ethel  S.  Crockett  the 
following  aspects  of  CLSA  are  to  be  funded  in  78-79: 

...Establishment  of  the  California  Library  Services 
Board. 

...System  Reference  Grants. 

...Reimbursements  for  Equal  Access,  Universal  Borrowing, 
and  Interlibrary  Borrowing. 

...The  Statewide  Bibliographic  Data  Base. 

Programs  not  funded  in  thf?  initial  appropriation  are: 

...Special  Services. 
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...State  Reference  Centers. 
...System  Administration. 
...Communications  and  Delivery. 

Flowever,  the  State  Library  intends  to  m^Vc  availnble 
some  LSCA  funding  to  provide  threshold  support  for  those 
essential  elements  of  CLSA  for  which  there  arc  no  state 
funds  in  the  first  year. 

Exactly  what  effect  CLSA  will  have  on  SFPL  is  yet 
unknown.     Obviously,  we're  going  to  be  loaninr  books  to 
non-residents  without  collecting  the  $7.50  fee  that  we  have 
collected  in  the  past.     Beyond  that  only  tire  will  tell. 

Many  people  connected  with  SFPL  played  vital  roles  in 
obtaining  passage  by  the  legislature  and  signature  by  the 
Governor  of  S.E.   792.     Fearinp  that  ive  mirht  unintentionally 
overlook  someone  who  deserves  praise,  we  won't  list  names. 
Everyone  involved  did  a  fantastic  job  and  earned  the  appre- 
ciation of  the  library  patrons  and  library  community  of 
California.     They  are  all  entitled  to  take  three  days  off 
(Columbus  Day,  Thanksgiving  Day,  and  Christmas)  and  then 
start  the  battle  to  obtain  increased  funding  for  CLSA  in 
1979-80. 


COMMISSION  MEETING 

Due  to  circumstances  the  Library  Commission  met  Tuesday 
evening  at  Bernal  Branch. 

Mr.  Frantz  reported: 

...On  the  passage  of  S.B.  792. 

...That  bids  for  the  computer  controlled  circulation 
system  for  the  Main  Library  are  due  at  City  Hall 
on  October  15. 

...Preliminary  planninr  for  a  possible  conference  on 
the  future  of  the  urban  main  libraries  has  been 
undertaken  by  the  Urban  Libraries  Council  and  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities.     It  is  possible 
that  this  would  be  held  in  San  Francisco  next  year. 

...Planning  is  underway  for  SFPL  sponsorship  of  a 
syndicated  book  review  program  to  be  broadcast  on 
radio  station  KKKI . 

...The  Library  is  participating  in  Supervisor  Feinstein's 
committee  to  study  ways  of  halting  the  exodus  of 
middle  class  from  the  City. 
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Mrs.  Mcduff  reported  for  the  Friends  of  the  Library: 

...The  Pier  2,  mini-flea-market-book-sale  was  a  prcat 
success,  netting  $3,575. 

...The  Friends  have  hired  a  CETA  employee  to  work  on  the 
Black  Oral  History  project. 

.  .  .They  have  also  hired  a  CETA  employee  to  \v'ork  on  the 
needs -survey /master- pi  an  proj  ect . 

...The  Friends  have  sent  a  questionnaire  to  all  candi- 
dates for  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  askinp  their 
stands  on  support  for  the  Library.     Tlicir  replies 
will  be  published  in  the  November  issue  of  FREi:. 

The  Extension  Committee  recommended  and  the  Commission 
adopted  a  switch  in  the  hours  of  Ortega  and  Parkside  Branch. 
Effective  November  7,  Ortega  v/ill  be  closed  on  ^^ondays ,  and 
open  on  Saturdays.     Parkside  will  be  open  on  Mondays,  and 
closed  on  Saturdays. 

Although  Proposition  H,  the  City  Employee  Dental  Plan, 
had  been  discussed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Com.munity  Affairs  and 
Legislation  Committee,  Commissioner  Stern  reported  that  they 
did  not  have  sufficient  information  upon  which  to  act  and  no 
motion  to  endorse  the  proposition  was  introduced.     It  is 
expected  that  the  Commission  will  discuss  this  subject  at 
the  next  meeting. 

Three  members  of  the  public  attended  the  meeting  to 
complain  about  the  changes  being  made  in  services  at  the 
Communications  Center  (nee  Presidio  Branch),  particularly 
the  "reduction  in  book  services".     This  led  to  a  wide  ranging 
discussion. 

Commissioner  Bransten  declared  that  he  hpd  not  received 
sufficient  information  upon  which  to  base  a  decision  to 
designate  the  Presidio  Branch  as  the  Communications  Center 
and  moved  that  the  September  action  of  the  Commission  doing 
so  be  reconsidered.     Commissioner  Stern  also  complained 
about  lack  of  information  about  the  project  and  seconded 
Bransten 's  motion.     Commissioner  Yung  reviewed  the  various 
reports  on  the  project  received  by  the  Commission,  and  the 
committee  and  public  hearings.     The  Commission  voted  5  to  2 
not  to  reopen  the  m.atter.     (For  Peconsiderat ion :  Bransten  and 
Stern.     Opposed:  Callanan,  Weisberg,  and  Yung.)  Commission 
President  Englander  assured  the  concerned  patrons  that  every 
effort  will  be  m.ade  to  provide  the  services  the  neighborhood 
needs,  and  to  develop  greater  comm.unity  involvement  in  plan- 
ning for  the  project. 

A  patron  of  Bernal  Branch  complained  of  difficulties  in 
obtaining  materials  through  intra/inter  library  loan  and 
SFPL's  inadequate  book  holdings.     She  met  with  Anne  Kincaid 
following  the  meeting  and  som.e  of  the  problem.s  were  resolved. 
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The  next  meeting  of  the  Commission  will  be  at  7:30  p.m., 
Tuesday,  November  1,  at  Sunset  Branch. 

The  meeting  subsided  at  10:35  p.m.

Since  last  we  greeted  you,  we've  travelled  218,400,000 
miles  closer  to  (or  further  away  from)  the  constellation 
Hydra.     In  the  process  we've  encountered  j^iant  leeches,  i 
murderous  monkey,  a  gigantic  bowl  of  celestial  vermicelli.... 
and  a  fascinating  meeting  at  Presidio  Branch  V.'ednesd^y  evening. 

In  the  past  week  or  so  it  has  become  obvious  that  a 
number  of  the  people  in  the  Presidio  Branch  neighborhood 
were  upset  about  the  chanpes  taking  place  there.  These 
concerns  were  expressed  to  Supervisor  Feinstein  who  lives 
a  block  from  the  branch.     She  reviewed  the  involvement  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  with  the  Communications  Center/Media 
Literacy  project  and  asked  Supervisor  Pelosi's  Urban  and 
Consumer  Affairs  Committee  to  review  the  project  since  the 
Supervisors  had  never  approved  a  detailed  budget/program 
under  the  LSCA  grant.     However,  the  City  Attorney  ruled  that 
since  the  Library  had  obtained  approval  from  the  Supervisors 
to  seek  the  grant,  we  had  substantinlly  met  the  legal 
requirements.     Supervisors  Pelosi  and  Feinstein  then 
requested  that  the  Library  not  go  ahead  with  the  project 
until  there  was  a  public  meeting  to  review  the  plans  with 
the  neighborhood. 

That  meeting  was  held  Wednesday  evening.     The  Library 
had  sent  out  notices.     Individuals  in  the  neighborhood 
posted  notices  that  their  branch  library  was  to  be  taken 
away  from  them.     About  120  people  attended. 


The  meeting  began  v/ith  explanations  of  t'^c  Library's 
plans  for  Presidio  Branch.     ilr.   Frantz  pave  n  history  of 
the  grant  propos-^.l  .     Glenda  Hooper  outlined  the  chanpes  to 
be  made  in  the  traditional,  book-r-rientcd ,  services. 
Roberto  Esteves  explained  the  new  services  mde  rK)ssiblc 
under  the  LSCA  grant.     Karen  Scaimcll  explained  hov,-  Presidio 
was  selected  as  the  site  of  the  proioct. 

Supervisor  Feinstein  then  made  a  statement   in  which  she 
charged  that  the  Library  had  a  moral,   if  not  a  legal, 
obligation  to  submit  a  detailed  budget/plan  for  approval 
by  the  Supervisors  before  proceeding  with  the  project.  She 
criticized  the  Library  for  failure  to  inform  and  consult 
with  the  neighborhood.     She  stated  her  support   for  tlie 
proposed  new  services,   at  some  other  location.     She  concluded 
with  a  statement  that  if  the  Commission  decision  was  not 
reversed,  and  litigation  resulted,  she  would  join  in  the 
suit.     And,  if  that  failed,  she  reminded  the  Library  th^t 
the  Supervisors  control  the  annual  operating  budcet  .  F.er 
statem.ent  was  greeted  with  enthusiasm  by  the  audience. 

Then,  all  individuals  who  had  requested  an  opportunity 
to  speak  v/ere  given  a  chance  to  make  ?  statement.  These 
fell  into  two  general  categories.     ?Ie ighborhood  representa- 
tives, including  a  number  of  children,  made  the  following 
points : 

...We  don't  want  books  taken  out  of  the  branch. 


...We  don't  want  to  lose  services  for  the  children. 


...Why  weren't  we  informed/ involved?     The  individuals/ 
groups  that  were  don't  represent  us. 

...We  understand  that  space  is  available        Fort  Mas on. 
Why  don't  you  put  the  Communications  Center/''ed i a 
Literacy  project  there,  or  almost  anyplace  else? 

...Why  can't  this  all  be  postponed  and  re-studied'' 

(The  depressing  aspect  of  these  presentations  was  the 
uniform,  attitude  that  the  Library  was  taking  services  away 
from  the  neighborhood.     The  fact  that  the  project  will 
provide  increased  staff,  increased  hours  of  service,  a 
broader  selection  of  media,  and  new  services,  unav-'ilable 
any  place  else  in  the  City,  was  lost  in  the  concern  that 
the  number  of  books  would  be  reduced.) 

The  only  citizen  support  for  the  project  was  expressed 
by  representatives  of  the  blind,  deaf,  and  physically 
handicapped;  groups  which  would  receive  services  from  the 
project  that  are  not  now  available  to  them  here.  Generally, 
they  made  the  following  points: 
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...The  handicapped  are  citizens,  and  taxpiycrs,   r>nd  they 
are  not  receiving  the  services  t'^^-'t  others  take  for 
granted . 

...The  Communications  Center/Media  Literacy  project 
will  be  important  to  the  handicapped  and  Presidio 
Branch  is  an  accessible  location.     (They  considered 
Fort  Mason  remote  and  difficult  for  them  to  reach.) 

Mr.  Frantz  reported  that  he  had  reviewed  the  Fort  Mason 
situation  not  only  as  a  possible  site  for  the  Communications 
Center/Media  Literacy  project,  but  also  with  an  eye  to  the 
overall  space  problems  facing  the  Library.     He  pointed  out 
that  the  programs  planned  for  the  Presidio  Branch  were 
possible  only  because  we  are  able  to  corbine  the  normal 
branch  staff,  CETA  Talking  Books  personnel,  and  the  staff 
made  available  under  the  LSCA  grant  for  the  Communications 
Center.     To  take  the  project  outside  of  an  existing  Library 
facility  would  require  staff,  equipment,  and  materials  not 
now  available  to  us.     He  concluded  that  while  it  is  possible 
that  Fort  Mason  may  eventually  provide  a  home  for  some 
library  or  library-related  activities,  it  cannot  provide  a 
solution  to  the  immediate  problem  of  locating  the  Communica- 
tions Center. 

Perhaps  the  most  effective  presentation  of  the  evenine 
was  made  by  Jim  McGinnis,  a  blind  patron  of  the  Talkinp  Books 
service.     He  pointed  out  that  the  neighbors  were  der-^nding  a 
place  to  "browse"  and  that  he  had  never  been  able  to  "browse". 
As  a  taxpayer  he  also  wanted  a  place  to  "browse"  and  that  the 
Communications  Center  would  provide  that  to  him  for  the  first 
time.     He  praised  the  Library  for  designing  a  program  that 
would  be  unique  in  the  country,  but  reminded  the  neighbors 
that  the  handicapped  didn't  want  to  take  their  library  from 
them,  only  to  gain  some  services  for  themselves.     He  pointed 
out  that  the  Library  has  repeatedly  pledged  to  continue  to 
meet  the  library  needs  of  the  neighborhood.     Certainly  the 
project  would  require  changes  in  the  traditional  services, 
but  that  the  library  staff  had  said  that  they  could  serve 
both  publics  at  Presidio  and  he  hoped  the  neighborhood  would 
give  them  a  chance  to  show  that  possible. 

McGinnis  deplored  the  confrontation  atmosphere  and  asked 
the  audience  if  their  opposition  was  based  on  the  fact  that 
they  didn't  want  "white  canes  and  the  handicapped  in  their 
neighborhood".     When  they  denied  that,  McGinnis  challenged 
them  to  find  a  compromise  that  would  make  the  project  possible. 

A  few  minutes  later  Commissioner  Pvichardson  asked  the 
neighborhood  representatives  to  list  the  things  they  wanted, 
to  state  their  priorities,  and  the  first  positive  notes  of 
the  evening  resulted. 

The  meeting  lasted  four  hours,  and  thousands  (perhaps 
millions)  of  words  were  applied  to  the  subject.    At  the  end 
the  situation  is:

CIVIL  GFMID  JUPY  REPORT 

The  Civil  Grand  Jury  report  on  City  departments  was 
released  this  week  vdth  considerable  publicity  given  the 
sections  of  the  report  dealing  with  the  ''uni ,  Police  and  Fire 
Departments,  and  Civil  Service.     Hovrever,  th'^ir  report  on  the 
Library  received  no  publicity.     Therefore,  "e  '/ill  reprint 
here  their  report  on  the  Library  in  its  entirety: 

"Fan  Franciscans  should  be  and  can  be  nleased  '/ith  the 
appointment  of  their  new  City  Librarian.     vTohn  F^antz  co'-es 
to  our  City  with  vast  experience,  innovative  ideas,  and  moti- 
vation to  rebuild  the  library  system.     Follov/ing  the  contro- 
versy that  surrounded  a  previous  city  Librarian,  Kevin  Starr, 
this  Grand  Jury  Committee  was  impressed  with  both  r'.r.  Frantz 
and  v/ith  his  predecessor,  the  interim,  caretaker  of  the  system, 
Edvjin  Castagna. 

The  Librarian  has  had  little  time  since  his  arrival  in 
February  to  effect  substantial  change  in  either  organization 
or  operation.     His  beginning  by  develonnent  of  a  master  rlan 
for  the  Library  is  laudable.     Ue  feel  that,  in  its  final  form, 
this  master  plan  should  include  not  only  proaram  objectives 
but  also  detailed,  em.oloyee  performance  standards,  not  only 
recommendations  for  new  facilities  but  also  plans  for  better, 
m.ore  efficient  use  of  existing  facilities,  not  only  appeals  for 
or  plans  for  additional  staff  and  financial  sur>Port  but  also 
plans  for  additional  services  resulting  from  streamlining  the 
existing  operation. 

It  now  appears  that  the  City  Librarian  is  cor^etent  to 
deal  with  the  administrative  nroblems  that  have  plagued  the 
system  for  some  tim.e. 

TJe  are  pleased  that  the.  budget  for  th(^  next  fiscal  year 
includes  provision  for  the  Automated  Circulation  System,  to 
replace  an  out-dated  ''Self-Charge  System''.     The  new  system, 
v/hich  has  been  recomm.end.ed  for  manv  years,  has  been  tried  and 
has  proven  successful  in  other  nublic  libraries.     It  should 
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be  considerably  more  efficient  ard  should  reduce  losses  and 
overdue  accounts.     Although  three  nei;  nositions  have  been 
approved  in  th<^  nevr  budget,  that  of  /"ssist^nt  City  I-ibrarian 
has  not.     This  is  one  of  the  raejor  requirer.onts  of  the  Library 
as  we  perceive  it.     The  position  had  '-^ecn  approved  by  the 
rsayor  but  was  again  cut  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.     It  is 
imperative  tho.t  this  nosition  bo  anproved  in  t'^o  future.  The 
City  Librarian  nust  be  responsible  for  adninistrf* tion  and 
management  of  the  library  system  but  he  must  also  interface 
appropriately  i^ith  City  governnent  and,  particularly  in  £an 
Francisco,  vrith  civic  and  social  groups,     without  the  services 
of  an  Assistant  City  Librarian  to  manage  the  budgetary  and 
routine  administrative  functions  of  Vie  system,  nriorities  and 
time  constraints  vrould  dictate  that  little  effort  could  be 
allocated  by  the  Librarirn  to  important  civic  and  social  inter- 
action.    We  understard  t'lat  far  Francisco  is  the  only  City  of 
its  size  in  the  United  vStates  tbat  does  not  have  a  similar 
library  position  funded  at  ti  e  present  time.     Som.:^  believe 
that  management  of  the  system  can,  and  should,  be  left  entirely 
to  tiie  City  Librarian  as  his  sole  responsibility.     The  effort 
required  of  a  ne^-r  City  Librarian  to  solve  th^  current  problems 
of  a  complex  system  vrill  reauire  more  than  routine  management, 
however . 

A  recent  research  report  compared  eight  major  city  library 
systems  for  U.r.  cities  i-ith  population  of  annroximately 
600,000  to  900,000.     /ilthough  Pan  Francisco  ranked  sixth  in 
population  within  the  library  system  service  area  in  that 
study,  it  ranked  first  in  total  system  bookstoci'.  an''  third  in 
total  system,  circulation.     It  had  thp  largest  staff  ncr  capita 
and  the  largest  number  of  branch  libraries.     It  appears,  then, 
that  the  personnel  and  facilitips  are  t^ere  to  provide  suljstan- 
tial  and  adequate  service  given  the  nroner  motivation  and  inno- 
vation by  the  new  City  Libraricin  and  the  coo'-'eration  of  the 
City  Administration. 

The  challenge  to  the  Library  system  is  its  re-orientation 
from  white  middle  class  to  a  multi-national,  multi-racial, 
multi-interest  system.     The  administrative  staff  is  beginning 
to  recognize  the  needs  and  the  branch  libraries  are  being 
tailored  to  m.eet  the  needs  of  the  comjn.uni ties  they  serve. 

It  is  beginning  to  become  evident  that  it  is  difficult  to 
staff  the  library  adequately  within  the  civil  service  system. 
The  system  hinders  the  selection  of  a'^propriate  employment 
candidates  for  very  specialized  assignments.     It  dictates 
promotion  from  vjithin,  thereby  fostering  inbreeding  v;ithin  an 
existing  staff.     And,  it  does  not  provide  adeouately  fcr  re- 
warding excellent  employee  performance  of  the  kind  expected 
at  the  professional  level  in  a  service  organization  such  as 
the  library.     One  of  the  City  Librarian's  major  tar^Irs  m.ust 
be  the  review  of  the  selection  process  for  v.evr  employees  and 
for  promotion  of  his  existing  personnel.     Position  descriptions 
must  be  modified  to  reflect  the  current  renui'-ements  of  the 
system  and  care  must  be  taJ  en  by  th^*  Library  and  by  Civil 
Service  to  recruit,  employ  and  nrom.ote  only  those  job  candi- 
dates that  meet  the  vigorous  standards  required  by  the  system.

Previous  Grand  Jury  reports  have  proposed  a  reduction 
in  the  number  of  branch  libraries  to  effect  increased 
service  levels  without  increasing  staff.     This  Grand  Jury 
recommends  that  all  existing  branches  remain  open  to  serve 
the  neighborhoods.     It  further  recommends  that  consideration 
be  given  in  the  Library's  master  plan  to  opening  certain 
branch  libraries  on  Sunday  afternoons,  as  is  being  considered 
for  the  main  library,  even  if  this  requires  modification  of 
hours  during  the  balance  of  the  v/eek.     In  fact,  given  a  choice, 
it  appears  very  clear  that  certain  branch  libraries  would  get 
wider  use  per  employee  during  Sunday  opening  than  v/ould  the 
m.ain  library. 

For  many  years  the  issue  of  a  nev;  r-ain  Library  building 
has  been  discussed  in  San  Francisco.     It  is  generally  agreed 
that  a  new,  more  functional  building  is  a  requirement  for 
efficient  operation.     This  Grand  Jury  heartily  agrees  that 
the  existing  building,  although  an  architectural  jev;el  in 
the  Civic  Center  setting,  is  functionally  a  misfit  for  modern 
library  operation,     lie  recognize  equally,  hov;ever,  the 
current  economic  realities  of  city  government  and  recommend 
therefore,  that  consideration  of  a  new  Main  Library  building 
be  deferred.     It  is  inconceivable  that  a  bond  issue  of  the 
magnitude  required  for  construction  of  the  nev;  facility  could 
gain  voter  approval.     It  is  further  recommended  that  the 
existing  building  be  reviewed  v;ithin  the  master  plan  not 
only  with  the  idea  of  making  it  more  functional  within  scne 
reasonable  capital  cost,  but  also  v/ith  the  idea  of  improving 
the  physical  condition  of  the  parts  that  have  fallen  to 
woeful  disrepair."

"TT!E  BOOK'S  STROITGEET  ALLIES 

"All  of  us  in  the  book  field  are  naturally  inclined  to 
think  of  publishing  in  the  terms  most  familiar  to  us.  For 
many  older  people  in  all  countries  thrt  automatically  limits 
the  discussion  to  books  of  conventional  sorts.     There  is  a 
tendency ,likev7ise ,  to  think  of  othrr  means  of  coT^munication 
and  education  as  being  enemies  of  ti^.e  boo^. .     Thr^t  is  a  grave 
error.     Films,  cassettes,  radio,  TV,  film-strips,  phonograph 
records,  and  other  audio-visual  devices  and  methods  are  coming 
along  whether  old-fashioned  people  like  the  idea  or  not.  The 
question  is  whether  the  book  industry  '\ill  oppose  and  try  to 
halt  the  healthy  development  of  these  new  ideas  in  the  educa- 
tion and  communication  field.     The  other  alternative  is  to 
recognize  that  -  if  the  development  takes  place  in  the  right 
way  -  the  new  approaches  can  be  the  strongest  allies  the  book 
has  ever  had.  Especially  because  of  the  new  attention 

to  non-formal  education  -  a  subject  which  seems  to  hcTve  cap- 
tured the  interest  of  both  developed  and  developing  countries 
simultaneously  -  the  relation  of  printed  matter  to  nthor 
educational  media  must  be  given  very  careful  study.  Initial 
indications  are  that  non-formal  education,  to  be  successful, 
must  depend  on  a  vjedding  of  electronic  and  other  audio-visual 
methods  with  print ="

A  CLASSY  REPORT 

Remember  the  buttons  sayin.r^  "California  has  CLASS" 
(as  in  California  Library  Authority  for  Systems  and  Services) 
which  were  used  to  encourage  libraries  to  become  members  of 
the  first  statev/ide  public  agency  in  California  under  a 
Joint  Exercise  of  Powers  Agreement  to  "enable  members  to 
locate  library  materials  throughout  the  state,  reduce  dupli- 
cation of  processing  of  these  materials,  and  receive  other 
services  which  they  determine  are  desirable  and  feasible"? 

Well,  after  a  bit  of  soul  searching  on  the  part  of 
the  supervisors,  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  now  has 
CLASS  and  Gil  McNamee  and  I  went  to  Los  Angeles  on  Tuesday, 
November  1  in  the  hope  of  finding  out  more  about  what  that 
means.     The  colloquium  (a  CLASS-Y  word  for  meeting?)  v;as 
arranged  by  CLASS  and  co-sponsored  by  the  National  Commission 
on  Libraries  and  Information    Science  (NCLIS)  and  the  Library 
of  Congress.     The  subject  was  "The  National  Library  and 
Information  Service  Network;  the  California  Perspective." 
The  objective  of  the  meeting  was  to  brief  California  Librar- 
ians about  the  plans  and  implementation  of  a  National 
Library  and  Information  Service  Network  with  special 
emphasis  upon  the  bibliographic  component  of  that  network, 
as  well  as  to  hear  how  CLASS  will  relate  to  both  of  these 
and  local  library  service. 

Ruth  Tighe,  the  Program  Co-ordinator  for  the  V^hite 
House  Conference  on  Libraries  and  Information  and  NCLIS 
staff  member  reviewed  the  activities  of  NCLIS  in  the 
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categories  of  planning,  development  and  implementation  of 
the  National  Program,  and  cited  its  publications  (most  of 
which  are  "in  preparation").     She  reviewed  the  networking 
objectives  of  the  national  plan  for  the  group  and  suggested 
that  this  plan  will  be  updated  after  the  V/hite  House  Con- 
ference to  reflect  the  concerns  brought  out  by  the  librarians 
and  lay  persons  in  attnedance.     She  reminded  the  group  that 
the  state  Conferences  (California's  is  tentatively  scheduled 
for  March,  19  79  )   from  v/hich  delegates  to  the  White  House 
will  be  chosen,  will  have  established  goals,  needs,  and 
strategies  for  meeting  those  needs ,  to  be  incorporated  in 
that  plan.     It  is  thought  that  many  of  tlie  Statewide  Con- 
ferences will  proceed  along  lines  of  the  Georgia  Conference 
vjith  the  1/3  of  the  attendees  who  represent  libraries  wanting 
to  talk  f urturistically  about  automation  and  v;hile  the  2/3 
who  represent  library  users  and  non-users  want  to  talk  about 
books . 

Henriette  Avram,  Director  of  the  Library  of  Congress 
Network  Development  Office,  spoke  next  on  the  Bibliographic 
Component  of  the  National  Library  and  Inform.ation  Service 
Network.     Many  of  the  younger  librarians  in  the  audience 
commented  later  on  their  awe  at  being  in  the  presence  of 
the  person  they  read  about  in  library  school  as  the  mother 
of  the  MARC  cataloging  standards.     Both  Gil  and  I  have  and 
will  loan  copies  of  a  lengthy  paper  prepared  by  the  LC 
Network  Advisory  Group  (which  includes  CL.'ISS)  vjhich  outlines 
the  progress  toward  developing  a  glossary  to  be  distributed 
to  participating  libraries  and  the  problems  of  developing 
protocol  for  communication  between  the  various  bibliographic 
networks.     She  described  the  various  committees  that  are 
working  on  the  development  of  the  network  which  has  so  far 
designated  the  necessary  tasks  if  not  the  timetable  for 
completing  them. 

At  the  afternoon  session  Ron  Miller  discussed  California, 
CLASS,  and  the  Information  Service  Netv7ork.     He  said  that 
the  CLASS  Board  of  Directors  had  met  the  day  before  and 
outlined  its  priorities  and  that  these  seem  to  mesh  well 
with  the  national  plan  (which  does  not  always  happen  in 
California).     At  its  next  meeting  these  priorities  will  be 
refined  and  published.     He  emphasized  that  our  expectations 
must  take  into  consideration  the  small  size  of  the  CLASS 
staff  but  he  spoke  optimistically  of  a  future  on-line  net- 
work with  a  California  data  base,  providing  the  education 
to  librarians  to  help  them  utilize  the  information  as  an 
authority  file  and  location  tool,  and  the  possible  spin-off 
to  be  expected  from  these  ventures. 

The  speakers  were  then  joined  by  Eleanor  Montague 
(University  Librarian  at  U.C.  Riverside),  Advisory  Council 
Chairperson,  and  Ethel  Crockett,  State  Librarian,  and  they 
fielded  questions  from  the  floor  on  a  variety  of  subjects. 
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The  colloquium  gave  us  a  great  deal  of  information 
about  CLASS,  however  Gil  and  I  agree  that  future  programs 
must  deal  with  the  relationship  of  CLASS  to  the  State 
Library  and  to  other  networking  activities,  plus  provision 
for  meaningful  input  by  the  various  member  libraries.

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18,000  OVERDUE  BOOKS  RETURNED 

The  amnesty  project,   "A  Fine  Idea''  brought  18,000 
overdue  books  back  to  SFPL's  shelves  and  provided  a 
great  deal  of  positive  publicity.     VJith  the  mythical 
"average"  book  costing  $10.50  today,  the  returned  books 
represent  a  savings  to  the  library  of  $189,000. 

Reports  indicate  that  most  of  the  returned  books  had 
been  gone  less  than  a  year,  vjere  still  useful,  and  v;ill 
be  returned  to  our  shelves.     So  far  we've  not  heard  of 
anybody  returning  volumes  checked  out  during  the  fire 
and  earthquake  -  in  fact  the  oldest  due  date  we  saw  v;as 
1968. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  "Feel  Fine  Free'*  in 
1974  brought  21,000  books  back  during  a  six  day  drive; 
compared  to  the  18,000  this  time  in  nine  days.     To  further 
confuse  the  com.parison  it  v/as  observed  that  the  number  of 
books  returned  grew  each  day  as  the  drive  continued,  with 
the  greatest  number  being  received  on  the  last  day.  If 
someone  can  draw  some  significance  from  these  observations, 
we'd  like  to  hear  from  them.

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This  Memorandum  of  Understanding  is  made  and  entered  into  between 
the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Library") 
and  the  Librarians'  Guild  of  the  Civil  Service  Association,  Local  400, 

SEIU,  AFL-CIO  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Guild"). 

2.  RECOGNITION 

The  Library  recognizes  the  Guild  as  the  exclusive  representative. of 
employees  covered  by  this  Memorandum  provided  that  the  Employee  Relations 
Ordinance  is  amended  to  allow  for  such  exclusive  recognition.    The  Memo- 
randum of  Understanding  shall  apply  to  librarians  working  in  the  Classifi- 
cations 3630,  3632,  3634,  and  any  other  classifications  added  to  the 
bargaining  unit  by  the  City  (Employee  Relations  Division  or  the  Civil 
Service  Commission),  and  also  any  classifications  already  in  the  bargaining 
unit  which  may  be  employed  by  the  Library  during  the  term  of  this  aqreement. 

3.  SCOPE  OF  AGREEMENT 

It  is  the  intent  and  understanding  of  both  the  Library  and  the  Guild 
that  the  scope  of  this  MOU  is  confined  to  only  those  matters  which  are 
solely  within  the  discretion  of  the  Library.    The  Library  does  not  intend 
nor  attempt  to  bind  any  Board,  Commission  or  Officer  over  which  the  Library 
has  no  jurisdiction  to  any  provisions  of  this  agreement.    Provisions  of 
the  MOU  which  are  in  conflict  with  personnel  policies  and  other  directives 
and  rules'  over  which  the  Library  does  have  jurisdiction  to  act  shall  prevail. 

The  Library  and  the  Guild  agree  that  each  party  enjoyed  unlimited 
opportunity  to  submit  proposals  pursuant  to  applicable  statutes  and 
regulations  and  each  agrees  that  the  other  shall  not  be  required  to  meet 
and  confer  further  during  the  effective  dates  of  this  MOU,  except  as 
specifically  provided  for  elsewhere  in  this  agreement. 

4.  DISCRIMINATION  PROHIBITED 

The  Library  and  the  Guild  agree  that  no  person  employed  or  applying 
for  employment  shall  in  any  way  be  discriminated  against  because  of  race, 
religion,  sex,  national  origin,  ethnicity,  age,  physical  handicap,  poli- 
tical affiliation,  or  sexual  orientation,  in  accordance  with  rule  1.03  of 
the  Civil  Service  Commission;  nor  shall  any  person  be  denied  equal  access 
to  work  assignments  for  any  of  the  above  discriminatory  reasons  provided 
he/she  has  the  ability  to  do  the  job. 

5.  INITIATION  OF  MEET  AND  CONFER 

The  Guild  agrees  to  submit  to  the  Library,  no  later  than  three  (3) 
months  before  the  expiration  of  this  Memorandum  of  Understanding,  its 
request  for  changes  in  the  provisions  of  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding. 

6.  SHOP  STEWARDS  AND  GUILD  REPRESENTATIVES 

A.    The  Guild  shall  furni-sh  the  Library  with  a  list  of  shop  stewards 
in  various  work  locations  and  on  various  work  shifts  and  may  make  such 
amendments  to  this  list  as  may  be  necessary. 

The  Guild  and  the  Library  agree  that  it  is  the  responsibility  of 
shop  stewards  to  attempt  to  resolve  grievances  at  the  lowest  possible  level. 
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No  employee  or  steward  shall  leave  his  work  site  to  attend  to 
grievance  procedures  or  to  participate  in  other  union  business  without 
the  specific  approval  of  his  supervisor.    At  least  24  hours  advance 
notice  of  such  absence  shall  be  furnished  the  supervisor  except  in  the 
case  of  an  extreme  emergency,  in  which  event,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the 
supervisor  approval  cannot  be  granted  immediately  to  the  shop  steward 
to  present  a  grievance  during  on-duty  time,  such  approval  shall  be  granted 
by  the  supervisor  no  later  than  the  next  working  day  from  the  date  the 
shop  steward  was  denied  permission.  \ 

B.  Employee  organization  business  representatives  of  the  Guild  shall 
have  the  right  of  access  at  reasonable  times  to  employee  work  areas  for 
the  processing  of  grievances  after  prior  notification  of  the  appropriate 
Chief  or  Coordinator.  The  processing  of  a  grievance  may  take  place  during 
the  employee's  working  time,  but  shall  not  disrupt  library  services  to  the 
public.  Employee  organization  business  representatives  of  the  Guild  shall 
also  be  provided  access  at  reasonable  times  to  employee  work  areas  to  con- 
duct union  business,  after  receiving  prior  permission  from  the  appropriate 
Chief  or  Coordinator. 

In  the  absence  of  the  appropriate  Chief  or  Coordinator,  the  work 
site  supervisor  shall  be  deemed  to  be  acting  in  that  capacity. 

7.  ORAL  BOARDS 

The  Library  agrees  to  recommend  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission  that: 

a)  The  oral  boards  for  Librarian  I  shall  include  Librarians 
II  and  III  from  the  staff  of  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Library  and; 

b)  Promotional  oral  boards  shall  consist  of  professional 
librarians  whose  work  includes  recent  supervisison  of 
the  promotional  level,  and  promotional  oral  boards  shall 
include  no  San  Francisco  Public  Library  staff  or  their 
relations. 

8.  NOTIFICATION  OF  NEW  LIBRARIANS  I,  LIBRARIANS  II  AND  LIBRARIANS  III 

The  Library  shall  supply  the  Guild  with  a  list  of  new  employees  by 
sending  one  copy  of  the  Personnel  Department  Notes  to  the  President  of 
the  Guild.    These  notes  will  contain  the  names,  classifications,  and  work- 
sites, and  whether  CETA  or  City  funded,  of  each  new  Librarian  I, 
Librarian  II  end  Librarian  III.    The  Library  shall  supply  the  Guild  with 
a  list  of  resignations,  retirements,  transfers  and  promotions  on  a  weekly 
basis  in  the  Personnel  Department  Notes.    The  reason  there  is  no  cost 
to  the  Guild  for  this  notification  is  that  the  Personnel  Department  Notes 
is  published  routinely  by  the  Library. 

9.  DEPARTMENTAL  PERSONNEL  FILES 

There  shall  be  only  one  personnel  file  kept  on  an  employee.  That 
file  is  to  be  kept  in  the  Personnel  Department.    Employees  shall  have 
the  right  to  review  their  personnel  file  at  any  time  in  the  Personnel 
Office.    A  representative,  chosen  by  the  employee,  may  at  the  employee's 
request,  accompany  the  employee  in  this  review,  or  the  employee  may 
give  written  permission  to  another  person  to  review  the  file. 
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No  new  material  shall  be  added  to  an  employee's  personnel  file 
without  prior  notice  to  the  employee  and  a  copy  given  to  him/her  ex- 
cept for  the  following  documents: 

Attendance  Records 

Letters  from  and  signed  by  the  employee  such  as  assignment 

requests,  Certification  papers,  Appointment  papers 
History  Cards 

School  Records,  College  Diploma,  Transcripts,  Registration 

Forms,  Certificates  of  Completion 
Payroll  Deductions  signed  by  employee  and  Correction 

Notices 

Retirement  Contribution  Notice  (form) 

Letters  of  Introduction  to  Department  Head  (copy  is 

given  employee  at  time  of  hiring) 
Change  of  name  and  address  forms  signed  by  employee 
Request  Forms  for:  Leave,  Transfer,  Vacation,  etc.,.. 

signed  by  employee 
Verification  of  previous  employment 
Notice  of  action  by  Civil  Service  Commission.  These 

forms  indicate  employee  has  been  notified 
Reports  of  Industrial  Injury 

All  material  in  the  file  must  be  signed  and  dated  by  the  author  or 
person  placing  it  in  the  file.    The  employee  shall  have  the  opportunity 
to  sign,  date,  and  attach  a  response  to  all  material  in  the  official 
personnel  file  related  to  the  employee's  performance. 

An  employee's  signature  on  any  piece  of  material  shall  indicate 
that  he/she  has  read  the  material  and  has  received  a  copy  of  it.  The 
employee  may,  after  one  year  or  more,  request  the  City  Librarian  to 
review  and  remove  any  derogatory  material  from  his/her  file. 

10.    DEPARTMENTAL  PERSONNEL  RULES 

The  Library  has  the  right  to  establish  reasonable  personnel  rules 
for  the  classes  covered  by  this  agreement. 

The  Library  shall  submit  to  the  Guild  a  compilation  of  all  Depart- 
mental personnel  rules  and  procedures  within  sixty  (60)  calendar  days 
of  ratification  of  this  agreement.    If  the  Guild  does  not  respond  within 
thirty  (30)  calendar  days  from  the  date  of  receipt  of  such  written  in- 
formation, the  Library  shall  assume  that  the  Guild  does  not  wish  to  meet 
and  confer  on  the  rules  and  procedures. 

The  Guild  shall  be  given  written  prior  notice  of  the  intent  to 
modify  or  establish  personnel  rules  and  shall  be  afforded  a  10  working 
day  period  for  opportunity  to  meet  and  confer  on  the  effect  of  any 
future  modification  of  these  rules.    If  the  Guild  notifies  the  Library 
in  writing  of  its  desire  to  meet  and  confer  on  the  effect  of  personnel 
rule(s)  modification(s)^  the  personnel  rule(s)  shall  not  be  implemented 
until  after  the  meeting  and  conferring  process  has  been  initiated.  The 
meet  and  confer  process  shall  be  initiated  within  10  working  days  of 
written  notification  from  the  Guild.    At  the  end  of  this  latter  10  day 
period  the  Library  may  implement  such  rules  even  though  the  meet  and 
confer  process  has  not  been  completed.    The  rules  shall  be  distributed  to 
each  employee  and  made  readily  accessible  by  the  Library  in  every  depart- 
ment and  branch. 
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11 .  RECLASSIFICATION 


The  Library  and  the  Guild  agree  to  meet  and  discuss  proposals  by 
either  party  for  reclassification,  establishment  of  new  classes,  or 
abolishing  obsolete  classes  covered  by  this  agreement, 

12.    TRANSFER  PROCEDURE 

All  librarian  job  vacancies  to  be  filled  shall  be  announced  in  the 
Library's  Personnel  Notes.    Any  Librarian  meeting  Civil  Service  require- 
ments may  apply  for  any  given  position  and  the  procedures  set  forth 
herein  will  be  followed  in  announcing  positions,  in  selecting  applicants, 
in  involving  immediate  supervisors,  and  in  maintaining  personnel  files. 
A  staffing  table  depicting  the  current  distribution  of  positions  in  the 
Library  shall  be  displayed  in  the  Personnel  Office. 

A.  Voluntary  Transfer  Procedures 

1.  The  Personnel  Office  shall  maintain  a  file  of  names  of 
librarians  actively  interested  in  transferring  to  any  position  in 
which  they  are  interested.    This  transfer  file  shall  be  used  in  con- 
junction with  the  bid  system  and  as  an  aid  in  contacting  librarians 

on  leave  or  vacation  when  a  position  they  have  requested  becomes  vacant. 
The  file  shall  be  cross-indexed  by  position  and  by  librarians'  names. 
It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  individual  librarian  to  notify 
the  Personnel  Department  of  any  changes  to  be  made  in  this  file. 

2.  Announcements  of  all  positions  to  be  filled  shall  be  made 
in  the  Personnel  Notes  within  two  weeks  of  the  action  creating  the 
vacancies.    Announcements  shall  include  the  following:  Civil  Service 
classification  required,  work  site,  age  level  to  be  served,  and  special 
qualifications  deemed  necessary  or  desirable.    Application  shall  be  made 
in  writing  to  the  Personnel  Office  by  the  closing  date  of  the  announce- 
ment.   Librarians  in  the  transfer  file  need  not  reapply  for  an  announced 
position  unless  they  wish  to  add  information  to  their  original  request. 

3.    The  Library  shall  make  a  selection  within  four  weeks  of  the 
closing  date  for  applications.    Selection  shall  be  made  by  the  Library 
Placement  Committee,  with  the  supervisor  of  the  vacant  position  consulted 
in  the  selection  process.    The  Placement  Committee  shall  consist  of  the 
Chief  Librarians,  the  Coordinators,  and  the  Personnel  Officer.  Whenever 
possible,  the  selected  librarian  shall  receive  at  least  one  week's  notice 
of  the  date  for  reporting  to  the  new  assignment.    After  the  appointee  is 
notified,  unsuccessful  applicants  shall  be  notified  as  soon  as  possible 
and  shall  be  informed  that,  if  they  wish  to  be  apprised  of  the  reasons  why 
they  were  not  selected  for  the  position,  they  should  contact  a  member  of 
the  Placement  Committee. 

B.  Involuntary  Transfer  Procedures 

In  the  event  that  the  Library  perceives  the  need  to  transfer  a 
librarian  who  has  not  requested  a  transfer,  or  if  no  one  applies  for  an 
advertised  position,  the  Placetnent  Committee  shall  make  an  appointment, 
with  the  supervisor  of  the  vacant  position  consulted  in  the  selection 
process.  In  making  such  an  appointment,  the  Placement  Committee  will 
consult  the  librarian  about  the  transfer  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the 
transfer  and  explain  the  reasons  for  the  new  assignment.    The  transferee 


has  the  right  to  enter  into  his/her  personnel  file  a  statement  that  he/she 
considers  this  an  involuntary  transfer.    Such  statements  shall  be  taken 
into  consideration  to  minimize  further  involuntary  transfers  of  that  in- 
dividual.   Copies  of  these  statements  will  also  be  maintained  in  the 
personnel  transfer  file. 

C.  Appeals 

An  unsuccessful  applicant  or  a  person  transferred  involuntarily 
has  the  right  of  appeal  to  the  City\ Librarian.    Written  notice  requesting 
a  hearing  of  the  appeal  must  be  filed  in  the  City  Librarians's  office 
within  five  working  days  of  the  notification  of  the  Placement  Committee 
Action.    A  hearing  will  be  scheduled  within  5  working  days  of  receipt  of 
the  appeal.    At  the  hearing  the  employee  may  be  represented  or  accompanied 
by  a  person  of  his  or  her  choice.    The  successful  applicant  shall  be 
notified  of  the  appeal  and  shall  also  have  the  right  to  appear  before  the 
City  Librarian  to  argue  his/her  case.    Library  employees  not  otherwise 
involved  in  the  appeal,  but  having  special  knowledge  of  the  circumstances, 
may  testify  as  to  those  circumstances.    If  the  City  Librarian  is  unable 
to  reach  a  decision,  seniority  shall  be  used  to  break  the  tie.    For  this 
purpose  seniority  shall  be  defined  as  follows:    Seniority  is  determined 
by  the  beginning  date  of  employment  as  a  professional  librarian  with  the 
Library,  whether  temporary  or  permanent.    The  City  Librarian  will  issue  a 
written  finding  on  the  appeal  within  five  working  days  of  the  hearing.  A 
finding  by  the  City  Librarian  may  sustain,  reverse  or  modify  the  original 
action  of  the  Placement  Committee.    Any  action  by  the  Placement  Committee 
which  is  under  appeal  shall  take  effect  only  after  the  written  finding  is 
issued. 

13.  CONDUCT  AND  DISCIPLINE 

The  Library  may  establish  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  concerning 
the  conduct  and  discipline  of  the  classes  covered  by  this  agreement.  The 
Guild  shall  be  given  prior  notice  of  the  intent  to  establish  such  rules 
and  regulations  and  shall  be  afforded  an  opportunity  to  meet  and  confer  on 
the  formulation  and  any  future  modification  of  these  rules  and  regulations. 
The  rules  and  regulations,  once  mutually  agreed  upon,  shall  be  distributed 
to  each  employee  and  made  readily  accessible  by  the  Library  at  every 
department  and  branch. 

14.  REBUTTAL  TO  REPRIMAND 

Upon  receiving  a  written  reprimand  and  within  30  days  of  its  being 
placed  in  the  employee's  personnel  file,  an  employee  may  submit  a  rebuttal 
to  the  reprimand  and  together  they  shall  be  included  in  both  the  employee's 
and  the  supervisor's  file. 

15.  PROFESSIONAL  DEVELOPMENT 

The  Library  agrees: 

1.  To  establish 'an  orientation  program  for  newly  employed  librarians; 

2.  To  charge  the  Educational  Opportunities  Committee  with  the  develop- 
ment of  a  policy  for  staff  attendance  at  seminars,  workshops  and 
conferences,  and  reimbursement  of  the  costs  for  such  attendance. 

3.  To  publish  annually  a  report  of  actual  disbursement  of  funds  for 

'-'"ce  at  seminars,  workshops  and  conferences;  and, 
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4.  To  establish,  in  cooperation  with  the  San  Francisco  Civil  Service 
College,  a  supervisory  training  course  which  shall  be  made  avail- 
able on  library  time  for  staff  members  promoted  to  supervisory 
positions . 

5.  To  establish  a  Staff  Development  Planning  Committee  to  assist  in 
the  formulation  of  a  Staff  Development  Program. 

16.  WORK  SCHEDULESS  LESS  THAN  40  HOURS  A  WEEK 

In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  MOD  between  the  City  and  the 
SEIU  Locals  66A,  250,  400  and  535,  the  Library  may  approve  requests  from 
librarians  to  work  fewer  than  40  hours  a  week.    The  Library's  objective  of 
public  service  must  be  maintained,  and  therefore  approval  of  such  requests 
are  subject  to  budgetary  limitations  and  will  be  granted  only  when  the 
hours  thus  reduced  are  not  lost  to  the  Library  and  when  the  new  assignments 
and  schedules  permit  continued  effective  operation. 

17.  LEAVES  OF  ABSENCES 

Consistent  with  the  requirements  of  the  operation  of  the  Library, 
personal  leaves  of  absence  may  be  granted  in  conformity  with  the  provisions 
of  Civil  Service  Rule  22.03  provided  that,  when  needed,  substitute  librarians 
can  be  obtained. 

18.  LIBRARY  COMMISSION  MEETINGS 

The  Guild  has  the  right  to  request  a  place  on  the  agenda  of  the  Library 
Commission  meeting  whenever  the  Guild  wishes  to  appear  before  the  Commission. 

The  Library  will  meet  with  at  least  two  (2)  members  of  the  Guild  Executive 
Board  prior  to  the  regular  Tuesday  meeting  of  the  Library  Commission  for  a 
briefing  on  agenda  items  of  mutual  concern. 

19.  PARTICIPATION  ON  LIBRARY  COMMITTEES 

The  Library  agrees  that  volunteers  will  be  used  on  library  committees 
to  the  maximum  possible  extent,  and  committee  members  will  not  be  required 
to  serve  on  the  same  committee  for  more  than  one  year.    However,  certain 
job  assignments  are  understood  to  include  continued  membership  on  specific 
commi  ttees . 

20.  PREPARATION  TIME 

The  Library  agrees  to  allow  reasonable  paid  preparation  time  before 
programs  in  which  the  librarian  is  participating  substantially;  the  actual 
amount  of  time  shall  be  agreed  upon  by  the  librarian  preparing  the  program 
and  ttie  supervisor. 

The  Library  agrees  that  reading  or  writing  which  is  assigned  or  required 
shall  be  done  on  paid  time. 

21 .  TIME  OFF  FOR  VOTING 

An  employee  in  the  bargaining  unit  seeking  time  off  to  vote,  pursuant 
to  State  Election  Code  14350,  shall  inform  his  or  her  supervisor  of  the 
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need  for  the  requested  time  off  and  the  length  of  time  required.  The 

supervisor  shall  inform  the  Chief  Librarian  of  all  such  requests.  If 

the  Chief  Librarian  determines  that  coordination  of  such  requests  is 
necessary,  the  Guild  and  the  Library  shall  adopt  a  mutually  agreeable 
leave  schedule. 

It  is  the  intent  of  this  provision  that  these  requests  shall  be 
granted  and  that  only  reasonable  time  for  voting  shall  be  taken. 

22.  DELIVERY  OF  PAYCHECKS 

The  Secretary  of  the  Library  Commission  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
delivery  of  paychecks  to  the  work  sites.    If  paychecks  are  ready  for  de- 
livery by  9:00  a.m.  all  branches  with  staff  on  duty  in  the  morning  will 
receive  paychecks  by  1:00  p.m.  and  other  branches  will  receive  paychecks 
by  6:00  p.m.    However,  branches  may  make  arrangements  to  pick  up  their 
paychecks  at  the  cluster  branch  or  other  agreed  upon  location  upon  notifi- 
cation that  the  checks  are  available. 

23.  BULLETIN  BOARDS  AND  OFFICIAL  ANNOUNCEMENTS 

Reasonable  space  may  be  allowed  where  there  are  existing  bulletin 
boards,  binders,  clip  boards,  or  folders  usually  used  for  bringing  notices 
to  staff's  attention  for  use  by  the  Guild.    Materials  shall  be  posted  upon 
the  bulletin  board  space  as  designated,  and  not  upon  walls,  doors,  windows 
or  any  other  place.    Posted  material  shall  not  be  of  a  partisan  political 
nature,  nor  shall  it  pertain  to  public  issues  which  do  not  involve  the  City 
or  its  relations  with  employees.    All  posted  material  shall  be  dated,  shall 
bear  the  identity  of  the  sponsor,  shall  be  neatly  displayed,  and  shall  be 
removed  as  soon  as  possible  when  no  longer  timely.    The  City  Librarian  may 
withdraw  the  authority  to  use  bulletin  board  space  if  material  is  posted 
on  other  than  authorized  bulletin  boards,  or  is  not  in  compliance  with  this 
section. 

The  Library's  weekly  newsletter    shall  be  available  for  announcements 
of  Guild  meetings.    Other  Guild  materials  shall  be  submitted  to  the  City 
Librarian  for  review.    Unacceptable  items  will  be  returned  to  the  Guild. 

Distribution  of  Guild  and/or  CSA  Local  400  literature  and  materials 
through  intra-office  (within  the  Library  system)  mail  shall  be  permitted. 
Such  literature  and  materials  shall  not  be  of  a  partisan  political  nature, 
nor  shall  it  pertain  to  public  issues  which  do  not  involve  the  City  or  its 
relations  with  employees.    All  such  material  and  literature  shall  be  dated 
and  shall  bear  the  identity  of  the  sponsor.    The  Library  may  withdraw  the 
authority  to  distribute  such  literature  and  materials  through  intra-office 
mail  if  not  in  compl ian®  wi th  this  section. 

24.  STAFF  LOUNGES 

The  Library  agrees  tjiat  adequate  staff  lounges  for  the  Main  Library  and 
the  branches  are  desirable,  and  shalj  actively  seek  additional  space  and  funds 
so  that  such  lounges  can  be  provided. 

25.  HEALTH  AND  SAFETY 

The  Library  shall  conform  to  California  Occupational  Health  and  Safety 
Administration  standards  of  health  and  safety  in  accordance  with  City  policy. 
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lidlS  CONSIDERATION 


Guild  proposals  which  are  considered  cost  items  shall  not  be  negotiated 
during  the  regular  period  designated  for  negotiation  of  items  for  the  MOU. 
They  shall  be  presented  to  the  Library  by  November  15  and  shall  be  discussed 
in  the  context  of  the  Library's  preliminary  budget  3)t  a  meeting  between  the 
Library  and  the  Guild  prior  to  submission  of  the  Library's  budget  proposal 
to  the  budget  committee  of  the  Library  Commission. 

27.  MANDATORY  PROVISIONS 

In  accordance  with  Section  16.215  of  the  Employer-Employee  Relations 
Ordinance,  the  following  language  is  included  in  this  MOU: 

1.  Delivery  of  municipal  services  in  the  most  efficient,  effective, 

and  courteous  manner  is  of  paramount  importance  to  the  City  and  its  employees. 
Such  achievement  is  recognized  to  be  a  mutual  obligation  of  both  parties 
within  their  respective  roles  and  responsibilities. 

2.  The  recognized  employee  organization  recognizes  the  City  and 
County's  right  to  establish  and/or  revise  performance  standards  or  norms 
notwithstanding  the  existence  of  prior  performance  levels,  norms  or  stand- 
ards.   Such  standards,  developed  by  usual  work  measurement  procedure  may 

be  used  to  detennine  acceptable  performance  levels,  prepare  work  schedules, 
and  to  measure  the  performance  of  each  employee  or  group  of  employees. 

3.  Employees  who  work  at  less  than  acceptable  levels  of  performance 
may  be  subject  to  disciplinary  measures  in  accordance  with  the  applicable 
Charter  provisions  and  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

4.  For  the  duration  of  this  Memorandum  of  Understanding,  the  Union 
and  its  members  agree  not  to  engage  in  a  strike,  work  stoppage  or  slowdown. 
In  the  absence  of  any  Memorandum  of  Understanding,  it  is  agreed  that  the 
Union's  and  its  members'  rights  concerning  concerted  labor  activity  shall 
be  governed  by  the  pertinent  laws  of  this  State.    The  Library  agrees 
during  the  term  of  this  Memorandum  of  Understanding  not  to  conduct  a  lock 
out  against  any  of  the  employees  covered  by  this  MOU. 

28.  GRIEVANCE  PROCEDURE 

The  grievance  procedure  for  this  agreement  shall  be  the  same  as  that 
for  the  MOU  between  the  City  and  the  SEIU  Joint  Council  (1977-78)  until 
a  departmental  grievance  procedure  is  adopted  by  the  ERD  and  the  Union, 
at  which  time  said  grievance  procedure  shall  become  part  of  this  agreement. 

29.  REPRODUCTION  AND  DISTRIBUTION  OF  THE  MEMORANDUM 

No  later  than  thirty  (30)  days  after  adoption  of  this  Memorandum 
the  Library  shall  publish  the  text  of  the  Memorandum  in  the  Library's  weekly 
newsletter.    There  is  no  addi tonal  cost  to  the  Library  or  the  Guild  for 
this  printing  and  distribution  as  the  Library's  newsletter  is  published  weekly 
by  the  Library  on  a  routine  basis-. 

30.  SAVINGS  CLAUSE 

Should  any  part  hereof  or  any  provision  herein  be  declared  invalid  by 
reason  of  conflicting  with  aCharter  provision  or  existing  ordinances,  rules 
or  policies  which  supercede  the  Library's  authority  or  be  declared  invalid

by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such  invalidation  of  such  part  or 
portion  of  this  Memorandum  of  Understanding  shall  not  invalidate  the 
remaining  portions  hereof  and  the  remaining  portions  hereof  shall  remain 
in  full  force  and  effect  for  the  duration  of  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding. 

DURATION  OF  AGREEMENT 


The  provisions  of  this  Memorandum  of  Understanding  shall  be  in  effect 
from  December  7,  1977  through  June  30,  1978.

In  a  surprise  announcement  Mayor  Moscone  today  reported  that  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Library  has  been  sold  to  Bro-Dart,  Inc.  for  $12 
million.    The  sale  covers  all  assets  of  the  Library  except  buildings 
and  books 3  with  most  of  the  purchase  price  being  attributed  to  "ncxie", 
and  "good-vd.ll". 

A  Bro-Dart  spokesman  indicated  that  SFPL  will  be  relocated  to 
Cleveland  and  given  responsibility  for  service  at  the  Cleveland  Jail. 
The  spokesman  indicated  that  all  present  employees  will  be  transferred 
A  to  Cleveland  and  will  be  continued  in  their  current  positions. 

As  vie  go  to  press  it  has  been  reported  that  Florence  Mitchell,  of 
the  Librarians'  Guild  is  holding  a  "meet  and  confer"  session  with 
Bro-Dart  management  concerning  relocation  allowances,  foul  weather 
uniforms,  and  hazardous  duty  pay. 

Today's  announcement  confirmed  rumors  heard  throughout  the 
library  profession  for  the  past  year  that  SFPL  was  on  the  market. 
Earlier  rumors  that  the  Library  would  be  sold  to  the  Shah  of  Iran  -were 
denied  in  October  but  a  source  close  to  the  negotiations  Lndlcated 
that  the  Shah  and  Bro-Dart  were  involved  in  a  spirited  bidding  war 
before  the  sale  was  finally  made  at  the  recent  convention  of  the 
National  League  of  Cities.

At  a  Christmas  lunch  with  mss  Effie  Lee  Wbrris,  I  said  that  she  should 
feel  pleased  by,  and  proud  of,  the  high  standard  of  professional  excellence 
which  she  had  established  and  maintained  in  the  children's  services  of  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Library.    Her  rich  legacy  to  the  children  of  San  Francisco 
includes  concepts  and  practices  of  collection  developxnent  and  of  staff  training 
worthy  of  serving  as  a  national  model  for  public  libraries. 

After  14  years  of  tireless  dedication  to  SFPL,  Miss  T-torris  has  made  a 
mid-career  change  to  work  in  private  sector  publishing.    I  expressed  to  her 
the  hope  that  she  would  continue  her  efforts  to  improve  the  quality  of  U.S. 
publishing  for  children.    Publishing  for  profit  is  not  inconsistent  ;d.th 
excellence  in  children's  books  but  it  requires  a  corporate  conscience, 
exemplified  by  Effie  Lee  Morris,  to  make  both  goals  possible.    I  an  confident 
that  she  will  find  and  meet  these  challenges.    As  she  does  so,  she  will  be 
honoring  the  tradition  established  by  such  illustrious  predecessors  as  Irlta 
Van  Doren,  Amy  Lovemen,  Anne  Richter  and  Ursula  Nordstrom. 

As  I  wish  Miss  Morris  well  in  her  new  venture,  I  can  clearly  foresee 
continued  productive  collaboration  between  us  in  the  years  ahead.

COPYRIGHT 

Rumor  has  it  that  the  United  States  will  have  a  new  copyri^t  law  effective 
January  1,  1978.    This,  the  nost  honored  current  publication  of  the  San  Ft^cisco 
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Public  Library,  will  NOT  offer  a  sunmary  of  that  law,  making  us  unique  in  the 
field  of  library  publications.    However,  the  law  will  nffect  SFPL  operations. 

It  Is  now  necessary  that  all  library  copy  machines  available  for  use  by 
the  public  carry  a  warning  that  persons  using  the  copy  machine  is  liable  for 
any  Infringement  of  the  copyright  law.    Such  warnings  are  now  beiJTg  printed 
and  will  be  distributed  as  soon  as  possible.    Thereafter,  replacement  sl0is 
will  be  available  from  the  Stock  Room. 

In  addition,  whenever  the  library  makes  a  photocopy  for  a  patron  it  will 
be  necessary  that  the  photocopy  carry  the  warning,  ''Notice:    This  material 
may  be  protected  by  copyright  law  (Title  17  U.S.  Code)."    Rubber  starps  with 
this  warning  are  being  ordered. 

WALK  A  MILE  IN  ANOTHER'S  SHOES 

We  understand  that  the  meeting  of  clerical  support  staff  last  week  was  a 
success,  covering  a  wide  variety  of  questions  on  procedures  and  opjerations.

It  was  with  deep  regret  and  a  sense  of  loss  that  the  Children's  Librarians 
heard  Ms.  Effle  Lee  Morris,  Children's  Coordinator,  announce  her  resignation  at 

the  December  meeting. 

Ms.  Morris  will  long  be  remembered  for  her  many  contributions  to  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Library  system  and  the  children  of  San  Francisco  during  her 
years  of  service. 

She  was  the  first  Coordinator  of  Children's  Services,  established  the  office, 
created  the  juvenile  handbook  which  can  be  used  as  a  guide  for  Children's 
Librarians  everywhere,  formulated  procedure  for  the  orderly  development  of  the 
book  collection,  fostered  the  concept  of  "priority  per-school",  trained  Children's 
Librarians  in  a  cycle  of  programming  for  all  age  levels,  developed  the  Sumner 
Reading  Program,  originated  the  Early  Childhood  Project,  and  the  now  famcxis 
and  nationally  copied  "Dial-A-Story" . 

An  advocate  for  children,  her  brochure  on  Children's  Rights  was  one  of  the 
first  to  appear  and  has  been  copied  in  public  libraries  throughout  the  nation. 

She  strived  diligently  to  make  us  all  more  aware  of  the  needs  of  minority 
children  and  children  belonging  to  the  many  ethnic  groups  in  the  city. 

Her  national  responsibilities  in  the  library  profession  helped  bring 
recognition  to  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library. 

Obviously,  Ms.  Morris'  acconpllshments  are  too  many  to  be  listed  here  but 
she  will  long  be  remembered  for  the  sense  of  professionalism  she  tried  to  Instill 
in  all  of  us. 

Children's  Librarians  will  continue  to  develop  quality  service  to  children 
and  to  build  on  the  firm  foundation  of  Children's  Services  Ms.  Morris  provided. 

Ms.  Morris  is  now  working  at  Harcourt,  Brace  and  Jovanovich  as  a  Senior 
Editor  and  is  also  studying  for  her  doctorate. 

Appreciation  is  due  r4s.  Morris  for  the  14  years  of  her  professional  life 
she  gave  to  us  and  we  wish  her  satisfaction  and  happiness  in  her  new  endeavors.
